‘WHAT THE RESULT IN; KEN-' 
NINGTON MAY LEAD‘ TO. 
POSSIBLE BILL FOR IRELAND — 
BALFOUR’S RUMORED RESIGNATION 
—TROUBLE FEARED "IN SERVIA. 
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BY THE COMMERCIAL CABLE FROM- OUR OWN. 
CORRESPONDENT, 
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Lonpon, March 16.—New-York City itself 
Was scarcely more excited over the result 
of the great national élection on the day 
following the polling last November than is 
London to-day over the outcome of yester- 
day’s contest at Kennington. The figures 
fairly take the Tory breath away. They 
have had a good working majority in this 
division ever since it was formed, rising 
from 360 in 1885.to 430 in 1886. 
This time their candidate, young Mr. 
Beresford-Hope, was the ideal of what a 
Tory candidate should be—wealthy, ath- 
letic, a tolerable speaker, the owner of a 
historic hyphenated name, the possessor of 
@ beautiful wife, and, to cap all, an own 
nephew of Lord Salisbury. There has 
never before been such a rallying of aristo- 
cratic assistance as he commanded. Half 
“of the swell heraldic escutcheons of the 
‘English peerage were on the panels of the 
earriages lent him yesterday to bring up 
the lame, the halt, and the lazy to the polls, 
and for a fortnight great bevies of the titled 
dainty dames of the Primrose League have 
made a house-to-house canvass of the Lam- 
beth slums and stews in his behalf. All 
this could not save him from the most 
humiliating and overwhelming defeat 
which has overtaken (any candidate since 
home rule became an issue in British poli- 
tics. 
It is a blow under which the Ministry 
reels visibly. One ofthe Liberal-Unionist 
dailies, the London Chronicle, lacks the 
courage even to allude to the thing edito- 
rially. Others try with more or less ef- 
frontery to brazen the matter out, but none 
of them is able to conceal its consciousness 
that the result foreshadows the speedy rout 
of the whole anti-Irish party. The great 
wave of enthusiasm which was started in 
Kenniazgton last night, where 200 police 
were pushed aside like so much paper by a 
cheering crowd of 20,000 and even a tree 
protected by iren railings was torn up by 
the roots in the rush to acclaim the victer, 
is spreading all over England to-day as the 
tidings of the triumph travel. 
There is to be a by-election in Enfield, 
whieh is. one of the seven wealthy villa di- 
visions of Middlesex just outside of Lon- 
don, in two or three weeks’ time, and 
though the Tory majority there was 2,200 
in 1886 there is now actually confidence 
that it can be carried for home rule, and 
the fight from this time out will be waged 
there with tremendous energy and with all 
the resources of both parties. 
The attack which will be made next week 
in the House of Commons on the demoral- 
ized Ministry will be rendered all the more 
powerful and spirited by these signs of pop- 
ular backing outside. The delay in the 
supply business makes it necessary to 
postpone until Tuesday the assault on the 
Atterney-General, which had been set down 
for Monday, and this will be all the better, 
because a lot of Irish members had St. Pat- 
rick’s Day engagements elsewhere for Mon- 
day, but they cam be on hand in force on 
the succeeding day. 
The prospect now is that the whole week 
will be spent in baiting the Government on 
one or another phase of its scandalous 
connection with the London Times’s case. 
The questions already put have involved 
the unhappy Ministersin all sorts of con- 
tradictions and damaging half admissions, 
and it would not be surprising from what 
has.leaked out of the fierce quarrels inside 
the Cabinet if another week of torture does 
not produce ene or mere resignations. Both 
the Attorney-General and the Home Secre- 
tary are mentioned in these rumors, and 
there is also a story that Mr. Balfour is 
going to throw up his position as Irish 
Secretary to be succeeded by Mr. Ritchie. 
This latter is a London Tory of much per- 
sonal popularity, and very few class no- 
tions, whe planned and carried through the 
sweeping democratic Local Government 
bill last year. He represents about all that 
is progressive and likable in the whole 
Tory Ministry, and his accession to the Irish 
office would be everywhere taken to mean 
that the Tories are geing to try and eutbid 
Mr. Gladstone with an ofter of home rule. 
Some such turn is not at all unlikely, but 
of course it would come too late to succeed 
in @ partisan sense. 


What it might effect would be a calm and 
intelligent consideration by all parties con- 
cerned ,of the whole question of Irish 
autonomy and a ooel agreement upon the 
form which the Irish themselves thought 
they could best make workable, This, I 
may say, is what Gladstone all along has 
desired. The Irish leaders, upon whom the 
responsibility fer the suctess of home rule 
really would fall, would also weicome such 
a businesslike arrangement instead of a 
hurried and ill-digested Constitution won 
in the heat of political strife. It would be 
‘strange indeed if such a result as this 
should be the outeome of the whole long 
and venomous fight. 


There have been persistent rumors from 
Vienna during the week, and even explicit 

tatements by the Standard’s correspondent 

here, that Austria is hastily preparing for 
‘warlike coniplications on the Servian 
frontier. These stories are contradicted by 
the officials, but are to a certain extent 
credited at the Foreign Office. here. Much 
will depend on the decision. of Queen 
‘Nathalie, who is being warmly urged on one 
side to return to Belgrade and vehementiy 
warned off on the other. Her friends here 
believe she will deeide to return, and if 
Milan keeps his word, also returning in 
such a case and eontesting her claim to the 
guardianship of their son, there must be 
civil war. The situation there at present 
almost amounts. to tHat, foran open row 
has broken out between the Regents and 
the Ministry. It would not be surprising 
if the whole Balkans were in flames before

Naturally, the foreign appointments of 
the new President of the United States are 
watched here with deep interest, :and the 
reports that Mr. Blaine is not having his 
own way are received with much satisfac- 
tion. Whitelaw Reid is the only man thus 
far mentioned in connection with the Eng- 
lish mission who would not be welcomed 
here by everybody. The foolish and 
wanton attacks made in the New-York 
Tribune during the campaign on the whole 
English people have been extensively 
quoted and sayed here, and I speak within 
knowledge when I say that there would be 
a widespread public protest by representa- 
tive English papers, friendly alike to the 
United States and to Ireland, if he should 
be appointed. On the other hand, either 
Chauncey M. Depew or Warner Miller 
would be made to foel at home from the 
outset. Mr. Depew is, of course, already 
widely known here. I hear from Paris that 
the report that Murat Halstead will be sent 
there has been received with delight. 


Minister Straus made a visit :from Con- 
stantinople to Athens last week, where he 
had an hour’s interview with King George 
and aleng talk with the veteran Premier, 
Tricoupis, who surprised him by knowing the 
intimate personal details of current Ameri- 
can politics almost as well as if he had just 
come from Washington. Mr. Straus 
writes me with enthusiasm about the mate- 
rial progress of Athens, which is growing 
like an American city, with handsome new 
streets and splendid mansions going up on 
all sides under the impetus of constant re- 
turn to the Hellenic eapital of wealthy and 
public-spiriteds Greeks who have amassed 
fortunes elsewhere. 

At last the long-standing project of widen- 
ing the Strand between Somerset House 
and the Law Courts seems likely to take 

active and effective form. An association 
has been started, and already several thou- 
sand signatures have been obtained for 
a petition to the new County Conncil. 
The scheme is to take down both St. Mary 
le Strand and St. Clement Danes Churches 

and clear eut the mass of ancient tumble- 
down buildings now standing between the 
Strand and Holywell-street. The most of 
these have stood since the time of the Stu- 
arts, and both churches are old-time land- 
marks, The change will be deplored by 
archxologists and lovers of picturesque and 
historical romance, but will be a great boon 

to the business people of the town. 

Artists are much interested over the dis- 
covery by a French scientist of the secret 

of making Alexandrian blue, the peculiar 

color which the Remang used in frescoes, 
and the trick of which was entirely lost 
when the Northern barbarians overran 
Italy. Chemical analysis of specimens 
found at Pompeii shows it to be made by 
@ complex mixture of sand, silicate of cop- 
per, and carbonate of lime, and after many 
experiments the process of manufacture has 
been rediscovered. It has rémarkable fix- 
ity, even against acids, and will be shortly 
introduced into the market. 


Frank Jones of New-Hampshire is to make 
a bigsplurge on the London market on Mon- 
day with the stock of his new brewing com- 
pany, ef which £800,000 are offered here 
and which will be taken twice over and 
more.

Eno trouble with Miss Anderson is said to be 
nerveus prestration, which complete rest from 
mental and eyginacoge labor for a preper period 
will probably remedy.

ACCUSED OF BRIBERY. 





THE * NEWLY-ELECTED TREASURER’ OF 
SYRACUSE INDICTED. 

Syracuse, N. Y., March 16.—The Grand Jury 
brought in asealed indictment this afternoon 
against Benjamin W. Roscoe, City Treasurer- 
elect, charging him with offering money to Al- 
derman Charles Candee to secure his vote for 
City Treasurer. Mr. Roscoe was at once ar- 
rested by the Sheriff, and“gave bail in the sum 
of $5,000. Roseoe, who is the head of the firm 
of Roseoe Brothers, general commission mer- 
chants in fruits and cenfeetionery, was elected 
City Treasurer a week ago last Monday night, 
recelving a majority of one In the Gommon 
Council. Heisa Democrat, sand the Common 
Council stands Republicans, 6; Democrats, 5. 
At the meeting of the Council Alderman Seager, 
Republican, voted fer Roscoe for Olty Treas- 
urer, electing him and six other Democrats td 
minor offices. The Demecratic members of the 
Council elected half a dozen Republicans te 
minor offices, all of whom were proposed by Al- 
derman Seager. 

The result of the election created a goed deal 
of excitement in the city, and charges of bribery 
were freely bandied about the streets. The tes- 
timony before the Grand Jury showed that 
Roscoe on the afterneon of the day of the elec- 
tion obtained a loan of $3,000 in currency after 
the bank closed. This anna however, was re- 
turned to the bank several days later. While 
no direct testimony was offered to show that 
Roseoe offered money to Seager te vote for 
him, the evidenee showed that he offered 
to bribe other Aldermern. The local lead- 
ers of the Demecracy, Henry J. Mowry 
and Mayor Kirk, ad nothing to 
do with the ‘* combine,” and knew nothing of it 
until after the deal had been made anda the city 
officers elected. The Finance Committee of the 
Common Council last Monday fixed Roseoe’s 
bond as City Treasurer at half a million doliars. 
Heretofore the Council has only required $50,000 
bond of the Treasurer. The vote of the Grand 
Jury on Roseoe’s indictment was 13 to 6, and 
twe jurors were excused from veting. 

Friends ef Roscoe are endeavoring to have 
bim makeafull statement ofall the cireum- 
stances attending his connection with the can- 
vase for City Treasurer, and te show precisely 
what was done to bring about the “combine,” 
and how he became involved in it, and to what 
extent, and also the connection of others with 
the transaetion. Ifthis were to be done, the 
result would be a decided sensation. What will 
be dene respecting the City Treasuryship and 
Roscoe’s election thereto remains to be seen. 
It ie rumored that he will not enter into bonds 
forthe office, in which case his appointment 
would lapse. The matter will be determined at 
the Council’s meeting next Monday.

The Society of the Friendly Sons of: St. , 
‘Patrick held its one huadred and fifth anniver- 
sary dinner in Delmonico’s last night, and the 
attendance was.so large that seme of the guests 
had te be crewded out of the main dining 
hall inte a small adjoining room.

The decorations of 
the banquet room were particularly suggestive 
ef the occasiou. The Irish flag was entwined in 
graceful folds with the United States solors on 
every side, and there was a remarkable pro- 
fusion of harps and shamrocks at every turn.

Such a factory will be an important 
factor in breaking dewn high prices of binding 
twine, for it can make the best of twine from se 
coarse and implacable an enemy to the farmer 
as the Canada thistle.

The declaratien of a state of war in the

tures to Mataafa, looking toward the adjust- 
‘ment of the quarrel and the conclusion of 
terms of peace, but the terms preposed always 
embodied a strong German interest in the fut- 
ure administration of affairs, to which Mataafa 
deelares he will under no circumstances con- 
sent. WNegotiatiens have therefore been of no 
value, and German effisials vcoupy the unen- 
viable position of men whe have oy com- 
promised themselves without seeing their way 
clear toe retreat consistent with the preserva- 
tion of their dignity. 

Mataafa, in the midst of his warriors, rests 
securely in his intrenched camp and awaits the 
arrival of Admiral Kimberly, having full faith 
in the support of the United States. His picket 
limes extend down the coast for a distance of 
five miles, clese espionage being maintained on 
the road leading from Apia to Lauly and Luta- 
mui. Tamasese, with his forees now reduced 
Dy desertion to about 600 warriors, still ocou- 
pies she large fort at Lutumul. A great number 
of his former adherents have joined the standard 
of Mataafs, er, grown weary of. war, have re- 
turned to their own districts. 

There has been no collision between the op- 
posing forces for a long time. Feb. 8a small 
detached party of Malieto’s men, which was re- 
connoltering in the vicinity of the fort, fell in 
with a foraging party ef the enemy and suc- 
ceeded in kiliing one ef Tamasese’s greatest 
leaders and stanchest supporters, one Soio 
Fuati, ruler from Matauta, in Savay. 

The British war vessel Calliope, Capt. H. H. 
J. Kane, arrived from New-Zealand Feb. 2 te 
relieve the Royal, and the latter sailed for 
Azckland on the 4th inst. This ehange has been 
a@ souree of unteld satisfaction to the English 
residents in Samoa, as well as to their consular 
representative. The censure showered upon 
Capt. Hand of the Reyal by the colonial 
= simply voices the indignant feeling of 

is countrymen in Somoa, whose interest he 
looked afterin a dilatory and lukewarm man- 
ner, and whese property he announced himself 
without authority to protect. There can be no 
deubt that the cordial feelings and unity of 
purpose which characterizea the relations be- 
tween his predecessor, Commander Pell of the 
Wizard, and her Majesty’s Consul had no ex- 
istenee in the case of Capt. Hand. 

Early in the month Capt. Fritze made known 
the fact that the consular courts—the American 
and English—were considered by him as open 
for the hearing of causes despite his prociama- 
tion of martial law, reserving to himself, how- 
ever, the admiuistration of the police, under 
the regulations of Jan. 18, 1888. This, by 
acknowledging the ability of these courts to 
perform their civil funetions undisturbed, 
virtually abrogates the necessity for the estab- 
lishment of martial law, and gives rather a 
farcial aspeet to that arbitrary act on the part 
of the German commander. 

Anether fact proving that Someny recog- 
nizes its original stand to be untenable is found 
in the reissue of the Samean Times, the English 
newspaper which was suspended by the German 
Consul as a dangerous organ. The editor felt 
the pulse of the press eensor Feb. 4 by the pub- 
lication of a sinzle-sheet ‘‘extra,” and on the 
9th inst, the regalar sheet appearedagain. The 
revival of the suppressed paper has called for no 
comment from Dr. Knappe, the German Consul, 
who evineed a far calmer frame of mind than 
that displayed in his dictaterial actions of three 
weeks ago. 

Feb. 5the steamer Lebeck left this port for 
Sydney, carrying with her brandies, the ex- 
German artillery officer, and Premier of Tama- 
sese, who has for so long ajtime been the bone of 
contention in Samoa, and whe has done mush 
to a. the present crisis. It is rumored 
he has been erdered home to explain his con- 
duct in the Samoa affairs to the Government at 


Berlin. 

Feb. 12 the German man-of-war Eber, which 
had been sent to Auckland, ostensibly to com- 
municate with Berlin, returned to this port. 
Her arrival and dispatches which she undoubt- 
edly brought (tenor of which unknown) have 
in nowise changed the condition of affairs. 
Whether the German Gevernment will endeavor 
to maintain the position taken by its officials 
here, or whether it has issued instructions to 
concur in sucn ultimate settlement as Admiral 
Kimberly may propose, is a mere matter of cen- 
jecture. 

Itis known that early in the present menth 
the United States ships Trenton and Vandalia 
had been ordered te Samoa, and had sailed in 
obedienee to their instructions. The Vandalia 
arrived on the evening of Feb. 23. The arrival 
of the flagship Trenton is anxiously awaited, as 
1t ig hoped that Admiral Kimberly’s instructions 
will empower him to terminate s ily the un- 
eertainty as to the outcome of the present 
struggle. Mataafa is firm in his‘ belief of 
ultimately receiving the support of the United 
States Government and has reiterated his de- 
termination to do nothing until the Admiral’s 
arrival, fully appreciating the fact that, in 
treating with Germany, he must be secended 
by the patron whose power can compel proper 
recognition of right and justice. Tamaseses’s 
forces, weakened by desertion, sinks into a 
seeondary factor, and, indeed, has almost en- 
tirely disappeared from the scene.

FOUNG NEW-YORKERS DISPORTING IN 
A 42-FOOT RING IN A _ TENNIS 
COURT AT BAYCHESTER. 

The 400, fresh from the successes of the 
Academy of Design costume ball and preparing 
for the Washingten centennial, are still finding 
time to do a great deal ef gossiping in regara to 
the amateur circus modeled after the Duo de 
Morny’s gomewhat notorious attempt a few 
years aga, when that Pprogressiya young man 
was regarded with affection by Parisian society. 

Several well-known young men take daily pil- 
grimages to Baycheater, where they are regard- 
ed with ill-caneealed interest by the minor who 
s ticket agent and baggage smasher of that not 
populous hamlet, They charter a terrible ma- 
thine, which has in some way gained the local 
reputation of being a wagon, and are driven to Mr. 
James Waterbury’s beautiful home, within ear- 
shot of the Sound. Lots of these young gentie- 
men and nearly as many young ladies went up 
there yesterday. 

Within 50 yards of Mr. Waterbury’s home 
stands his stable, an imposing-looking edifice. 
No sooner had the party arrived on the grounds 
in stages and drags than they were turned in 
there, picking their way between all sorts of 
vehicles, and at last arriving within an exten- 


sion of the stable which Mr. Waterbury built 
some time ago asa tennis court, and in which 
manyof the most renowned players of that 
game haye piayed. This apartment, which, 
though now used as a practice hall, is to be 
the scene of the great amateur circus in Apy, ia 
fitted almast entirely in para wood and is par- 
ticularly handsome. Mr, Waterbury has had a 
thoroughiy professienal 42-foot ring built in 
the centre of the fiver, and in this there gre jots 
bf nice ¢lean sawdust, which prevents bruises 
to the veniuresome performer. The top of tha 
railing of the incloatre is padded and covered 
With white canvas, and 18 the Gentre stands a 
queer machine, looking like the result of an 
arbitratian between a @rane and a gallows, 
trem the extreme end of which hangs a series 
of straps, Whieh, with the framewors, la known 
a8 &@ Mechanic. 

Yesterday all this was furbished up so that it 
glistened as the movable beam swung, and the 
pretty giris and their escorts greuped them- 
selves in very effective order at the right. The 
venerable Jeck Carroll, who for 40 years has 
taught the young circus idea its proper marks- 
manship, took up his long-lashed whip aud 
snapped it with the grace of an Apollo ever his 
sun horses, and then there was silence. Of 
course, this was the fourth time this same thing 
had heen done, for every Saturday in the last 
BO days these same ladies and gentiomen have 
gone te Baychester to see some of their set in 
practicing harness, but all were intent neverthe- 
less. Finally three young gentlemen, whose 
pames Were as sacred as the tomb of Confucius, 
paine jufe the ring in lawn tennis sujts 
and began a series of tumbling the like 
pt which ig never seen in this eity, save 
where the heated tra¥eler en an iron steamboat 
witnesses the play of some Staten Island por- 
poises. There were somersaults and hand- 
springs, and sprained wrists, but, as Jack Car- 
roll expressed it, “Nothing like practige., 
gentlemen,” and in consequence the ladies 
applauded. Every one granted that flannels 
were not the things in which to do tumblings 
because the stitching at the seams is, notorious- 
ly insecure. But the gentlemen were there te 
flo hard work, and the ladies were compellea to 
accept the inevitable. 

There were several quite difficult things done 
by @Vventuresome young gentleman whe paid 
mueb more attention to the admiring glances of 
the ladies than to Carroll’s instructions, but the 
most remarkable thiug he accomplished was to 
tumble from his pereh and land on the saw- 
ust without breaking his neck. Then eame 
the star performance of the day.

The young gentieman stood om the 
animal’s haunches and then the straps of the 
* mechanic” were fastened around his chest 
beneath his arm pits and the old horse 
was told to go. He went, and his rider 
lid his level best to keap up with that 
horse, but the experisnced animal got from be- 
neath his feet atlast and tke ambitious ama- 
teur was left dangitng in the air like Gulliver 
was in the paws ef the Brobdingnagian monkey.

MAKING UP EXPORT RATES. 
THE PROCESS EXPLAINED TO THE COM-~- 


MISSION, ; 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Rapresentatives of 
all the trunk lines and of some ef the connect- 
ing Western roade met the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commissioners to-day to expiein how 
their export rates are made. : Beside Commis- 
sioner Fink and the trunk lines’ representa- 
tives there were present, among others, Com- 
missioner Blanchard of the Central Traffia Aé- 
sociation, President Newell of the Lake Shore, 
Traflic Manager Fitzgerald of the Hast Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia, General Freight 
Agent Pope of the Norfolk and Western, Traffic 
Manager Whitmore of the Fitchburg, Sol Haas 
of the Richmond and Danville, Freight Traffic 
Manager Murray of the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
Jehn D. Kernan, counsel for the New-York 
Produce Exchange, and representatives of the 
Commercial Exchange of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Sargentof the Grand frank was first 
called. He said that his road made its export 
rate by adding the ocean rate te the inland rata. 


He instanced flour frem Milwaukee to Briatol, 
the total rate being 42.16 cents, whieh was 
veached by adding the inland rate, 21.64 cents, 
to the ocean rate, 20.52 eents. Rates, however, 
fluctuate with the European markets. When 
rates fluctuate, as they do almost daily, these 
preportions still hold goad. Lhe Grand Trunk's 
rincipal shipping point was Portland, 
@, and the resent arrangement with 
the Allan Line of Eropesn steanm- 
ers had existed, with but one inter- 
ruption, for the last 30 years, ene vessel sail- 
ing each week. Qn imports subatantially the 
same rule axists, In some cases, however, the 
import rate is rather more favorable to the rail- 
road company. 

Mr. Hayden of the New-York Central said that 
his company also arrived atits export rates by 
adding theinland and ocean rates. Tha Cen- 
tral, however, had a fixed expert rate. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Grand Trunk Read 
out rates, not to mestthe European market, but 
to get the business, 

Mr. Layo of the West Shere, Mr. Joyce ofthe 
Pennsyiv¥ania, and Mr. Ledyard of the Michigan 
Central also explained that their export rates 
were nade by adding the ocean and inland 
rates. Mr. Ledyard said that his campany did 
not out rates, and in consequence had suttered a 
loss of business. 

A. Fell of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western offered as an exnvlafiation of why so 
much Qusiness went over hie road that it fur- 
nished facilities te shippers at Peoria and other 
points. He had heard that the rates of export 
trade had been cut, but he knew nothing abont 
it paraenally. 

umner Hopkins of the Wabash“Western Rail- 
Poad said that the rates are made for export by 
adding the inland and ocean rates. His read 
had quoted through rates only since the rule of 
the s6ommission was issued requiring the inland 
rate to be stated separately. It had done this 
to neet rates made by other companies, He 
would ha¥eno knowledge of his company re- 
esiving less than the seaboard rates, as such 
bills were settled by the general freight depart- 
ment. He knewof no reason why the rules 
made by the commission in regard to the tariff 
should net be earried ont. He asserted that his 
road always received the inland rate, but he did 
mot know when a reduction was made whether 
the ocean rate bore the }oss or not. Phe General 
Freight Agent might have arrangemenis with 
the steamship companies which he knew noth- 
ing about. 

Under the questening of Judge Pond of the 
Lake Shore, the witness said he did not know 
what the ocean rate was, and when asked how 
he gould make a through rate when he did not 
know the ocear rate he did not answer. When 
asked about recent bills ef lading signed by his 
name, which gaye the through rate at 57 cents 
when the ocean rate was 30 genta, he said he 
had no persenal knowledge of the bills, as they 
were made out by his ehief clerk. The general 
freight department made all divisions of rates, 
C, M, Hayes, General Manager of the Wabash, 
protested against the representative of his com- 
pany being examined by the counsel of compet- 
ing roads. Chairman Cooley said that the ex- 
amination sould be centinued to some other 
day, when the roads could be represented by 
ceansel. It was decided to meet again on Mon- 
day morning.

AIMED AT THE MANITOBA. 
Sr. PAUL, March 16.—Mr. Dement offered a 
reselutionin the Legislature to-day striking at 
tke Manitoba Road.

ut in part to wrongfully enrich diverse in- 
duividuals than having centrol of the corpora- 
tion; that the stoek certificates were not made 
upon payment of the face value thereof, but 
were distributed gratuitously among diverse 
persons; that the proceeds of the sale of the 
lands have not been faithfully applied to the 
discharge of the mortgages, but have been 
wroaogtfully devoted to the earrying on of other 
enterprises.

The classes have steadily inereased in numbers 
until they have outgrown the leeture and dem- 
enstration rooms, and the demand for admis- 
sion still continues, The range of the currieu- 
lum hag been extended gradually from the first 
beginnings, nntil now it covers eight branches 
of study in the aria calculated to -dignify, enno- 
ble, and make beautiful the daily labor of the 
future artist-artisan. Mr, Stimson’s idea from 
the beginning of his singularly successful 
work in this city’ hag been to make popu- 
lar the study of art. A democrat in 
its broadest sense, he has striven from the first 
@ teach the perfect democracy of art. His idea 
as always been that the great artists of aneient 
imes wore true artisans in their respective 


elds of operations. They had diseovered the 
true seares of art—that Bid Bo of grace,

beayty, and proportion could be applied to 
every product of human hands and human 
minda, andin so far as they were so applied, 
they imparted enduring value ta the work of 
fhe artist-artisan. 

Arthas been totoo greatan extent consid- 
ered and treated asa social fad, a thing dis- 
tinctively European and to be patrenized in 
e0mmon with other eccentricities of the Old 
World if one would be fashionable. Art patron- 
age has been censequently limited to the new 
aristocracy, to the people whoge interest it has

ut Mr. 8timson was enfewed with the pres- 
ciesce and enthusiasm of the true artist when 
he launched his new institute, aad the eminent 
practicability of his undertaking has heen am- 
ply demonstrated, Suppert has come from the 
two sources most in joverent~- she students and 
the manufacturers of gertain lines of art goods 
with whom the graduates of the institute find 
profitable empleyment, Mr. Stimson’s earnest 
efforts to inculcate aeeurate ideas of American 
art, to demonstrate the national, liberal, demo- 
eratic conceptions of preportion, strength, har- 
mony, grace, and beauty in combination with 
utility, have been warmly commended by man- 
ufacturers of jewelry, silverware, pottery, tapes- 
tries, wall paper, and art furniture, amd sev- 
eral of them have taken pupils from their 
desks in the institute before their courses of 
atudy were finished and given them employ- 
ment af good pay in their designing depart- 
ments. Others gro frequent applicants for new 
designs for wee in their factories and shops, and 
every little while a pupil disposes of a sketch

for $50 a tow days since; Judge Russell sent 
his for $100, and a United States Consul, home 
on leave of absence, sent $50 in bilis te the sup- 
port of the inatitute. 

Among the firms that have subscribed to the 
maixtenanee fund during the year, were Tiveny 
& Co., $500; Herter Brothers, $100; Cottier 
Co., #1 0; Howard & Son, $100; The Whiting 
Manufacturing Company; 6100; The Gorham 
Manufacturing Company, $100: Calvert Vaux, 
the landsoape arehitect, $50; Mr. Cheney, the 
silk manufacturer, of Paterson, N. J., $100, and 
Warren, Fuller & Lange, and Frederick Beck 
& Co., the wall paper manufacturers, have been 
liberal supporters ef the enterprise, 

From the pupils the tuition fees, ranging 
from $25 to $50, have also been a source of in- 
ceme of no mean proportiep. There have, in- 
deed, been no morte enthusiastic supporters and 
friends of the institute than the hundred pepils 
who have been purauing their studies in its 
classes during the year. The practical benefit 
of the education they are enabled to sequire is 
almost daily made apparent to them. and it is 
safe to say that no greater zeal is shown by tha 
students of any institution ef learning than the 
young women and men of this gchool exhibit in 
thier work. The gradual unfolding of the prin- 
ciples of art in the study of nature is found so 
entertaining that every new step, every new 
study and lesson ig looked forward to with an- 
ticipatiens of pleasure, 

A young lady from a Western city, whe had 
attended the Metropolitan School under Mr, 
Stinson and continued with him in the 1nati- 
tute, wae forced to suspend because her funds 
had given out. She returmed for a term or two 
to teaching in the publicschools of her ua- 
tive city, and having accumulated eneugh to 
earry her through another six menths, has re- 
turned to the institute. A young man of this 
city who had been pursuing bis studies in de- 
signing, lost his father and had the support of 
his mother laid upon his shoulders, Within a 
few weeks thereafter one of his designs was 
sold te alarge jewelry manufacturing firm in 
this eity, and it was so well liked that 
sought out by the firm and given a lnerative 
position in their employ, with leisure to com- 
plete his studies at the institute. These are 
only acouple of many similar instanees, but 
they illustrate fully the demand for and usefual- 
ness of the New-York Inatitute for Artist- 
Artisans. 

The close of the first year finda the institute 
in the same financial condition in which it be- 
gan the year without an avecumulsted fund, 
although all its expenses have been by careful 
and economical management fully met. The 
future of the enterprise is in the hands of the 
citizens of New-York, Some steps have been 
taken already by a new guild of the manu- 
facturing jewelers and silvyersmiths toward rais- 
ing @ subscription to earry forward the work, 
and the United States Potters’ Association, 
whose headquarters are at Baltimore, have 
offered three prizes of $50, $25, and $15, re- 
spectively#for competition among the pupils 
during the ensuing year. But these efforts 
must be supplemented by liberal subscriptions 
from the frispiis of the institute. The leading 
clergymen and heads of literar pobilearions 
in this city, the artists engaged in magazine 
work, and some of the leading educators, are 
doing all they can consistent with their regular 
employments. Befere the close of the school 
year, s0me time during April, it is intended to 
give a reception at the inetitute rooms, te which 
the publie will be invited, and where the work 
of the pupils may he seen andexamined. In 
the meantime, people dealring te gain a more 
specific idea of the werk are privileged and ia- 
vited to call at any time during the day.

He sald 
that he was interested in Coroner Schultze and 
wanted to have things conducted preperly.

Mr. Grosse wanted to know how Mr, Levy 
was interested in the ¢ase, Mr. Levy said that 
there ought to be afull investigation ef the 
complaint.

THE GRAND JURY ATTENDS TO MANY 
NEW-JERSEY OFFICE HOLDERS. 
The Grand Jury in Jersey City yesterday 
presented inaietments against Commissioners 
Watt, Kern, Gannon, and Tumilty of the Board 
of Works for awarding the street- cleaning con- 
tract to a person nat the lowest bidder, They 
lso indicted Freeholders Totten, McDoneugh, 
ennesey, Kilroy, Griffin, Smith, Steger, 
Kimmerly, Rollesten, Boyle, Tierney, and Noo- 
nan, 12 of the 20 members of the board. They 
are eharged with malfeasance in having voted 
to pay the illegal claim of Freeholder Hennes- 
ay, who adopted the name of James O'Neill to 
conceal the transaction. 
The Grand Jury submitted a long presentment 
about the conduct of the Board of Freeholders 
In Managing the county’s affairs. In this they 
charge extrayaganve ef the most reckleas de- 
scription, and declare that the books areso kept 
es to balk investigation. These examples of 
extravagance are quoted: 
A bill for two barrels of turpentine, for which 
nearly three times its value was paid. 
Three barrels of asphalt, which were not worth 
$50, were charged for in the sum of $118 92, and 
this bill was paid. 
For 12 boxes of lomons $102 was paid. 
For four crates of berries $48 was paid. 
For one black diamond tablet for the Hall of 
Records $378 was paid, when it was not worth 
more than $100. 
For ice furrished to the Court House and jail for 
the months of July and Auguat, 188%, 120,000 
poanas were paid for. 
For ice furnished to the Court House ang jail for 
a scot ot September, 1888, 43,000 pounds were 
paid for. 
For ice furnished to the county institutions from 
July 17 to Aug, 18, 143 tons were paid for.

A POLICEMAN ACCUSED BY 
A YOUNG GIRL. 

ON HER FIRST DAY IN THE CITY, SHE 
SAYS, SHE WAS ASSAULTED NEAR 
CENTRAL PARK+-THE CASE DROPPED. 

A story, remarkable in many of its feat- 
tires, was brought to THe Tres office a fow 
days ago, and subsequent investigations con- 
cerning the facts alleged have addea some cur!- 
ous features to the case. Mr. Ira 8. Howe of 

134 West Sixty-first-street, a gentleman ap- 

pareatly actuated by tho highest motives, is 

THE TIMEs’s informant. Mr. Howe has been in 

the Rabit of taking strolls in Central Park, and 


& week ago last Friday he had an eventful ex- 
perience there. 

On the afternoon of that day he found sitting 
en a bench in the west side of the park a very 
pretty young girl whese appearance was so sad 
and dejected as to lead him to question her. 
She said that she had come to New-York that 
morning, and baving no friends here had wan- 
dered into the park. She asked a policeman, 
ehe said, to direct her to a charitable institu- 


tion where she might obtain shelter, and the of- 

flcer readily effered to show her to such a place. 

She started off with him, but before they had 

One Many steps the policeman asked her to go 

with him to a neighboring saloon to get seme 
er. 

As to what followed this propasition the girl 
has told two stories. She told Mr. Howe, that 
genticman says, thatshe refused to go to the 
saloon, and that the officer soon left her, telling 
her to sit on a bench, to which he led her, until 
he should return. She had waited three hours, 
she said, when Mr. Howe feund her. Subse- 
quently, however, the xzir] said she had aecept- 
64 the offieer’s invitation and had gone to the 
piace he bad mentioned, where he kept her for 
two hours, subjecting her to grossly impreper 
treatment. At the end of that timethe girlsays 
sho was taken buck to the Park and was walt- 
ing for the officer's promised return when ac- 
eosted by Mr. Howe. 

That gentleman became so much interested in 
the girland her story that be took her to the New- 
York Magdalen Asyium and had her cared for. 
Afterward she was taken to the Fioreneo Night 
Mission, in Bleecker-street. There sie said her 
name was Eugenie Hanson. The account she 
gave of her lite was not avery clearone, Her 
parents had been dead for so many years—she 
is 16 years ovld—that she had but the vaguest 
recollection et them. She remembered having 
lived in Charieston, SS. C., and having 
gone to school there. Then her next 
recollection was of entering service as a 
domestic servant, and since then she has been 
at work in various huuses. Her last place was 
in Westehester County, and a lady, she said, 
brought her to New-York ana left her at the 
Grand Central Station, Then ste wandered up 
to the Park. Just where she met the policeman 
Behe could not gay, but it was about 10 o’cloek, 
Mr. Howe found hereon a& bench, in which the 
initials “*W. M.” had been cut The beneh is 
on the west side ef the Park, near One Hun- 
dredth-streét, and almost directly opposite the 
Central Park Carriage Exohange. 

So closed Mr. Howe’s statement to THE TIMES. 
He had made no investigation of the girl’s 
story, and was more than anxious that if the 
case should be given publicity his name should 
ut appear in the matter. 

Capt. Thomas Beaty of the Park police, when 
told [be giri’s story as related by Mr. Howe, ex- 
pressed an earnest desire to investigate it, and, 
if possible, to ferret eut the identity of the 
officer impiteated. He discovered that the two 
men who had been stationed in the Park near 
One Hundredati-sireét on Friday were menu of 
geod record. One of them had been on the 
force fer 22 years and the other since last Fall, 
but neither of theim, the Captain belivved, had 
beon guilty of the crime obarged. Beth the 
policemen found on duty at the Park gute 
deolared that they had never seen such a girl as 
was described to them. 

The Florence Missien was founded by Charles 
N. Crittenton as a temperary training school, 
from which young women are sent to out-of- 
tewn homes. A TLMES reperter went there to 
see the girl, and was admitted by Mrs. Howell, 
the matron, Who toek him upstairs. Eugenio 
Was in the house, she said, anu Was at that mo- 
ment being interviewed by Mr. Crittentonr, who, 
although the girl bad been in the place some 
days, had just seen her for the first timie, Not 
an effort up to that time had been made by 
anybody cepnected with the institution to wake 
any investigation as to the truth of the girl’s 
story. Mrs. Huwell had heard Eugenie’s stor} 
upon her aimittance to the refuge, and she said 
it Was practically the same aa that the yirl had 
told Mr. Howe. An interview with the girl was 
denied the reporter. 

Mr, Critientou Was seen, however, and said 
that ne believed Kuvente’s story to ve true. It 
was his opinion tbat the policeman ought to be 
found and summarily dealt with, but when it 
Was suggosted te him that a rigid investigation 
should ve made he aaid that such an investiga- 
tion woulda have to be delerred untll “ kugouie’s 
confidence had been secured.” Altheuch the 
reporter was not permitted to talk to the child 
Mr. Crittenton asked her for him something 
about the appearance of the man wao had 
abused her. She said that.he was short and 
Steut, but whether he Was young or old, had a 
beardless face or a dark or light complexion, 
sie Was totally unabie tu say. Sie is not a par- 
ticularly bright giri, 

In the meantime the only official investigation 
whioh bad been made tn this extraordinary ease 
had been completed by Capt. Beaty of the Park 
police. Ho had made thoreugh search for the 
girl's assailaut amoug the members of. his force 
end had become convinced that he was nota 
Park policeman. He had tound Otticer Ter- 
Penny and Muunted Policeman MelIntyre, who 
bad seen Mr. Howe talking to the girl—they haa 
not neticed her before—and of whom Mr. howe 
had made inquiries as to the lecation of char- 
itable institutions. Neither of these officers 
had been told any part of the girl’s stery by 
Mr. Howe. Beyond these men Capt. Beaty had 
been unable to find any policemen who remenm- 
bered even having seen the girl. 

Last Tuesday the reporter called again at 
the Florezce Night Mission aud again saw Mrs. 
Howell, the matren, That day Eugenie had 
coniessed that she had gone to the saloon with 
the policeman and that she there had been as- 
Saulted by him. Again being asked if he vro- 
posed making any effert to hunt out the erimi- 
nai, Mr. Crittenton said that he did, aud it was 
agreed, asa starting poimt,to have the girl 
taken to the Grand Central Station by one of 
the assistants in the mission. Then she should 





try to again go over the ground she 
had traversed on her arrival in New- 
York. It was thought that she might be 


abie to recognize the streets through which she 
had passed to get te the Park, the spot, inside 
the park or outside its walls, where she had met 
the policeman, and from there find her way to 
the saloon to which he had takem her. This 
seemed as feasivicoa plan as any that could be 
suggested, and was detiuitely decided upon by 
Mr. Crittenton and the matron. W. A. Norton, 
an assistant, was decided upon as e@ good man to 
accompany the girl. The attempt was to be 
made that afternvon. 

On this visit to the mission the reporter was 
permitted tosee Eugenie, Sheisavery pretty 
girl, smali fer her age, but with a well-de- 
veloped, rounded figure. Her eyes are deep 
blue, shadea by heavy lashes, her hair is brown, 
curly, and short, and taken altogether she is a 
very attractive little girl. Sbe was then sure 
that her assailant wore the blue uniform of the 
city police. 

On tue fellowing day the reporter called at 

mission to learn the result of the experiment 
determined upon. Both Mr. Crittenton and Mrs. 
Howell were out, but he saw the assistant, Mr. 
Norton, That gentleman was much surprised 
“when askea if the giri’s trip from the Centrai 
Station had resulted in-any good. He said that 
he had never heard of such 4 plan as had been 
arranged the day before, and certainly such a 
plau had not been carried into execution. 

Mr. Norton teld the reporter that he would 
inguire of the matron if if was intended to try 
the experiment and would notify him (tie re- 
porter) probably on Thuraday. On the after- 
noon of that day ‘the reporter received a postal 
ecard from Mr. Norton, in which he said: 

* Referring to our conversation of to-day, I have to 
say we wiil have to abandon our he as Eugenie, 
the girl, went out to a situation to-night.” 

And thus the case, as far as the people who 
ought to be interested in it are concerned, has 
apparently been dropped. Even if the giri’a 
story in the main is a fabrication, it 18 seme’ 
what astonishing that no report of it has been 
mace to the police in order that some sort of aa

The performance of the magnificent ninth 
Was not at all satisfactory.

Schroe- 
der-Hanfstiing! was not only unabi6 to sing the 
music smoothly, but sbe did not ona igin tune, 
and her false intonation destroyed whatever 
effect the quartets might Otherwise have had.

The return of two such delighifal artists 
as Mr. and Mrs. Georg Henschel deserved the 
warm recegnition which was accorded it at 
Chickering Hall yesterday afternoon. The union 
of two such artistic naturesis hardly » subject 
for comment, but itis impossible to aveid say- 


ing that lovers of music ought to be thankful 
for it. Mr. Henschel isa musician whose tine 
feelipg is discernible, not enlyin his sympathetic 
baritone voice and almost faultless judgment, 
butin the warm and rieh touch with which he 
executes his admirable accompaniments. 

As for Mrs. Henschel, the charm of her sing- 
ing liesin its subtie sweetness of mood, its ex- 
quisite refinement, and its delicious dericncy of 
manner.

The two singers have a 
splendid command of a wide variety of styles, 
as was shown yesterday by Mr. Henschel’s

lightful singing of Beethoven's setting of an 
air trom Goethe’s “ Claudine von Villa Bella.’ 
Immediately after this Mra. Henschel sang per- 
fectly an air from Purcell’s ‘ Libertine.”

Rveberte becomes 
Héléne, Ferreol Rodelphe,’ and the comic 
grower of siik worms with a cowic name is 
supplanted by a& presumably dignitied gentie- 
man named Brissot. ‘ EFerreol,” adapted by 
the late A. R. Cazuran, was produced at 
the Union-Square Theatre, when Mr. A. i.

APPLICATION OF SOCIALIST LAWS— 


ANXIETY OVER SERVIA.

BERLIN, March 16,~In addition to the new 
income tax, which is said io be the subject of 
dissensien between Prince Bismarck. and his 
colleagues, Minister von Gossler disagrees with 
the Chancellor on -the question of the State 
granting financial support to the clergy. The 
subject of discord between Minister von Scholz 
and Prince Bismarck is the currency question. 
The former advoeates a gold currency, while 
the latter favors bimetallism. 

An incident which ecourred at the last meet- 
ing of the Provineiai Counoil of Danzic would 
indicate a slight difference between the Chan- 
cellor and Minister von Puttkamer. Members 
of the Couneil reproached the brother of the 
latter for the wholesale expulsion of Poles which 
he had ordered. Minister von Puttkamer, in 
defending his brother, said that he deplored the 
consequences of the expulsions on esonomic 
grounds, but that he was overruled by Prince 
Bismarck, who considered political interests, of 
greater importance, The /agebiult remarks that 
in view of the incident people will not be dis- 
posed to place much confidence in Ministerial 
declarations. 

The Reichstag has been occupied with the 
discussion of the annual Government report on 
the application of the Socialist laws. The de- 
bate has been confined to A gy from the 
Social Democrats. Herr Schrader, a Progress- 
ist, 6xpressed surprise that the Government 
made go reply, and announced that his party 
would continue to oppose exceptional laws. 
Herr Meyer ead that the National Liberals had 
entered into no formal engagement as to future 
Socialist legislation. 

At Friday’s sitting Dr. Windthorst complain- 
ed of the continual demands for money for mili- 
tary erage The estimates were finally re- 
ferred toa committee of 21, notwithstanding 
Herr Richter’s emphatic declaration that 
the House ought first to determine the sums to 
be granced. This decision was brought about 
by Baron von Maitzahn, Secretary of State for 
the Imperial Treasury, who promised to give 
the detaila te the committee. The estimates are 
certain to be voted. 

In receiving the Central Committee of the 
United Trades Guilds to-day, Emperor William 
declared that the sole abject of his European 
tour had been to maintain peace, the enly 
means by which trade could prosper. He be- 
lieved he had insured this result fer years to 
eome, 

The Samoan] conferenée is not expected to 
present formidable ditticulties. Slight doubts 
are expressed as to the attitude of Amerioa, but 
the German Government will do its utmost to 
prevent friction, atthe same time maintaining 
Germany’s full right to deal with the Samoan 
rebels, Confidence is felt here that the peace- 
tul disposition of all three powers will render 
an agreement easy. Prince Bismarok is in no 
way inclined, in the present state of European 
affairs, to be drawn into colonial disputes.

But it lies beyond 
reasonable expectation that the conference will 
lead to auy other conviction than that there has 
been a great deal of unnecessary heat imported 
into the dispute.” 

The official newspapers carefully abstain from 
comment on Servian affairs, It is reported that 
the Government intends to recall Count von 
Bray from Belgrade, his intimacy with Milan 
making him nnwelcome to the present Radical 
Government of Servia.

instead of money. A provision was made also 
by which, under certain conditions 
holder might be put in possession of property 
before the maturity of his poliey, and it is al- 
leged that inducements were held out by the 
eompany leading the policy holders to believe 
that they would have houses svoner than they 
actually woald. 

As far as can be learned about $12,000 in 
policies was written in this city and as 
much more in Weburn. The policy holders who 
were put in possession of property are 
now living in housea so purchased, The 
merging with the New-Hampshire com- 
pany, the giving up of the agency 
in Lowell, with the understanding that the com- 
pany would do no new business in Massacbu- 
setts, and rumors of similar troubles in Wurces- 
ter have led some of the policy holders to 
discontinue theig premium payments, with the 
impression that they have lost what they have 
already paid. :

A BANK THLLER DHFAULTS.

HIS STEALINGS AMOUNT TO SIXTY- 
EIGHT. THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

Boston, March 16.—On Thursday last Edgar 
Swan, Paying Teller of the Natienal City Bank 
of Lynn, called Cashier B. V. French into the 
Directors’ room and said: “ Mr. French, lama 
adefaulter. I have robbed the bank.” Had the 
bank building collapsed the Cashier conid net 
have been more startled, for Swan had been 
ranked as a' most exemplary young man. 

When the Cashier recovered from his astonish- 
ment he said to Swan: “I want you to promise 
me two things, thai if you come in contact with 
any more money here you will not take any of 
it, and that you will not run away.” Swan 
said: “No, lam ready to face the music.” 

AD examination of the books was at once 


made, and although the bank officials will not 
tell the exact amount of Swan’s stealings it is 
known that it is within a few hundreds of 
$68,000. Swan agreed to make all the restitu- 
tion in his power, and tarned over to the bank 
80 shares of Thempson-Houston stock, free from 
ineumbrance; 5V shares of thesame pledged, 
with an equity of about $3,200; 150 shares of 
the Chicage, Kansas and Western Raliroad, 
about $3,000, and additional sums bringing tne 
ameunt restored up to $33,450. 

Swan is 35 years old, has a wife and two chil- 
Gren, and in an endeavor to support them in 
style has lived beyond his income. Two years 
ago he found he was badly in debt, and thinking 
that he saw a Ghanee to get out of it by speeu- 
lation, invested in At. hison stock, but in the 
tumble that fellowed he dropped $25,000, 

When the boom in Thompson-Houston stock 
came, Swan thought he woald make another 
attempt to retrieve his losses, and bought heari- 
ly of that stock. He bought itat 310 and it 
dropped on his hands te 270. This demoraiized 
him completely, and hence his confession. 

Swan covered up his pecuiations by a system 
ef entries ao shrewdly that two Bank Examiners 
had failed to detect him, and his bvoks 
had. passed creditably. showisg no. error 
at every semi-annual examination by the 
Directors. He has been in the employ of the 
pene for 17 years, and since 1881 had served as 

eller. 

in the United States Courtin this city to-day 
the facts came out, when Swan was arraigned 
and held in $30,000 bonds, which he did not 
secure, and 80 went fo jail,

‘My conscientious, firm conviction is 
that protection so-called is wrong in prin- 
ciple, fosters and encourages Socialism, is, 
in fact, Socialism, and that with its abso- 
lute abolishment and a return to a tariff for 
revenue the Socialist will die and his per- 
nicious doctrines disappear.” These are 
the words. of Judge GRINNELL, the State’s 
attorney in the famous Anarchist trials in 
Chicago, a man of courage and independ- 
ence in his opinions as in his public actien. 
The remark was made in connectien with a 
statement that Anarchism had again be- 
come merged in Socialism, from which it 
sprang. It is essentially just and far more 
practical than the friends of protection 
would like to admit. The common basis 
of protectien and Socialism 1s the idea that 

e “ Government” has a right te dispose of 
the rights and property of a portion of its 
citizens for the indirect benefit of the 
others. As the “ Government” is necessa- 
tily the men who for the time being get con- 
trol of the offices, legislative and executive, 
this idea involves the discretion in a few to 
dispose of the property of the many, always 
a dangerous and sometimes a pernicious 
power.

If Police Justice O’REILLY’s interpretation 
of the law is correct, and theatrical man- 
agers cannot refuse to recognize tthe holder 
of a ticket purchased of speculators on the 
sidewalk, one great means of protecting the 
public from the speculating nuisance has 
been withdrawn. It is certainly to the in- 
terest of managers to carry this question to 
a higher jurisdiction than that of a police 
court and have it settled beyond doubt. 
If Justice O’REILLY’s view of the law 
is tenable, one recourse is still left 
to managers who aré in earnest in their 
professions of a desire to abate the 
evil. Itis a well-established peint in law 
that any holder of a ticket can be excluded 
from a theatre, providing the value of the 
tieket is refunded to him, and any manager, 
by purchasing the ticket knewn to have 
been bought of a sidewalk speculator, can 
clese the door of his house in the face of the 
person who has patronized the speculator. 
The value of the ticket is the box-effice 
price, and: this is all the manager need 
tender to justity him in excluding the 
holder, who will then not only lose his seat 
but the premium which he paid the specu- 
lator unless he can collect it from the lat- 
ter. This course can in no way be con- 
strued as “interfering with the business” of 
the speculator, in whom Justice O’ REILLY 
takes so tender an interest, and if pursued 
strictly for any length of time it will break 
up a business which, licensed or unlicensed, 
is @ nuisance. 





Some months ago the courts of Minnesota 
upheld the ingenious system of boycotting 
devised by the cigarmakers in New-York 
and used everywhere. This was singular, 
because the New-Jersey coufts had promptly 
decided against the device. The conflict 
was ended a few days ago, however, by the 
reversal:ef the Minnesota decision upon 
appeal to the Supreme Court. The scheme 
was to put a distinguishing label on cigars 
made by union labor, then all other cigars 
were to be beycotted. The hatters also 
succeeded in putting labels on many hats, 
and the plan could obviously be extended 
to almost everything sold in shops, a glass 
of beer possibly excepted. But merchants 
were unwilling tokeep their goods on their 
shelves fer lack of a bit ef printed paper, 
and very soon nobody, however willing, 
could tell the difference between labeled 
and boycotted goods. The unions then 
sought the protection of the law for their 
“trade mark” by prosecuting counterfeit- 
ers. But now Minnesota and New-Jersey 
Judges agree that the labels are defective in 
nearly every requisite ef a legal trade 
mark. The uniens neither own, make, er 
sellthe cigars. Thatis done either by the 
employers or by individual cigarmakers. 
A mere declaration that @ distinguishing 
mark will be adopted, or even the use of 
such a mark by others than ewners and 
sellers of geods, does not create a right 
which can bedefended at law. The trouble 
is that the label is the mark ef the union, 
not of the merchant, and the union has no 
right in the goods which the label is de- 
signed to protect. It would thus appear 
that the unionsmight probably protect their 
geods in this way if they made and sold 
them, as by co-operation. Otherwise they 
are out of court on this issue. 





A TYPICAL CASE. 

We have received from various gentle- 
men prominent in business and professional 
life in this city suggestions thata ** move- 
ment” should be set on foot to prevent a 
change, for pelitical reasons,,in the Post- 
mastership of New-York. We certainly 
cannot deny, what all these gentlemen are 
very earnestly convinced of, that the man- 
agement of the Post Office is at present ex- 
cellent; that it has steadily improved under 
the direction of Mr. PEARSON; that it is 
conducted, so*far as lies in his power, on 
strict business principles and by the purest 
civil service referm methods, without fear 
or favor toward any party or partisans, And 
we must alse concede that any change, even 
for a man as able and upright as Mr. PEAR- 
SON himself, would be a misfortune, because 
& new man would be unfamiliar with the 
work, and the timerequired for him to mas- 
ter it would be time lost, with many 
chances that he would not in the end ar- 
rive at the same degree of efficiency. A 
change to a less able and upright man, or a 
change only for the purpose ef putting in a 
Republican, would be a gross blunder, and 
anactof such gratuitous treachery to the 
principles the Republican Party and the 
Administration have professed that it is 
almost inconceivable. 

At the same time we de not see that it is 
our duty to start or to recommend any 
“movement” whatever in a matter thenat- 
ure of which is so ebviously clear. 1t would 
be a perfectly proper thing for the business 
men of the city whose interests have been 
so faithfully and intelligently served under 
Mr. Pearson and his force of trained and 
tried. officials to bring to the attention of 


the President, in any form that they may* 


elect, the facts as to the Post Office. 
They have good reasons for doing 80, and 
the only reason they can have for not deing 
80 is the presumption that it is unnecessary, 
and that before making any such change 
the President would make sure of the sen- 
timent and opinion of business men and

Asto this pledge Mr. WILL- 
14M D. Fouks, President of the Indiana 
Civil Service Reform Association and a 
warm supporter of President HaRrRISson, 
says: “ This means a great deal, It means 
that the lecal clamor of political aspirants, 
and even the local political sentiment of 
the community, shall not:be able to accom- 
plish the removal of that Democratic offi- 
¢ial who has faithfully performed his duty.” 

If this interpretation by a friend and 
supporter of the President of the pledges 
the President has given be correct—and it 
undoubtedly is eorrect—Mr. PEARSON 
ought not to be replaced. If it be pleaded 
that to omit to reappoint him when his 
term expires, as it will in a short time, is 
not to ‘‘remove” him, the pleais absurd, as 
was shown by the Republican press four 
years ago, when politicians sought a like 
change from Mr. CLEVELAND, and sought it 
in vain. The change now weuld be a hope- 
less violation of pledges even more explicit 
and binding than those given by Mr. Hak- 
RISON’S predecessor. We shall not insult 
Mr. HARRISON by assuming in advance 
that he will be guilty of such a viola- 
tion. Nor can we conceive that the 
wiser leaders of the Republican Party in 
this city would advise him todoso. Mr. 
Jor. B. EruHarpDT, for instance, has been 
mentioned as a possible successor to Mr. 
PEARSON. Weshouldsay that Mr. ERHARDT 
‘would not only not wish the place, but 
would strongly condemn a change. He is

The course of the so-called “ boodle” 
trials in this city affords a striking illus- 
tration of the important part played by 
public sentiment in the administration of 
justice. When some flagrant crime has pro- 
duced great popular excitement, when 
prejudices are aroused and passion prevails, 
there is danger that the course of justice 
may be unduly swayed, and reason de- 
mands delay or a trial of the criminal at 
some place that is free from the local influ- 
ence, Butin the case of offenses like the 
bribery of Aldermen to secure.a public fran- 
chise, where strong personal and political 
influences are likely to be arrayed on the 
side of the offenders, the danger is that 
there will not be a strenuous prosecu- 
tion, a stern application of the 
law, and a strict regard by juries 
for the demands of public justice. Many 
influences closely associated with the office 
of the prosecutor and with the courts are 
almost sure to be exerted for a relaxation of 
the administration ‘of law as it would be 
applied in cases of ordinary crime. It is 
then that public sentiment, demanding a 
prompt and energetic prosecution, an un- 
faltering application of legal principles, 
and a fair and fearless verdict, becomes a 
potent factor in securing justice. 

The peculiarity about these bribery cases 
was that an official investigation had 
revealed the facts so clearly that there was 
no doubt that the crime had been commit- 
ted. All that remained to be accomplished 
by judicial proceedings was to fix the guilt 
upon the right persons and exact the penal- 
ties of the law. The franchise of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad was obtained 
by bribery on an unprecedented scale. 
That was shown by the investigation and 
has been proved over and ovér again. Cer- 
tain members of the Board of Aldermen 
had received bribes, and it..was only 
necessary to ascertain who they 
were and fix the crime upon them by 
legal proofs. The bribing had been done in 
the interest of the promoters of the new 
railroad and of the managers of another 
railroad line whose interests had been prac- 
tically united in a common enterprise, and 
the offense of bribe giving had been partic- 
ipated in by those men. Something like 
half a million dollars had been raised by an 
issue of bonds, the proceeds of which were 
not accounted for, and the bulk of that 
sum had been used in securing the fran- 
chise through the vote of the AJdermen. 
These facts were established. The officers 
of the two corporations were known and

Negligence or indif- 
ference in the prosecution, an easy temper 
on the bench, a lack of concern in the jury 
box, or of appreciation of the quality of 
the crime against pablic security might 
eause:a failure of justice, and the spur of 


to prevent this. 

But public sentiment in these days of 
tapidly-moving events cannot be bent for 
a@ long time upon one subject. If the 
bribery cases could have been tried one 
after another in a period of a few months. 
the full messure of justice might have been 
meted out.. There is not the least likeli- 
hood that one innocent person would have 
suffered. But in spite of the persistent 
public demand, there were delays in the 
prosecution; the antiquated jury laws in- 
terposed obstacles; technical errors gave 
the defense opportunities for appeals; de- 
cisions were overturned; politics inter- 
vened to revolutionize the District Attor- 
ney’s office; indifference took the place of 
apparent earnestness, and the public mind 
became wearied and discouraged. The 
intervention of a year of inactivity on 
the part of the prosecution produced a 
strange transformation in the course of 
these trials. When they were finally re- 
sumed public interest was gone and public 
opinion had given up its effort and turned 
to other matters. The result was a prede- 
termined failure to obtain juries in two 
cases and the sending of them to distant 
counties for trial and the easy acquittal of 
the accused in a third. The “‘ boodle” trials 
have been extended over three years, and 
may be regarded as practically at an end. 
Justice has not been done and never will be. 
What has been accomplished is due mainly 
to the force of public opinion. The defeat 
of justice with reference to a majority of 
the bribe takers and all the bribe givers 
has been caused by the delays, obstructions, 
and discouragements that have broken the 
force of public opinion and eliminated it as 
a factor from the proceedings. This experi- 
ence has shown thatin the administration 
of criminal justice, as in other matters of 
public concern, an intelligent public inter- 
est and an active public opinion are impor- 
tant factorsin reaching right conclusions. 





PROTECTION IN AUSTRALIA. 

There is nothing surprising in the tele- 
gram from Sydney to the effect that the 
New South Wales Ministry has resigned, 
having been defeated upon the question of 
protection. The only wonder is that the 
question was raised there. As students of 
economics are aware, Australia presents the 
most interesting example of rival theories 
of taxation to be found in the world. 
Another such comparative object lesson in 
the tariff cannot be produced. Two sister 
colonies, under as nearly equal conditions 
of population, seil, and climate as could be 
expected, adopted, the one protection, the 
other comparative free trade. Ina decade 
protectionist Victoria’s imports rose from 
£16,633,000 to £17,714,000, while those of 
New South Wales, under disadvantageous 
conditions of comparison, started a bad 
second at £14,710,000, and ended a good 
first at £20,960,000. In. the same period 
Victoria’s exports stood practically still, 
beginning with £15,802,000 and ending 
with £16,398,000. Bat New South Wales’s 
export trade throve equally with its home 
market, the increase being from.£13,870,- 
000 to £19,886,000. 

Under these conditions it is not surprising 
that at the last electien, in 1887, the New 
South Wales voters returned 83 free traders 
to 41 protectionists. It will be most edify- 
ing to learn in what form the protection- 
ists ventured to raise the issue anew. At 
present we enly know the result, that Sir 
HENRY PaRKES will form an out-and-out 
free-trade Cabinet. He seems te be a bold, 
wicked man, and the folly of his supporters 
in wanting to be ruined some more cannot 
be sufficiently deplored. 

It is no concern of ours, but the “ high- 
and-higher” clan of reformers weuld de 
well to note the rate at which a most 
pernicious precedent is growing into 
histery in the antipodes. The case 
seems to call for a missionary *‘ Professor 
of Protection” such as is suggested for Yale 
College. Or, if it could be decided which 
is the leading protectionist organ in New- 
York, a few million extras might be sent 
there usefully. Unless something is done 
the Australian tariff preeedent will bother 
the fat fryers as much as the Australian 
ballot system worries the ward bosses.

INCOMPETENT #NGINEEBRS. 


After the destruction of the Park Central 
Hotel in Hartford, last month, there was 
published ample proof that the building 
had been constructed on the Buddensiek 
plan and had long been regarded as unsafe. 
Fer some years all efforts to previde by 
municipal legislation for the official inspec- 
tion of buildings in that city had been 
thwarted by the influence of a political 
boss. The lossef twenty-three lives in the 
wrecked hotel has given te the popular de- 
mand for careful inspection so much ferce 
that no one dares to oppose it, and pro- 
vision for such inspection by competent 
persons will soon be made by the City Gov- 
ernment, 

It.is also proposed that the competency of 
engineers in charge of stationary: boilers 
shall be insured by examination and the is- 
sue of licenses by authority of the State. 
This precaution was suggested by the loss 
of life in the wrecked hotel, and the pro- 
posed legislation is strongly supported be- 
cause, although the hotel was badly built 
and weak, the collapse of the structure was 
caused by the explosion of the boiler in the 
cellar or basement, and the men in charge 
of this boiler were not properly qualified for 
their work. | 

The facts are very clearly breught oat in. 
the report of the Coroner, Lewis SPERRY, 
which is a model of its kind. The testi- 
mony affords ground for the supposition | 
that this boiler had been intrusted to the 
care of a man 60 incompetent that he had

could easily tamper with the drafts of the 
furnace, There were two engineers. One 
‘was on duty from noon until midnight and 
the other from midnight until noon, but in 
the hours from 12 o’clock Sunday night to 
5 e’clock Monday morning there was no 
one in charge, although a colored perter 
Was required to look at the fires 
from’ time to time. The explosion took 
place abont 5 A. M. At midnight the 
engineer then on duty had banked the 
fires and arranged the drafts. At 3:30 the 
fires were as he had left them, but the two 
irresponsible persons above mentioned were 
in or near the boiler room. Both lost their 
lives. Cencerning the boiler the Coroner 
says: ‘There was no evidence of local weak- 
ness of any kind, norof low water, nor of de- 
fects of construction.” The parts recovered 
have been carefully tested. The boiler was 
inspected in August last, and the licensed 
pressuré was seventy-five pounds. The 
evidence tends, to show that the boiler was 
in good condition, that there was sufii- 
cient water in it, that the explo- 
sion was due wholly to overpress- 
ure, and that the safety valve, which 
had been set at seventy-five pounds, had 
been in good werking order up to a week or 
ten days before the explosion. , it appears 
that the safety valve had blown off at least 
twice within the year at about 5 A. M., 
making so great’a neise that the guests 
were alarmed and had madecomplaint. In 
support of the supposition that it had been 
tied down on the night of the explosion, 
one witness testified that he had feund it 
fastened down more than once. Itisproba- 
ble that some one closed the furnace door 
and opened the draft three or four hours 
after the engineer had gone to bed. As to 
this the report says: 

“It is impossible to estimate definitely the 
time necessary for an explosion if the safety 
valve had been locked the night before and the 
draft increased some time after 3 o’clock the fol- 
lowing morning. Prebably an hour would be 
ample time, when all outlets of the boiler were 
closed, to accumulate a bursting pressure in it. 
That all the outlets of the boiler were closed 
seems established by the evidence, and it is 
equally elear that some one must have turned 
on the drafts Monday morning. It cannot be 
known positively by whom this was done— 
whether by one of the two irresponsible per- 
sons who slept in the eellar, or by GEORGE 
GAINES, the colered porter, whe had sometimes 
an oversight over the fires in the absence of the 
engineers. Probably it was by GAINES; but an 
inorease of draft could have brought no harm if 
the safety valve had been free te work. It could 
not have blowrz off with a pressure of seventy- 
five pounds, at which it was set, witheut alarm- 
ing those in the building and for some distance 
in the immediate vicinity. Tnere is no evidence 
that it had blown off even slightly that morn- 
ing. The first intimation which any one in the 
hotel had of the disaster was the noise of the 


explosion, and thea the sinking and crumbling 
of the building.” 


As the explosion would not have taken 
place if the valve had not been fastened, 
and as the complaints of guests had given 
to the engineers a motive that may have 
accounted for the fastening of the valve by 
them, the Coroner holds that the explosion 
was due to the willful negligence of the 
engineers, and they have been held for 
trial. 

The testimony shows that the boiler was 
not less dangerous than a ton of powder in 
the same place would have been, with two 
tramps lighting their pipes nearit. Per- 
haps some guest complained of the cold in 
the night, and the porter shut the furnace 
door and epened the draft. Perhaps one of 
the vagabonds on the floor of the boiler 


‘room aweke shivering at 3 e’clock and did 


this. Not one of the three can testify, for 
all were killed. The chief engineer was 
disqualified by bad habits, for he had been 
arrested for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct. We fear that the lesson set forth 
by the history of this case is one 
that many persons have not learned. 
The engineer who has in his care 
a stationary engine and boiler, over, 
which scores of persons are living, should 
be net less trustworthy and competent than 
the engineer who guides the locomotive 
that draws a train of passenger cars. It 
should never be possible for drunken vaga- 
bonds to tamper with the furnaces or boil- 
ers of stationary engines, for example, such 
as are used in the cellars of hotels and 
apartment houses. If the owners of such 
preperty are willing to éndanger the lives 
of their guests or tenants by employing 
engineers who have a bad record in the 
police courts, or who know very little about 
the werk they are required to do, they may 
with propriety be restrained by law, and 
such workmen should by law be excluded 
from a service of so much importance.

MRS. WARDS DEFENSE OF “ ROB- 
ERT ELSMERE.” 

In the March Nineteenth Century, under 
the title of ‘‘The New Reformation,” 
Mrs. HuMPHRY WARD, in an article 
taking the form of a conversation be- 
tween two Oxford men, one represent- 
ing the High Church beliefs and the 
other communicating his conviction of the 
results of German rationalism, pleads the 
cause of the higher criticism as effectually 
justifying a new method of religious pro- 
cedure. A similar statement, but in a less 
compact form, is found in ‘‘ Robert Els- 
mere.” Essentially the article is a fresh 
emphasizing ef the negative positions 
taken in that book. As a statement of 
what the critical school has accomplished 
in the dethronement of the Bible it is sub- 
stantially correct and has value. It is true 
that in the last thirty years the results of 
German criticism have been practically ac- 
cepted by the best scholars. The historical 
growths of the Old Testament have been 
investigated, and that book no more holds 
the place it once held in our religious sys- 
tem than Roman history can occupy the 
plaee it held before the days of Nresunr. 
The best Biblical scholars stand to-day upon 
the basis of the celebrated “ Essays and Re- 
views” which the authorities ef the Eng- 
lish Church condemned in 1861. These 
changes are net a surprise, and while 
they have shifted the attitude of this 
generation toward the Bible and have 
placed it upon @ historical basis by divest- 
ing it of ite supernatural character, they 
have not robbed it of its spiritual signifi- 
cance. If it has ceased to be a diredt 
prophecy’ of the. Messiah, it is still the 
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th Jews which gave thé

Again, the whole stress of higher criti- 


cism has been put upon the New Testament, . 


and Mrs. WARD, in her historical state- 
ment of whaé this has effected, shows that 
the supernatural element connected with 
the life of Jesus must be eliminated from 
the New Testament in the interests of his- 
torical veracity. The stress laid upon this 
conviction is very great. It at once reduees 
the personality whom Christians have 
claimed to be the Son of Gop to the posi- 
tion of the Son of Man. The whole aim of 
the critical school nas been, as Mrs. Warp 
fully explains, to belittle the customary 
conception of Jesus CHRIST and to reduce 
all that is said about him to a basis of fact 
that will satisfy the most critical mind of 
to-day. Thisisin accord with the tenden- 
cy of the age, which is to drop the great 
truth of a revelation coming from above 
and directing man through the mind and 
conscience from medern life. It is the re- 
sult of the effort to translate what in the 
first century has been called the myth- 
ical and Oriental conception of the 
Son of Gop into that bare his- 
torical presentation which brings him 
fully within the conditions of ordinary 
human life. One need not be startled at 
this result. ‘‘Robert Elsmere” is not 
@ surprise to those who are thorough- 
ly conversant with modern historical 
work in the Biblical field. The re- 
sults of the German school of thought 
must be accepted because they establish 
historical facts by a legitimate process; 
these results must be accepted, whether 
they relate to the Old Testament or the 
New; in all fairness this must be conceded 
by intelligent Christian people, even with 
the allowance that it removes many cher- 
ished beliéfs of the Christian religion. We 
seek for truth, and the scientific and crit- 
ical resources &t our command are helps in 
the search, and intellectual honesty compels 
the undertaking of this search to the last 
limit, The intellectual world is not going 
back of the results of the historical criti- 
cif, and the main facts which Mrs. WARD 
brings tegether and puts into the mouth of 
her young Oxford graduate may be con- 
ceded withont hesitation. Nothing is 
gained by refusing to accept the positions 
which competent scholarship has estab- 
lished. 

The error of Mrs. WaRD is not in what 
she ‘asserts to be a new referma- 
tion, which every competent person 
must concede to have been reached, 
but in the limitation of the spiritual hori- 
zon which she consents to. She has the 
woman’s love of special pleading, and she 
pleads special claims for the limitation of 
the character of JESUS CHRIST to ‘such 
historical facts as can be witnessed to te- 
day, without considering that it is practi- 
cally impossible for the whole Christian 
world to have gone astray in the interpre- 
tation of its spiritual Teacher and Master. 
There is a larger truth about this whole 
matter than German criticism accepts. 
That there are difficulties in explaining all 
the facts of Christianity in its origin no 
one will deny; that the facts connected 
with the belief in the existence of Gop are 
of a character which elude scientific dem- 
onstration must be conceded without dis- 
pute, and that there are facts of a spiritual 
import relating to the position and teach- 
ings of JESUS CHRIST which are not prop- 
erly explained by the critical school must 
be conceded by any one who meas- 
ures these teachings by their results 
in the civilized world during  nine- 
teen centuries. The conclusions which 
Mrs. Warp establishes represent a 
merely human mode of thought and life, 
and a religion in which everything shall be 
human and nothing at all divine %s contra- 
dicted by the spiritual affirmations of those 
who read historical facts concerning JESUS 
of Nazareth between the lines, and are com- 
pelled to find in Him more than is conceded 
by the restrictions of historical criticism. 
Thereis an ethical and a spiritual revelation 
not only in the Old Testament but in the 
New, and in the interpretation of Christian 
belief the true spiritual meaning of that 
time makes its demands under all circum- 
stances, and will not be denied. It cannot 
be reduced to a syllogism; it cannot be 
*cribbed, cabined, and confined” within 
a strict historical fact; it becomes luminous 
to the mind and heart on the spiritual side, 
and itis accepted, like the belief in Gop, 
because it meets human reason where it 
feels out darkly for the divine hand. Itis 
in this way that Mrs. Warp’s “New 
Reformation,” while it establishes im- 
portant changes in our attitude toward the 
Bible and toward the Christian Church, 
needs to be understood and gauged for what 
it really is.

_To-day’s meeting was unanimous in favor of 
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Lonpvon, March 16.—Until to-night, when 
he produced Shakespeare’s tragedy of 
“ Richard IIL.” at the Globe Theatre, Rich- 
ard Mansfield had never acted a tragic 
role and had never acted in a play of 
Shakespeare. His Richard III. was to 
everybedy a surprise, to many a revela- 
tion. From beginning to end it was a dis- 
tinct, unqualified success. 

At 7:45 o’clock the little theatre was 
packed with a brilliant audience, The pit 
people had been standing at the pit doors 
to-get the front seats for four hours and 
made quite a scene because four persons 
had been admitted to the pit privately. 
They made a perfect uproar for 10 minutes 
until the manager came out and explained. 
Then they quieted down and the spectators 
had a chance to admire the new act drop 
and the opening music. The new drop was 
a@ most beautiful picture of the river Avon, 
showing the stream below the old church 
where Shakespeare lies buried, with the 
church in the middle distance. The music 
wasthe composition of Edward German, 
and, admirably conceived and rendered, 
gained applause all through the evening. 

Mr. Mansfield’s entrance at. the close of 
the prologue was very impressive. He was 
not applauded. All through the play the 
audience was so deeply impressed that the 
applause came only at the ends of the acts, 
and then it was most enthusiastic. He was 
@ new Richard in very many respects. His 
deformity was concealed by thick eloaks so 
that it appeared only in the right shoulder 
being higher than the left, He was neither 
tigerish nor malignant. He was quiet, 
ruthless, and entirely human, His reading 
was admirable, even to three of London’s 
best critics. I interviewed Mr. Nesbit of 
the Times, Mr. William Archer of the World, 
and Mr. Thomas of the Daily News, all of 
whom would have feund fault in 
that respect if any were to be 
found. All the company spoke in nine- 
teenth century accents, and it is safe 
to say no more modern or more human ren- 
dering of the piece was everseen. This 
fact will itself create criticism on Monday 
as London seems to incline to a stagey and 
diabolical Richard rather than the,very 
natural and altogether human individual 
Mansfield portrayed. His acting, which 
was quiet at first, rose with the rising inter- 
est. His scene with Lady Anne was ad- 
mirable, the Anne of Miss Beatrice Camer- 
on being also a surprise by reason of the 
strength, ease, and self-command with 
which this talented American girl met the 
exactions of the réle. In the scenes with 
the Duchess of York, with Elizabeth, and 
the dream scene in the last act Mr. Mans- 
field left nothing to be desired. His cos- 
tumes were superb. He grew steadily on 
the spectator, and when the last curtain 
fell on the fight with Richmond a roar from 
the pit was spread over the whole house. 


¢They compelled Mr. Mansfield to come out 


three times in succession, and then once 
more to make a simple speech of thanks. 

The scenery was very beautiful. The 
first pronounced effect was that of the 
Tower of London, with solid, massive gray 
walls and towers ablaze with royal colers. 
Then came the Chertsey road, a beautiful 
pastoral effect. The tower interior scenes 
were massive and duly dismal, and the 
other interiors, being archzologically cor- 
rect, were pot very interesting. But the 
sanctuary in the fourth act, and in the last 
act, Bosworth Field, the camp with theroyal 
tent and the battle scene, were exquisite. 
All through the play the groupings were 
picturesque in color and handling, thought- 
ful, and entirely artistic. Whatever may 
be the criticisms on the acting the pre- 
duction will receive nothing but praise 
scenically, for everything that the best 
scenic art and skilled stage management 
could produce was evident. Mr. Nesbitt of 
the Times, who, though unimpressible, is 
just,told me that no manager in London ex- 
cept Mr. Irving would have given such a 
production. 

Of the support Mary Rorke as Elizabeth 
shared the honors with Miss Cameron. Her 
seene with Richard in the fourth act, 
where he proposes for her daughter, 
was grand, and added one more 
to this lady’s many triumphs. 
Carlotta Leclereq made a satisfactory 
Duchess of York. Mr. D. H. Harkins as 
Stanley, Mr. Frankau as the Lord Mayor, 
and Mr. Crompton as Hastings did all their 
roles permitted. Buckingham was played 
by James Fernandez, a London aetor of 
high standing, and his performance, as well 
as that of Allan Banmont as King Henry 
and Luigi Lablache as Richmond, were 
finished and strong. Ali the actors in the 
long cast were fully rehearsed and the piece 
went without a hitch or a break from first 
to last. It was a triumph for Richard 
Mansfield, for, musically, sceniceally, archz- 
olgically, and dramatically the perferm- 
ance weuld have been a credit to any stage 
in any country. 

Mr. Mansfield’s version of the play was 
qaite a surprise, departing frem all tradi- 
tions. He built up'the character of Rich- 
ard in places by quotations from “Henry 
VI.,” and condensed some scenes quite lib- 
erally. There are many directions in which 
he will be freely criticised, particularly as 
there is a tradition in London that Mr. 
Irving is the only manager who can do 
Shakespeare. But, as far as novélty, beau- 
ty, and the deep interest of the perform- 
ance go there is but one opinion, and Mans- 
field will be the talk of the town for somes 
time to come. 


A BULL MARKET FOR WHEAT.

RETARY OF THR NAVY. 

A GREAT NIGHT AT THE HAMILTON 
CLUB—SPEECH BY GEN. TRACY AND 
A LETTER FROM W. C. WHITNEY. 

A pleasant feature of the reception and 
dinner given to Benjamin F. Traey at the Ham- 
ilton Club in Brooklyn last might was the non- 
partisan spirit of friendliness that was mani- 
fested. Although both Republicans and Demo- 
crats were present in force, there was pone to 
say nay to the spontaneity of applause which 
greeted the guest of the evening when he spoke. 

There were quite 230 persons at the dinner, 
which was served in the rooms on the seeond 
floor of the ciubhouse. Juage Willard Bartlett 
presided as President of the erganization.

She remembers and follows her sons, rejoicing 
with their prosperity, mourning. with their 
misfortunes. Itis because of this quality that 
we welcome Secretary of the Navy Tracy. 


[Applause.] The big village of Brooklyn wel- 
comes back her 60n.” 

When the distinguished guest was introduced 
he was greeted with three cheers and a tiger. 
Bome rash person inquired: * What’s the matter 
with Tracy?’ andthe assurance that he was 
*‘all right” pretty nearly smasked the clectrie 
ourrert in Remsen-street. Gen. Tracy spoke as 
follows: 

“Thave no words to express the deep erati- 
tude I feel for the warmth and cordiality of this 
greeting, a greeting which has been seldom 
equaled and never surpassed on an oceasion 
like this. The reason for this greeting is un- 
derstood, yet the eccasion was unsought 
by me and came to me unexpectediy—in 
fact undesired. But when the summons came 
from Washington, I thought it was a command 
and I accepted it. For the great kindness with 
whieh my appointment has been received by 
the city of Brooklyn, its press, and that 
of the neighboring city of New-York, I 
am vory grateful. There is nothing which 
has so touched me as the same cordiality 
of gratuiation which eomes to me from my 
tri 8 in Brooklyn, with whom I have lived for 
20 years; but equally I regard the esteem of 
our friends and neighbors. The warm welcome 
whieh you have given me binds me to you with 
a tie which death only can sever. 

“Tam not vain enough to attribute all this 
enthusiasm which bas been received by me 
from the citizens of Brooklyn to simple affée- 
tion forme. It was areused by the place to 
whieh I was chosen, and which, though Brook- 
lyn had long merited such a recognition of 


her greatness, she has not until now 
reeeived. She controlled one-third of the 
commeree of the pert, her clergymen, 


lawyers, and editors are renowned throughout 
the land, yet Brooklyn has never had one of her 
sons chosen as Governor, United States Senator, 
a first-class foreign missien, or indeed a Cabinet 
position until now. I[t has been my geod fort- 
une to receive a place which was merited by 
Breoklyn. It was vecause of this that Brooklyn 
has received me with such unanimity. [Cries 
of No! No!) 

“What bas transpired in the Isthmus, at 
Samoa, ip the northern ovean reeently has im- 
pressed every person in the ceuntry that we 
must haveanavy. (|Cheer-.} A navy that will 
cope with the navy of any country in the world 
—not for purposes of war, but to secure 
peace. That work was begun six years ayo 
and the foundation was laid by my predecessor 
broad and deep. Fortunate will I be if I can 
raise @ supersiructure on the foundations he 
he has built. More progress has been made in 
tha navies of thejworld within the last six 
years that within the 25 preeeding years of 
the world’s history. England, the first 
maritime power, is not satisfied with 
her navy and she has appropriated 
many millions of dollars to construct 
new ships to-accord with new ideas. You must 
not expect, my friends, that 1 should indicate 
the poliey of this Administration. President 
Harrison, I think, wishes to be judged by 
what he does rather than by that whieh 
he promises, and as for myscif, [ shall 
not indulge ie any rash promises. You can 
understand my inexperience. When I spoke 
bout thisto Mr. Harrison he said: ‘If [thought 
that you believed you could plan a ship or 
puild ene I don’t think I should have appointed 
fom. for you might have proveda stumbling 

leck in the way ot those ellicers whose duty 
encompasses thore things.’

PROPERTY ALONG THE SHORE. 


erately high and gusty wind, with fair pro- 
pects of lasting through to-day, was confined, 
in the area over which it spread, to the At 
lantic seavoard from Atlantic City to Nova 
Scotia. It is the tired out remnant of the tempest 
that was raging along the coasts of Fierida, 
Georgia,and the Carolinas during the greater part 


of last week. South of Hatteras it has died out 
entirely, and itis now spending ite force upon 
the North Aélantie seaboard. The wind blew at 
a 72-mile gait over Block Insland at times yes- 
terday, but here in New-York, except in an oc- 
casional gust,16 did not blow more than 28 
miles an hour. 

The day began with a celd wave, which drove 
the mercury dewn below the freezing point in 
the morning hours, coating the trees and fences 
and houses with a thin layer of ice. This was 
sueceeded by a warm wave, which sent the 
meroury up from 35° at 8 A. M. to 55° at noon, 
At 5 o’clock it had fallen to 53° and at 8 to 46°, 
bust with little indications of its going any lower, 

In the interior the air was dry and 
Warm, no rain falling anywhere except in Nis- 
sourl, where there were light local showers. 
The thermometer at Chicago registered 59°, at 
Louisville 66°, at Cincinnati 66°, at Memphis 
66°, at Nashville 68°, at Jacksonville 72°, at 
Boston 46°, and at Pertlandt 42°. 

Tides helped by gales out at sea have been 
running very high at Coney Island since Friday 
maorning, and the beach has been badly washed 
frem the Oriental to Sea Beach. There was a 
very high tide on Friday night, and the surf 
was very heavy yesterday, the waves rolling 
iniand from 50 to 100 feet further than usual. 

Most of the damage was done at Brighton 
Beach. The small pavilions at the end of the 
asphalt drive below the Ocean Hotel had been 
lifted and the asphalt cracked. The hotel itself 
is only an.island now, and the surf has haina- 
mered some more holes in the pier at the end of 
the elevated railroad. The water washed oyer 
the temporary breakwater in front of the Hotel 
Brighton aod buried both the lawn and walks 
several inthes deep in sand and barrel staves. 
A gang of men were at work yesterday repair- 
was J the breakwater. 

arge sections of the Marine Railroad that 
were washed away last Fall, have come ashore 
and are lying ina heap 200 feet back of the 
remnant of the pesegeai pavilion. The latter now 
stands perched jauntils, cornerwise, on a dozen 
piles, well out frem the shore. There is a great 
deal of drift wood and timber lying about. The 
water shuts off the place eompietely from the 
other parts of the island, and the only way of 
reaching Manhattan Beachis by boat, via the 
numerous poolsorby a walk of amile anda 
half via the Long Island Raiiroad. 

Yesterday the tide covered the oid ball greund 
and made its way into the race track, bui the 
Superintendent thought no heavy damage had 
been done. The surf had been running high at 
Manhattan Beach and the sand had beon badly 
gouged ont, but mo great loss had been suftercd 
there up to last night. 

The heavy tides caused great havoc along the 
south side of Long Island. All along the shore 
from Far Rockaway to Rockaway Beach could 
be eeen wreckage of every description. The 
bathing heuses of Patrick Craig, amounting to 
over 200 in all, were carried out to sea by the 
tide. The pavilions of Gibson, Lockwood & 
Smith have been wreeked. Craig’s loss is esti- 
mated at $2,500. 

At Roekaway Beach a number ofthe hotel 
platforms and pavilions were wrecked, eausing 
considerable loss. 

LonG Brancu, N. J., March 16.—The storm 
succeeded in doing considerable damage along 
the coast between Seabright and Elberon. At 
midnight the tide was unusually high. Below 
Elberon the waves washed far in shore and over 
an embankment into Thompson’s Creek, which 
Was swollen to twice ite usual size. Great gaps 
were cut in Ocean-avenue between Seabright 
and this place. An immense gouge was madein 
the bluff to the nerth of the Brighton Hotel, at 
the south of the iron pier, and at the mouth of 
North Bath-avenue. The temporary repairs 
upon the bulkhead at Richard J. Dobbin’s 
place, which was almost totally destroyed by 
the recent storm, were washed away. A num- 
ber of minor wash-outs occurred between West 
End and Elberon. Another storm ot any ienzth 
will make a zig-zag course over Ocean-avenue. 

Last night a three-masted schooner stranded 
on @ bar at Elberon, opposite Victor Newcomb’s 
cottage. She struck about 2 o'clock. With the 
wind in her favor a patrolman of Life-saving 
Station No. 5 cotld plainly hear the voices of 
those on board. Within 15 minutes, however, a 
huge wave struck ber and she moved siowly 
off She was headed south. 

ATLANTIC CiTy, N. J., March 16.—The storm 
reached here yesterday morning and still con- 
tinues, but with somewhat lessened violence. 
The wind lass night and the extreme high tide 
this morning eaused the delay of a Philadelphia 
express train bound for this eity for over three 
hours. Two trains from here were similarly de- 
tainedeby the mass of .sea refuse which cov- 
ered the tracks for the entire width of the 
meadows beyond the city, 

In the city proper nothing worse ocourred 
than the breaking of electrical light wires ex- 
coptin one instance. A bulkhead erected at 
Texas-avenue to protect property was dashed 
to fragments by the waves and the property 
was fleoded. On the western side of the city, 
which adjoins the meadows, several houses were 
surrounded by water.. The ecesan for the past 
two days has been a grand sight. and thousands 
have gathered on the beach to watch the terri- 
dle force of the waves. 

Capt May, N. J., Mareh 16.—A heavy storm 
tide began its destructive work here about 6 
o’clock this merning. From Windsor-avenue to 
the lewer terminus the board walk is a complete 
wreck and the beach drive is partially washed 
out. About 100 yards‘of the bulkhead and drive 
of the Mount Vernon tract is damaged. The 
newly-built drive at Cape May Point is badly 
washed. About 100 feet of the bank in front 
of Oarleton Hali is cut away. This has been 
the heaviest tide known here for many years.

WASHINGTON; March 16.—President Harrison | 


is expected to have a long list of nominations 
ready tosend to the Senate when that body 
meets atnoon Monday, for the work of select- 
ing nominees is supposed to have been steadily 
pursued since the the last lot was named Thurs- 
day. The office seekers who swarm about the 
White House from breakfast to dinner time, 
who fill the hotel lobbies and saloons at night, 
are looking forward to Monday with great impa- 
tience, for none of them makes headway 1n try- 
ing to find out in advance who will be the 
lucky ones. 

There is no cessation in the intensity and per- 
sistency of the raid upon the President. Nu- 
merous. Senators and Representatives were 
among the early callers at the White House, 
and all day long men seeking places for them- 
selves or their friends crowded into the Exeeu- 
tive Mansion and besieged the President. Tne 
Kansas Senators and four or five Kansas Can- 
gressmen were on hand soon after breakfast to 


tell Mr. Harrison that their State ought to be 


recognized in the selection of Cyrus Bussey’s 

colleague as Assistant Secretary of the Interior.

The Illinois Senators and some of their con- 
stituents taiked with Mr. Harrison avout IIli- 
BRols Candidates and put ina good word for the 
Chairman of their State Central Committee, 
John A. Martin. Mr. Martin came here with 
the notian that he wouJd make an excellent 
suceessor te Pension Oommissioner Black. He 
learned, however, that that office. was mort- 
gaged tosomebody else. Mr. Martin now de- 
sires to be pension agent at Chieago, and his 
friends think he stands an excellent chanee of

There is a general impression among the poli- 
ticians that the new Pension Commissioner will 
be named next week, and that Corp. Tanner will 
be the man. If this selection is really made, 
there will be a deal of kicking about it among 
the New-York men. Gen. Theodore Poole of 
Syracuse has a very much better political back- 
ing than Corp. Tanner, but it 1s assertea with 
great positiveness that the President favors 
Tanner. Some of the politicians believe the 
report that Tanner will be named, but not cred- 
ited to New-York. 

The hitch over the appointment of Whitelaw 
Reid as Minister to England does not appear to 
have been straightened out yet. It looked like 
plain sailing for Mr. Reid at first, and the Re- 
publican Senators looked for his nomination 
early this week. They and the politiclans are 
not se certain new that Mr. Blaine will force 
his nomination upon Gen. Harrison, and to- 
night Chauncey M. Depew’s name is frequently 
heard as that of the man likely 
to succeed Minister Phelps. At the same 
time, the report from New-York that Senator 
Evarts is to go to England, instead of Mr. 
Reid or Mr. Depew, has caused a good deal of 
commont, and has found some believers. Seme 
of the New-Yorkers, however, hope it is not 
correct, for the reason, thoy say, that the 
filling ef Mr. Evarts’s place in the Senate would 
cause fresh rows and faction fights in a party 
thatis already sufficiently torn up in the State. 
By general consent the English mission is given 
to New- York, 
not mensfoned in connection with that office. 

One of the funniest reports that have gone 
out is that the mission to Mexico is to be given 
to ex-Representative ‘‘Tom” Ochiltree of 
Texas. he Colonel has seen the President and 
all the Cabinet officers,and flies about from one to 
another, big with importance, but he is créeait- 
ea with only a desire to got all his friends good 
ya without looking for anything for him- 
Self. 

The host of Republican patriots who are will- 
ing to serve their country abroad are considera- 
bly disturbed overa report that Secretary Blaine 
has fallen in with President Harrison’s plan of 
moving slowly in making consular appoint- 
ments. lt is asserted that there isto be a** com- 
plete overhauling” of this service, but not a 
‘clean sweep.” Some of the most important 


consulates, the place hunters have been 
told, are to be filled by the promo- 
tion -@er retertion of men who have 


been long 1n the service, and have proved their 
efficiency. If this is true, it bars out from the 
newcomers some of thé fat offiees they desire 
60 much, reduees the number of eo ebayer 
to be made, and leaves the least desirable posts 
te be filled. But some of the knowing ones look 
on this story as a ruse to induce the crowd te 
gO #way, and they think they kuow the Seore- 
tary of State well enough netto quit their quest 
while there are Democrats 1n office. 


Harrison's visitors are by no means confined 
to office: seekers from dbroad. Not a day passes 
that delegations of local Republicans do not call 


upon him to urge the claims of residents of the 
Distriet for District ofiees. The President’s ap- 
parent deterwination to select residents of Ter- 
riteries for Territorial offices had greatly en- 
couraged the legion of local candidates who 
hope to see the same rule applied to Washing- 
ten. There are dozens of ‘aspirants for every 
local office from District Commissioner down to 
Health Officer, and each is determined that the 
President eball not overlook his ciaims. 

The President eseaped shaking hands with a 
big crowd te-day by a misunderstanding as to 
the hour fer his public reception.

In the 
case of income tax the elector mua? have been 
paying it for at least three years. Persons 
eligible for office must be 30 years old and tax- 
payers, #8 im the case of electors. Officers in the 
imperial household, department efficers of 
Justice, Auditors, revenue and police officers, 
officials of cities, prefeetures and rural districts, 
and offielais eng in the Management of an 
election are ineligible. Priests and teachers of 
religion are also ineligible. Electoral lists are 
prepared and placed for public mspeetion in 
each district, and proper provisions are estab- 
lished for inserting omitted names and making 
other corrections. Voting eommences at 7 A, 
M. and closes at 6 P.M. The ballot box hae 
a ¢doubie jid, each fitted with a different 


key. Qne key is kept by the head 
the town, the other the “wit 
nesses” of the election. niform ballots 


are to be used and each voter writes on the bal- 
lot the name of the person he votes for and his 
OwD name and residence, putting his stamp 
upon it. When more than ome member is to. be 
elected im a distriet the method of ‘*scrutin de 
liste” is to be employed Elaborate provisions 
are made for counting the votes and declaring 
the result ana for the destruction of the ballots 
at the ond of 60 days. “ 

A relative majority of votes elects, and in the 
ease of a tie, the senior candidate. in peint of 
birth shall be declared elected. If the candi- 
dates are of the samo age, the matter is decided 
by drawing lets. Elected persons must accept 
their election within 10 daya if within the dis- 
trict, or 20 if out ef the district; etherwise a 
new election is ordered.s; Members of the House 
of Representatives are eleeted for terms of four 
years, and may be re-elected. No person carry- 
ing weapons or arms, or whois not an elector, 
oan enser voting places, and disturbances of 
auy kind at such places are probibited under 
penalties. Bribe giving and taking are provided 
against, and pumerous other precantions are 
taken to jueure fair and free elections.

THE RAPID-TRANSIT BILL. 





CORPORATION COUNSEL BEEKMAN 

THINKS IT IS NOT UXNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

I observe that you have editorially sug- 
gested a doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
bill recently introduced in the Legislature 
amending the Rapid-Transit act of 1875 on 
the ground that as its operation is confined to 
cities of a million of inhabitante or over, ef 
which this city is the only one answering that 
description in the State, the bill is therefere 
in effect alocal bill, and consequently violates 
section 18 of Artiele III. of the State Censtitu- 
tion, which prohibits the Legislature from 
passing a private or loca) bill granting to any 
corporation, association, or individual the right 
to lay down railroad tracks. 

In the following cases, namely, in the matter 
of New-York Elevated Railroad Company, 70 
New-York, 327; matter of Church, 92 New-York, 
1; People ex rel. New-York Electric Lines 


Company against Squire, 107 New-York, 593, 
the Court of Appeals has held that laws affect- 
ing only cities of a certain population are gen- 
eral and not local within the meaning of the 
constitutional provisions which forbid the pas- 
sage of local laws by the Legislature in certain 


cases. These decisions cover all the constitu-, 


tional provisions relative to private or local 
acts. Im the matter of Church (supra) the 
court holds that the fact that there may be but 
one locality answering the descrtptien of the 
Statute does not make the acta loeal one ina 
constitutional sense. it is sutiicient that 
the act is broad enough to apply to 
all tocalities whieh may at any time come 
within the classification it establishes. Cities 
differ in their legislative needs according to the 
extont of their population. ‘A law which oper- 
ates satisfaetorily in one eity is, therefore, eften 
entirely unsuited to another. Hence the neees- 
sity for legislation which shall discriminate be- 
tween cities according to population. ‘Lhe im- 
portance of such a power in the Legislature has 
doubtless led tne Court of Appeals te adopt a 
construction of these constitutional provisions 
which sanctions sueh legislative methods. 

I think under the decisions whieh I have cited 
it is very clear thatthe bill in question is not 
open to the objection which you suggest.

“ By Wednesday we shall have seen the low- 
est prices,” said some of the bulls a week ago. 
The foreeast was wrong. Had the market 
been allowed torun eff Monday and Tuesday, 
there would probably have been enough liqul- 
dation by Wednesday to have cleared the way 
for an up turn, but this was not the case. An 
effort was made to support the market and 
rally it, which met with some measure of auc- 
cess, but it only postponed the inevitable. The 
lowest prices of the week were made yesterday, 
and the selling was such as to indicate that 
more ef the same kénd ‘is stillcoming. It can 
not be said there is anything new in the situa- 
tion, as compared witha week ago. The same 
causes which were at work depressing priees 
then, are working now, but they are intensified, 
and we have net seen the end yet. Chicago 
operators, Who have been bearish throughout, 
are taking great credit to themselves for their 
foresight, and insist that the foreign troubies 
have nothing to do with it, but that it is alr due 
to the Western situation about which they 
claim to know more than anybody else. For- 
eign complications, hewever, are the really 
serious busjness now, for they seem to 
have forced the withdrawal of that support 
from the market which London capitalists were 
giving, and a marked ehange is observable from 
this cause. That underlying sustaining power 
which has rallied prices whenever they went 
off a little appears to be giving way, and the 
hammering of bear operators meets less resist- 
ance, for it is bringing out long;stock every 
day. Stocks which have much of a market in 
London have been significantly weak. The 
foreign dispatches have been growing more 
ominous in tone as the week progressed. At 
first they were hopeful, ana spoke of the erisis 
having passed, but later they changed tone. 
The second largest bank in Franee has had to 
go into liquidation, and the heavy withdrawals 
from the Government bank show thatthe strain 
is severe on other credit institutions. Coupled 
with this are the rumors of resignations of 
leading Directors, who disapproved of the ad- 
vanees made tethe Comptoir d’Escompte, and 
the suspicion is general In Wall-street that the 
true condition of affairs is not really known ex- 
cept to afew, and that there is more hidden 
than has come out. If English capitalists think 
the emergency grave enough to compel them to 
contract their operations and make snug against 
storm, it is easy to understand why London has 
been selling American securities, and why 
prices from there come to us lower every morn- 
ing. The next thing in order will be the expert 
of gold. A special shipment of $1,200,000 went 
yesterday, and it is expected that more will ge 
this week. Yesterday’s bank statement showed 
that the surplus reserve was still about $8,000,- 
600, though it probably represented the banks, 
from the way the statement is made up, to be 
somewhat stronger than they really are. A 
brisk outward movement of gold would soon 
wipe out the surplus and run up money rates, 
though no squeeze is probable, or scarcely pos- 
sible, while the Treasury is willing to buy bonds. 
Higher money rates, however, under present 
conditioas, would force more stecks on the mar- 
ket, for banks must cal) loans; and traders are 
more anxious to lend the stocks they are carry- 
ing when money is in good demand at 5 to 6 per 
cent,, than when it is plentiful at 2 to 249 per 
cont., as it has been. 


No good appears to have been done to market, 
from a bull standpoint by the calling in ofa 
large amount of St. Paul steck which had been 
loaned in the Street. This was done on Thurs- 
day, the day after the deelaration of the 2 per 
cent. dividend en the preferred. The purpose of 
the move is still inwelved in doubt. Usually, 
when a drive against the short interest in a se- 
curity is made by calling in the loaned stock, it 
is done to sellon, and as such is always con- 
sidered a sign of weakuess; s0 much so thata 
bull pool is thought to be in desperate straits 
when it resorts to so weak a device. In this case 
there were not wantiag those who declared that 
the pool in St. Paul were in that situation, but 
it seems incredible that a firm of the standing 
of Drexel, Morgan & Co. would do so weak a 
thing, and it was this firm which was creditea 
with the operation. Another report was that, 
alarge block of the stock had been called in 
simply for purposes of transfer, as Mr. Samuel 
Speneer is soon to go into the Board of Directors, 
Whatever be the true explanation, it is certain 
St. Paul has weakened in price since the 
operation, and the whole market adversely af- 
fected. It was whispered about yesterday that 
on Monday a squeoze was going to be made, 
and cash stock, or steck for immediate delivery, 
would command high prices. If this squeeze be 
no more suecessful than the other, St. Paul is 
likely to break 60 on a dead ran. It elosed about 
2 per cent. higher yesterday. The other Gran- 
ger stoeks were rather worse off than St. Paul. 
Rock Island has been coming out abundantly, 
and while now quoted from 92 to 93, a fizure 
nearer te 85 is spoken of as where it is Hkely to 
strike bottom. ©. B. and Q, is making the low- 
est prices recorded for itin the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant. Northwest may hold above 
par, and it may not. The chances seem good 
for the latter. It is some time since it broke 
that figure, but we have seen it selling below 
95 when it paid a higher dividend than it is 
pow paying, and had a better eustlock for carn- 
ing it than it has now for earning the lower one. 
That there are some broad and eomprehensive 
schemes under way to impreve the Granger sit- 
uation is quite consistent with the probability 
that before they are matured, generally lower 
prices for all these steeks will be recorded. 
Schemes which involve the use of large amounts 
of eaptital are liable to be disconcertea by just 
such events as the Paris troubles, whieh com- 
pel banks and banking firms to contract their 
operations, etherwise ‘they may be caught 
by the storm with all sail spread. It 
will take a good deal more than an 
Inter-State Association to effectively remedy 
the tangled up eondition of the Western roads, 
Judge Coeley says he has been unable to see 
what necessity there was for such an assecia- 
tion, for with the inter-State law and the sev- 
eral associations already in existence, all the 
machinery was previded for the maintenance 
of rates. A new association could do ne mere 
than the old ones. What the Judge says is em- 
phasied by the eccurrences ef the past week, 
exaetly the same old treubles having broken 
out again among the roads. Onee more we 
hear of the milling-in-transit, the reduction of 
flour and grain rates between St. Paul and Chi- 
cago, the rivalries of the Duluth and Chicago 
routes, and so on through the list, Justas if 
there was no brand-new Inter-State Association 
formed, with Commissioner Walker at the head 
of itona three years’ contract at $25,000 per 
year. 


There are schemes projected which will apply 
a remedy, similar to the West Shore deal, but 
when they can be carried through and what 
prices the stocks will. command before the thing 
is done is another matter entirely. Just at 
present there seems to be a Dalt called. ‘While 
this is nota bear market,” it is explained in ball 
quarters, “prices may go lower.” The coal 
stocks have been going that way, and at their 
present rate of decline they should soon be at a 
level where shorts ought to be covered, unless 
the coal and iron’ trades get worse than they 
are. Tuesday’s reductien of prices by the sales 
agents of the eoal companies, puts them below 
the schedule of last Spring, and even the new 
rates are declared to be already cut upon, in 
actual business. Reports of the iron trade are 
not good, despite the faet that some brands of 
iron had a small rise a week ago. Pig iron is in 
less demand and prices are hardly as firm as 
they were.» The check to railroad building is 
having its effect on business in the metal trades. 
Mr. Gould’s St. Louis interview might be inter- 
preted as an argument that when railroad 
building stepped trade was knocked on the 
head and there could be no bull market.

Mrs. Catherine A. Mackey, a stockholder 
im the Electric Sugar Refining Company, has 
brought suit in the Supreme Court against Will- 
iam Henry Cotterill and James M. Robert- 
son, President and Secretary, respectively, of 
the company, for an accounting and a Receiver- 
ship of the property and assets of ths company. 
She makes the strange allegation that the proc- 
ess said to have been discovered by Prof. 
H. C. Friend, by which raw sugar can be refined 
by an electric process at a small fraction of the 


fost of the old method is an actual, demon- 
strably practical Faces of great value. 

The complaint drawn by Johnson and Priybil, 
attorneys for Mrs. Mackey, was served upon 
Cotterill late last evening at his offies in Broad- 
way. It recites the organization of the cempa- 
ny in July, 1884, with an authorized eapital of 

000,000, represented by 10,000 shares of 
8100 each, par value. - This stock was held by 
Prof. Friend under a contract with the cem- 
pany, by which the eompany was to provide all 
meeessary Machinery for the purpose of eles- 
trically refining sugar, whereupon Prof. Friend 
was to give 4,000 shares te the subscrib- 





ers in the roportion in which they 
had contribute to the cost of the 
plant. Before the Professor’s death the 


complaint alleges that he did refine a great 
quantity of the sugar; that after his death all 
wf the stoek went to Mrs. Friend subject to the 
contract claims of the subseribers, of whom the 

laintiff was one, The company had expended 

127,000 in machinery, and at their request 

j-ta Friend showed how the sugar was fetined, 
““ and in their presence did refine 52 barrels of 
raw sugar, butrofused absolutely to give up the 
secret of the precess, as that was understood in 
tine contract never to be required.” . ~ 

Mrs. Friend, the complaint says, did surrender 
¥%.000 shares of the steck to the eompany, re- 
ines the remaining 6,000 for herself. There- 
— Cotterill and Robertson, it is alleged, had 

rs. Friend arrested and putin jail fer the’ pur- 
pose of extorting the great secret from her, bat 
‘without success. Itis further charged that in- 
stead of retaining the stock in their official pos- 
sessien for the benefit of the subscribers, as it 
‘was intended they should, Cotterill and Robertson 
put it. on the market and sold portions ef it, 
some at premiums of ever 200 per cent., and 
then, by cireulating false rumors of the fraudu- 
lent character of the enterprise, they hammered 
the steck down and bought itin again below 
par. This process they repeated several times, 
‘with great profit to themselves. 

The profits of this proceeding Mrs. Mackey 
now wishes them to aecount for, for the general 
benefit of the ereditors 6f the concern; she also 
demands that a Receiver be appointed of the 
stock and property of the company, alleging 
that the electric process isa genuine one and

COPPER TRADERS APPARENTLY ARE 
STILL AFRAID OF IT. 

‘* With the syndicate practically a cerpse, 
there is no reason why trading in copper sheuld 
not be resumed on this floer,” said a member of 
the Metal Exchange yesterday. ‘“ The trouble 
is that the copper! ‘traders are afraid of the 
syndicate’s ghost now that its body has been 
buried with 160,000 tons of copper resting upon 
it and forbidding all hope of resurrection. And 
Ido not blame them. This is the third time 
within the year that a panic has struck this Ex- 
change. Last April tin raised a storm, in Oc 
tober lead followed suit, and now copper eaps 
the climax. All that is wanted is for some 
plucky operator to step in and set the ball roll- 
ing, but that individualis not te be found, and 


day by day goes by withont any business in 
copper being done or any tangible assurance of 
a collapse of the disturbing element, with sub- 
go ree resumption of trading. 

he report from Paris that the financial crisis 
continues, and that, in addition to the 100,000,- 
000f which the Bank ef France nad ad- 
vanced te the Com ptoir d’Escom pte 75,000,000f. 
more had been drawn from it, was generally 
uhderstood by local copper men to mean that 
the latter amount had been supplied to banks 
which had been heavily drawn upon by depos- 
itors. Theirtheory was that the banks thus 
suffering were known te have been eonnected 
with the copper corner, and that this was the 
eause of the distrust which produced the run on 
them. The question was to what extent 
the Bank of France weuld be able or 
willing to farther supply, if called upon, 
the needs of banks crippled by their eon- 
nection with syndicate affairs, and this was re- 
garded asa problem whose favorable solution 
depended more upon the public feeling than 
anything else.

CHANDLER DID NOT VOTE. 


AN OVERWHELMING DEFEAT FOR PRO- 
HIBITION IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 

CONCORD, N. H., March 16.—The total vote ef 
the State, returns of which have been received 
for all but a few small and remote towns, will 
vary but a few hundred either way from 50,000 
upon each of the first and secend amendments, 
changing the meeting of the Legislature from 
June to January, and fixing a salary of $200 per 
session fer members of that body. The vote 
upon the fifth amendment, prohibiting the man- 
ufacture and sale of all intoxicating liquors ex- 
cept cider, is considerably larger, indeed, than, 
had been anticipated in any quarter, amounting 
to 56,000 im round numbers, of which a little 
over 25,000 are “Yes” and a little less than 
31,000 “No.” 

The first and second amendments are adepted 
by a full three-fourths majority, whereas but 
two-thirds is required te carry them. The third, 
fourth, and seventh amendments proposed— 
providing for filling vacanocise in the Senate by 
new elections aa people, plaeing the Speaker 
of the House in line of Gubernatorial suceession, 
and establishing pro rata representation for 
towns now classed—were earried by substan- 
tially the same vote as the first and second. 
The sixth amendment, striking out sectarian 
references in the Bill of Rights, receives a ma- 
jority of upward of 9,000, but fails of the requi- 
Bite two-t the total vote being abouts 
48,000. Many Catholies veted, inadvertently, 
sone this amendment, casting a straight 
*“*No” ticket upon all the amendments. 





The majerity against the prohibitory amend- 
ment was a surp in all quarters, though no- 
Dd r.) it te pass. It is evident that 


the Republiean delegates in the conventien who 
declared their purpose to go home and work for 
its defeat did as they said they would do.

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PUBLIC TOPICS IN FRANCE 


UPROAR IN THH CHAMBER 
AND DAUMALE’S RETURN. 
BIG CHILDREN PLAYING WITH FIRE 
BRANDS—SALE OF SECRETAN’S GAL- 
LERY—EXHIBITION PREPARATIONS.

Paris, March 16,—The extreme apathy of 
Parisians during and since the great debate 
concerning the Boulangists in the Chamber 
of Deputies has surprised no one. Almost 
any overt act might be accomplished now 
without exciting, in all probability, either 
interest or opposition, providing it were 
dore quickly. The libérty of brizging to 
trial three Deputies has been given by the 
Assembly, and MM. Laguerre, Laisant, 
and Turquet are not to be tried beforea 
jury, but in a police court. 

The session was a stormy and amusing 
one. To see these big French children 
play with fire brands would be fun were it 
not so painfully suggestive of seme pos- 
sible, nay some probable, result other than 
the contemplated one. In spite of the 
facetiousness which will burst forth here, 
even in the gravest moments, there was a 
deep feeling that a precedent was to be 
created and that its ultimate mission might 
reach any ene and strike terror to many 
heuseholds. But the mass of the people 
did not seem to care whether or not the 
whole Assembly was to be transported. 
Still, the language of Laguerre and the at- 
titude of the Boulangists could scancely 
fail to disturb the best philosophical equi- 
librium. The Radicals make no bones 
abeut saying most frankly that the Govern- 
ment could not attack the’higher central 
figure, meaning Gen. Boulanger, but that 
what has happened is only the beginning of 
the great end. 


During five long hours a tempest of spit- 
fire, vituperation, abuse, and confusion 
reigned within the Chamber, but without 
there was not a murmur, and not even a 
crowd of small boys to continue the fun. 
From the start Laguerre was thoroughly in 
earnest, though with every appearance of 
frankness. He is a skillful and remarkable 
speaker, taking up the facts when useful, 
leaving them when dangerous, going con- 
stantly and boldly to the very verge of 
political falsehood. His attack and defense 
of recent Republican sentiments and of 
many who were sitting before him was 
powerful and eutting. His views were ably 
shown up in the full sunlight of discussien, 
and it was no easy task, for the speaker 
could hardly say a dozen words at one time 
without being interrupted and thrown off 
the track of level thought and preparation. 

It was easy enough fer Laguerre to prove 
to outsiders that the pelitical efforts and 
bearing of the League had never been 
secrets. He might have added that they 
had been still less discreet. The final as- 
sault of the speaker was amusing. He said 
all the good and fat places were constantly 
kept within family limits, and that this de- 
sire gave instant strength to every new Cab- 
inet of the present administration. That 
no one in the Assembly thought to say this 
same fact was not a novel or unusual one 
anywhere is a rare tribute to French 
honesty and delicacy in political pie eating. 

When M. dArdne rose to answer M. 
Laguerre no one expected very much wit, 
but he did make some capital points never- 
theless. He not only accepted the age and 
venerable conviction of the republican per- 
suasion as represented in Laguerre and com- 
pany, but he added that they themselves 
must be surprised at its recent vast acqui- 
sition of all the Faubourg St. Germain. 
There was not much reply. The end came 
hot and heavy, and paved the way to the 
tribune for Paul de Cassagnac. 


However one may like to distrust the 
politics of de Cassagnac, one must be just 
te hisintegrity. He can afford to be sweep- 
ing, and he is that always. He told the 
Government with great calmness that they 
had no right to judge a cause before it had 
been heard; ‘that in the presence of the 
words of M. Aréne courts would only have 
the trouble to sign a paper prepared before- 
hand, but that fortunately the law was in- 
dependent and would seek to take its own 
views independently without pressure. M. 
de Cassagnac qualified the proceedings as 
the departure of the tirst wagonlead, mean- 
ing that others must and would follow. In 
these words is conveyed the terrible lesson 
of the session. 

Gen. Boulanger, lecking constantly wor- 
ried, disturbed, and out of place, said noth- 
ing in defense of his friends. He seemed to 
wish to speak several timesand andoubted- 
ly obeyed orders in his silence. At the 
clese of the session the Boulangists rose and 
shouted in one voice, ‘Vive la répub- 
lique!” The General gave the signal. In 
the Senate a tribute of praise and regret 
‘was given to the memory of Admiral Jau- 
rez, the Minister of the Navy, and then the 
right of the prosecution of Senator Naquet 
was discussed and finally carried affirma- 
tively, by 213 votes against 58. This is a 
Senatorial fling at the Boulanger faction. 

As a whole, the result of the Parliamenta- 
ty debate is not distasteful to the public, 
and it is wise that the Dérouléde minority 
should be silenced during the preparations 
for the exhibition. Unfortunately it never 
paid in France to make heroes and martyrs, 
and even.the condemnation of the League 
will affect its prosperity, but only in a par- 
tial and momentary sense. Its open affilia- 
tiong were varied and extensive. If its se- 
cret $trength is publicly proved to be pow- 
erful, it will bea hard blow to the Minis- 
try and Government. 


The Duc @’Aumale has again returned 
te Brussels to attend several dinners ac- 
cepted before his recall from exile became a 
certainty. The Prince has won all hearts 
by hisquiet and deferential courtesy andthe 
extreme rectitude of the details of his first 
visits. No earthly power obliged him to 
stop first at Creil on the other side of 
Chantilly, to which he drove by carriage, 
sleeping there, and entering Paris on the 
follewing morning only to go directly to 
the Elysées and present his thanks to 
President Carnot. Thence the Duc 
went to visit the two Marshals of 
France; then to his beloved Academy 
after stopping to see Jules Simon and 
climbing five flights of stairs to beg the 
President of the Academy not to leave his 
painful gouty lounge for this special wel- 
coming session. It wasa charming thought,

chair. People typify their view of the 
situation by saying, ‘Pour un Prince c’est 
un bon Prince.”

This may be all true, for the 
ways and waverings of the French theatre 
are queer indeed, but how Miss Eames 
(pronounee her name Ems, please,) must 
laugh in her sleeve now. Her very ap: 
pearance carried the house, She is tall, 
slight, and girlish, with lagghing gray-blue 
eyes anda bewitching mouth. Skeis not 
yet 21 years old, and she possesses thai 
great, if not rare, American quality 
of extremely refined artistic instinct and 
intelligence, She acted jthe part ol 
Juliet to perfection. Her voice is a 
good, solid, sweet soprano. It is not 
wonderful, andon the first night its tone 
occasionally wavered, but it remains to be 
seen whether this is a nervous whim or 2 
settled fault. In any case Miss Eames far 
surpasses many otherrecent débutantes and 
many singers of long experience. As the 
case now stands there is another prima 
donna, another Juliet, and she is an Ameri- 
can. Miss Eames first studied with her 
mother. For two years she has been a pupil 
of Mme. Marchesi, who certainly never 
makes a mistake when good material is 
given to her exeellent method of training. 

It looks now as if a temporary public 
square would be made where the old Opéra 
Comique burned down, with perhaps a 
kiosque in the centre for military bands, 
Not a stone is to be laid for the new theatre 
before a year at least, and people grumble 
about the big black hole being left there 
for foreign eyes to contemplate. 


At the present Opéra Comique ‘the last 
rehearsals are being given ‘*‘ Esclarmonde.” 
The date now fixed upon for the irst per- 
formance is Thursday, April 4, when Miss 
Sanderson will make her first bow before 
the Parisian public veiled in the poetical 
costume of Massenet’s heroine. With Miss 
Eames at the Grand Opera and Miss San- 
derson at the Opera Comique American 
tourists will have enough home music. I 
was assured by the Secretary of the latter 
theatre the other day that he already has 
over 200 letters classified on his box list, 
and that he would not be able to give satis- 
faction to half that number. 


The Cemédie Frangaise will not give any 
vacations this Summer. Balcony seats and 
many boxes have been taken by Americans 
already for performances during May and 
June. The purchasers are now insured repre- 
sentations of the most popular plays in the 
classic repertory, and as far as possible with 
their full regular casts. ‘ 

Coquelin’s ‘‘ farewell” is announced for 
April 16. He will undoubtedly have 
crowded houses and a warm weleome, for

De-Goncourt’s “‘ La Patrie en Danger’ is:

week. Asensation is promised. This queer 
theatre will give only three other perform- 
ances thisseason.

HUNTING THE AGILE KANGAROO. 

DUNEDIN, New-Zealand, Feb. 16.—One of the 
nost interesting objects for study by the leis- 
\rely tourist through the continent of Austra- 

j@ and its adjacent islands is the strange 
‘hapes of beast, bird, and insect life which ap- 
in them. The average ‘‘ globe-trotter”’ sees 
dutlittle of it. When all his time is spent in 
planning how he may catch this particular 
steamer or that definite coach or train; when 
he plotsand plansto “do” Australiain three 
months and New-Zealand, Fijit, and Samoa in 
two, and to be baek in Lendon or New-York 
well within the same year in which he leaves 
it, it 18a8 much as he can do to sée the things 
which are described in the guide books, with- 
out pencerning himself about the strange oreat- 
urea which the adventof the white man has 
driven into haunts that are almost inaccessible, 

If, now and then, an individual of this hurry- 
ing breed ef tourists turns aside to see the 
quadrupeéal, bipedal, and winged life of which 
nature is so lavish, it is usually for the purpose 
of hunting ft, destroying it, and foreing it into 
even more remote localities. As for myself, I 
have not yet taken gun in hand in these coun- 
tries, although, to bein fashion, I shall probably 
hereafter inaugurate a campaign against the 
agile kangaroo. To visit Australia and notshoot 
&@ apecimen or two of this animal, so familiar to 
Americans through the pages of Artemus Ward 
as ‘‘an amusin’ httle euss,” would be like going 
through Spain without seeing abull fight; there- 
fore I think that agfew kangaroo skins may be 
among my homeward-bound luggage. 

In speaking ef the peculiarities of the Aus- 
tralasian fauna I scannot do better than begin 
with this remarkabie animal. He is one of the 
best perseeuted of living things, is hunted with 
dogs, with the shotgun and rifie, and ‘‘rounded 
up” im great drives like those by whieh war is 
waged upon the jack rabbits of California. His 
hide makes a beautifully-pliable leather, which 
is used for boots, leggins, and countless other 
articles; his flesh, too, is esteemed alike by 
“‘blackfellows” and squatters, and the soups 
and ragouts that are made from his tail might 
agreeably vary the ambrosial feasts of the gods. 
His pelts are a régular artiele of commerce, are 
quoted in the daily papers at as fulllength as 
the skins of cattle and sheep, and bring large 
revenue to the station owners in the back coun- 
try; altogether, he is the most important object 
of fere nature in the colonies and abundantly 
deserves the prominent place he oceupies upon 
the Australian coat of arms, where, opposed to 
the emu, be helds the position given to the 
lion in his asseviation with the unicorn in the 
heraldic erest of England. 

The kangaroos which appear in every well- 
equipped menagerie inthe United States are a 
faint and feeble parody upon the animal as he 
appears in his native ‘* bush,” whieh, by the 
way,is a term indiscriminately applied not 
only to underbrush and thiekets, but also to the 
lordHest forests and the broadest stretches of 
piain that lie between them. There are a dozen 
varieties of kangaroo proper, the largest of 
which,even when squatted upon their haunches, 
are nearly 7 feet in height. Besides these are 
others in the form of wallabys, which vary in 
size from rabbits to creatures or 4 feet 
high, and even below these, nature continues 
her joke inthe preduction of kangaroo rats— 
sharp-nosed, keen-eyed creatures, with ali the 
movements of the Kangaroo. 

The kangarod is a joke, however you look at 
him. He has four legs, but uses only two in 
traveling, and he employs his tail, not, as is 
generally supposed, as a sort of supplementary 
leg upon which to alicht after his lung jumps, 
but somewhat as Blondin utilizes his balancing- 
polein his perilous premenades on the tight- 
rope. . 

The movement of the kangaroo is aecom- 
plished with his body bent well forward, his 
Torelegs curled up, and his tail prejecting in a 
graceful ourve astern. At a singie bound he 
will cover @ distance of 30 feet, and svar over 
bushes 10 feet high in the midst of it as lightly 
asa@bird. His pewerful hind legs seem made of 
springs, which are compressed by his weight 
when he strikes the ground, ang immediately 
released to give’ momentum for a new flight; 
his progress is without apparent break, and re- 
sembles that ef a highty-elastic rubber ball that 
is thrown along # smooth pavement. He will 
putrun the fleetest horse, and only the best 
kangaroo dog (a specie of greyhound espe-lally 
bred for the purpose) ean tire and overtake 
him. The favorite way to shoot him is to lie in 
wait near his haunts, amd sendin beaters and 
dogs to ran him out. 

As hecomes springing over the bushes, you 
let drive at him with shotguns loaded with 
buckshot, and if you are good at “rocketing” 
pheasants, or ducks as they spring from the 
water, you may bring him down, The excite- 
ment of this sport fs great and peeuliar, and 
combines the shooting of large game with thé 
exhilaration and uncertainty of shooting on the 
wing. It also tests the hunter’s nerve. The 
noise made by a herd ef frightened kangaroos 
tearing through the underbrush is startling, and 
as the beasts go by the Sportsman’s covert with 
the speed of light, their killing makes no slight 
demands upon alertness and presence of mizd, 

Kangaroo chasing by horses and degs is a 
sport which threws English fox hunting into 
the shade, and is attended with as trequent tum- 
bles and broken bones asthe most ardent vo- 
tary of hunting ceuld desire. Timid, inoffensive, 
wnd Sunitive asthe kansgaroo-is when pursued, 
he is a bold and dangerous beast when wounded 
and brought to bay. Nature, which leaves no 
animal entirely defenseless, has equipped him 
with a weapon whieh is the dread of dogs and 
men alike. His powerfu! hind legs terminate in 
feet which are set with three strong black 
ciaws, of which the central one is long and 
sharp with the cutting surface of a chisel or 
gouge. 

Woe be to the sanguine hound whe, secing an 
“old man” kangaroo, winded or wounded, 
backed up against a tree and unable to go 
- further, rushes in te cateh him by the throat 
and finish him! The hitherto useless forelegs 
eatch and held him, and the terrible bind feet, 
playing up and down Itke the Walking beam of 
a@ steamboat, tear him opon and scatter his en- 
trails over the ground. The like fate has some- 
times happened to hunters who have attacked a 
- wounded kangeroo with a knife in order ta save 
their ammunition, and gruesome stories are 
extantin which some huce beast, seizing his 
enemy in his arms has sailed off bodiiy with 
him over brake and brier to put him te death 
With unknown tortures in some secluded lair. 
These, however, are evidently iegends invented 
for the admiration of the "new chum,” as the 
“tenderfoot’ is locally ealled. 

The kangaroo of ancient times was a monster 
well worthy of association with the giant 
“* moa’”’—that bird of 15 feet stature, of which 
I shel have something to say presently. In 
the admirable Australian Museum at Sydney 
are the fossil remains of this mammoth mar- 
aupial, with a skull as large as that of the pres- 
ent elephant and bones whick indicate that he 
Was a8 tall as a telegraph pole. He fed on 
fiesh, this creature, and if his strength and 
agility were commensurate with his size he 
must bave been capabie ef covering a hunared 
yards ata bound. The remains of thia great 
beast have been discovered in considerable 
quantities in a series of caves in Western New 
South Wales, together with the skulls and bones 
efthe Australian bear, who also appears as an 
Anak among the present degenerate race. 

if any one desires te gain a sounding name 
among the sportsmen of the nerthern hemi- 
sphere ongvery easy terms, iets him come to the 
antipodes and hunt the Australian bear. The 
beast is numerous, sluggish of habit and move- 
ment, and ef a piaeid and retiring dispopitien; 
he is formidable neithepin respeet to elaws nor 
teeth, and the chase of him is about as danger- 
ous a8 pigeon sheoting. With average luck the 
hunter may capture a dozen in a day, which, 
with the frills whieh gunners as well as fisher- 
men are prone to piu upon the narratious ef 
their expioits, would make a very pretty thing 
to tell of when the sportsman returns to his 
Pali Mali, Fifth-avenue, or Beacon-street club. 

The word *‘ bear’ is a fine one te canjure with, 
and the listeners to the yarn of the returned 
traveler might naturally suppose the ‘ Aus- 
tralian bear” tobeendowed with ail the ferocity 
ef the cinnamon er grizzly. In point of fact, 
however, this animal is not a ‘‘ bear” at all, but 
&@ nondescript beast peculiar to Australia, and 
in appearance and manner resembling a sloth. 
He has around, ‘‘chunky’” head set with bead- 
like, funny éyes and ornamented with prepos- 
toreus ears, Which stand up in downy tufts and 
give him a comically surprised expression; be 
has no tail and is covered withathin gray wool, 


and in general leoks like a fat poodle 
who has had his caudal apeeneake 
ent off and his front legs abbreviated 


in order to lengthen those behind. He 
livesin trees, and thé female of his species ts 
generally accompanied by one or two copies of 
herself in little, which ride about on her back 
as Anchises perched upon the shoulders of 
ZZneas at the burning of Troy, and add to the 
preposterousness of her appearance. : 
Everybody who has read anything about Aus- 
tralia bas formed the acquaintance of that most 
extraordinary of animals, the oraythorhyneus, 
or duck-billed platypus, He varies in size trom 
the American muskrat to the woodchuck, has a 
brewn far somewhat like a moie, but coarser, 
and bright, sa es, whieh are almost com- 
pletely hidden in his diminutive head. Thu 
much beast, he has the biliot a duek, webve 
reet, and (unlesa my recollection is at fault) the 
female lays eggs and suékles her young. His 
furis the most valuable of. that of any of tie 
animais of Austraiia—which, for,the most part, 
have rather thin covoriagse—and his race 
ja rapidly becoming exterminated by hunt- 
ers for manuatactories of cloaks, caps, 
and rugs. As if the duek-billed platypus 
did not euffletentiy confuse matters by combin- 
ing the forms and natures of ma al and 
bird, it fias pleased him te assume the habits 


ob tbe tigh to the extent of living in rivers and | 
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feeding on worms and water insects. His like- 
neas to the finny tribes is further increased by 
the fact that the most approved way of catoh- 
ing him is by means of set lines with baited 
ho that are arrangéd by night across the 
streams which he most frequents, and upon 
whieh he is found drowned in the morning. 
His habits being chiefly nocturnal, and his 
agility in the watér se great that he will often 
dive at the flash of a gun before the shot can 
reach him, make his capture by ether methods 
than the fish line somewhat uncertain. 

The most extraordinary fact about the ani- 
mals and birds of Australasia is that the eccur- 
rence of distinotive spenies is restricted within 
very narrow limits. The kangaroo, for example, 
is found im Australia and Tasmania, but is un- 
known in New-Zealand; on the other hand, 
those extraordinary birds, the apteryx, or 
“kiwis,” as the native name has it; the kea, 
or flesh-eating parrot, and kakapo,.or parrot 
thar has wings but never flies, sare found in 
New-Zealand and nowhere else, The resplend- 
ent birds of paradise also,’ although Yound 
abundantly in New-Guinea, do not occur onthe 
Australian Continent, although the straits that 
separate the two countries are exceedingly nar- 


row. 

One of the most peculiar circumstances that 
confronts the naturalist in Austratia is the oo- 
currence of that now nearly extinct animal, the 
Tasmanian tiger, whieh is found only in the 
little island that figures in the old geographies 
as Van Dieman’s Land. It is one of the most 
extraerdinary beasts upon the face of the globe, 
like a tiger only in its markings, and resem- 
bling a wolf in shape, although with a head and 
fangs much stronger and ferocious than are 
seen in that animal. Its hair, also, is shorter 
and its hide smoother than those of the wolf, 
and it appears as a eomplicated cross of the fe- 
line ont canine races, With an indescribable 
character of its own. 

Its legs are short, its body long and slender, 
and its litheness and suppleness give it an air 
that is fairly diabolieal. It is of a tawny yel- 
low color, and the stripes on its head and sides, 
which give it the name of “tiger,” are short and 
undecided and seem as thovgeh a few more gen- 
erations would cause them to disappear alto- 
ado The Tasmanian tiger is evidently the 

ing type of an animal that must once have 
had.a terrible power, At present his character 
is secretive and sneaking, and he has degen- 
erated into a mere robber of sheepfolds. 
Among these he causes such devastation that 
the owners of shéep stations give their shep- 
herds a guinea fer evéry one they kill, and as 
aresult the race is now almost extinct, and a 
full-grown tiger is rarely seen. 

Another curious fact in colonial natural his- 
tory is the distribution of poisonous. snakes. 
New-Zealand has no snakes at all, venomous or 
otherwise, nor any species of beast ef prey, 
while Australia and Tasmaniaare full of deadly 
serpents, dnd. many persons die annually from 
their bites. For the poison of some of them 
there is ne known antidote, while the effects of 
the bite of others may be averted by drinking 
large quantities of whisky—a prescription to 
which the averages bush dweller tackles kindly 
—or by walking the victim about, beating him, 
and otherwise keeping his blood in eirculation. 
I know ef one case, where the young wife wf a 
physician in the Blue Mountains was bitten, 
and her husband, finding every other means of 
keeping her in active movement fail, lashed her 
wita his riding whip when she sank down under 
the lethargy of the insidious poison. This 
heroic treatment saved her life, but her sboul- 
ders to this day are searred and crossed with 
the marks left by the tash. 

Speaking of snakes naturally suggests the 
laughing jackass, This singularly-named oreat- 
ure is @ species of gigantic kingfisher, which, 
having been placed py one of nature's freaks in 
acountry where there is almost no water and 
very few fish, carried the joke a degree further 
on his own aecollnt and turned his attention to 
the catehing of snakes. The bird derives his 
name from his note, which is a compourd of the 
*“hee-haw” of a jackass and the laugh ef a 
hopeless maniac, with a few interjected gurgles 
like the sounds made by a man while strangling 
and the groans of a.person afilicted with re- 
morse. 

There is an intelligenee and evident vein of 
humor in the laughing jackass, who leves to 
approach you silently,regard you contemptuous- 
ly for a season, and then let off his demoniacal 
nete a8 near your ear as possible—after which 
he makes off expertly, cackling with derisive 
laughter as he goes. His disgraceful familiar- 
ity with strangers is in part due to his own 
devil-may-care charaeter, and for the rest, to 
the fact that nobody molests him, and that his 
aerviees in keeping the country free from su- 
persnsan shakes are encouraged by a fine of 

ve pounds imposed upon any one who kills 
him. His matner of dealing with snakes is to 
pnounee upen them, seize them by the back of 
the neck, fly with them wriggling to a great 
height, and drop them to the earth. The jack- 
ass is on the ground as quick as the snake, and 
if the latter still shuws tight, repeats the oper- 
ation until the serpent is ready to give up the 
ghost peaceably. 


The sociable manners of the laughing jackass 
make him a favorite pet, and where thore are 
no snakes to be had he will cheerfully turn his 
attention to mice, A settler not far from this 
city, being acquainted with the readiness of the 
jackass to make way with any sort of vermin, 
once brought ever a few pairs ofthe bird and 
turned them loose on his station. They throve 
amain, andin time a dozen-or so were disport- 
ing about his property. One day an English 
tourist who wanted to see station life came 
along with a letter of introduction and was hos- 
pitabiy entertained. Being an Englishman, hoe 
at onoa wished to go out and. kill something, 
and was equipped with his host’s gun and oar- 
twidges aud suntaway to shoot pheasants, He 
returned at noon with the greater part of his 
entertainer’s juekasses slung over his gun, and 
the remark: ‘‘Aw,very strange birds, don’t you 
know, but not at all wild. Not the sort of thing 
we call ‘game’ at home, don’t you know.” The 
importer of the birds with difficulty restrained 
himself from ramming the gun down the throat 
of his guest, who couldn’t see why, when you 
suw @ Btrange thing, you shoulda’t shoot it, 
‘don’t you know.” 

The bird sounds of an Australian, Tasmanian, 
or New-Zealand forest are very peculiar. There 
is very little song, properly so called, but many 
melodious notes, and a combination of diverse 
tones which produce an effect thatis peculiar 
and agreeable. One bird has anote like the 
tolling of a deep bell far away in the depths of 
ths forest; another a ‘glug, glug, glug,” which 
sounds like liquor running outof a bottie; a 
third gives a sharp, cutting note precisely like 
the crack of a Bullock driver’s whip; one sighs, 
another whistles, a third flies a saw, and others 
go “*wippity, wippity, wippity,” ‘“‘eraik, craik, 
craik,” ‘“‘more pork, more pork,” and indulge 
in. other strange cries which make one think the 
whole forest has gone drunk or insane, and, if 
he be at all of a bumorons bent, cause him to 
laugh outright at the strange jargon. 

Theauultitude of celoniai birds show many 
extraordinary freaks, quite in the lings ef the 
others which 1 have already described. New- 
Zealand furnishes the greatest number of these, 
the bird: oalied the ‘“‘buia” by the natives 
affording one of theznest remarkable. Thiaisa 
bird of iridescent biack plumage and yellow 
beak, which feeds upon grubs that are afig eut 
of trees, both green and dead. 

The extraordinary circumstance about these 
fowls is that it requirés two of them to secure 
a dinner, @male ang afemale. The male is fur- 
nished with a thick, stout, chisel-like beak, 
with which he chops into the wood, and exposes 
the hole. in which tke grub burrows, The 
shape of his beak, however, prevents him from 
seizing the prey, but the female has a long, 
slender beak, which she insinuatas into the hole 
and draws out the wriggling morsel. She then 
drops it into the mouth ef the male, taking the 
next grub herself, and in this alternate tasting 
and mutual assistance the pair of ‘‘hutas’’ flit 
blithesomely through the weods, and set an ex- 


ample, it may be remarked, which all 
wedded pairs, with fteathers or witheut, 
would do well to emulate It w a 


significant fact that in case tae male is shot the 
femaie makes otf at once, secure in the convic- 
ttea that she ean pick up a living ef vagrant 
worms by herself or find some other mais which 
would be glad to join forces, If, however, the 
temate is shot the male remains and makes no 
attempt to escape, evidently knowing that with- 
out his female assistant hia chances of securing 
a living are of the slenderest. 

Another remarkable bird is the “kea,” or flesh- 
eating parrot, 4 large green bird which is the 
especial terror ef the sheep herders. Until 
sheep raising was begun in New-Zealand this 
bird was a fruit, nut, and grain eater, but now 
has developed inte a carnivorous biped of the 
most savage character. . His practice now is to 
settla upon the back of aaheep or lamb, and, 
with his sickle-like beak, pick a hole in its sides 
over the kidneys and delve out and devour the 
rich fat, surrounding these ergans.* This done 
they leave the sheep, which for a time wonders 
about in excruciating pain and presentiy dies 
iniserably. , 

Another peculiar parrot in this gountry is the 
“Kakapo,” whose mottled green and yellow 
plumage is admirably adapted to screen its 
wearer from observation while moving about 
among the underbrush, which is his’ chosen 
haunt. Aithough possessing perfeatly devel- 
oped wines, the “kakapo” never uses them, and 
confines itself to erawling about among the 
thiekets whieh form an aimest impenetrable 
mass under the New-Zealand forest. 

The leading representatives of the breed of

and have the iabrest rudimentary. wings,..which 
a few generations more will evidently see’ dis- 
appear altogether. They are the weirdest. 
eeriest-looking fowls that earth produces, and 
look like queer brown grouses as they stalk 
gravely and undismayed by the presence of the 
stranger through the dim forest aisles. 

They are the only survivors of the giant birds 
that formerly stalked about New-Zealand, the 
*moas,” whose date of extinction is considered 
to have been not more than a century ago, and 
whose only remains are now preserved in the 
admirable museums of this city and Christ- 
church. Some 30 or 40 complete skeletens 
are here to be seon, embracing a dozen species 
varying from 4 to 15 feet high, all of which 
have been found im caves or at the depth ef 10 
or 12 feet below the surface of swamps and 
bogs. Fragments of eggs haye also been found, 
and, mn the caves, feathers enough to show that 
the plumage of the ‘*moa’” was like taat of the 
emu, jong, slender, and hairy. Many other 
species must soon follow the ‘‘moas’ into ob-

4 HISTORY OF THEIR CONSTRUCTION AND 

MANAGEMENT — WHY RESTORATION 

OF RATES WOULD NOT HELP THEM. 


CHAPTER I. 

The story of the futile attempt to develop 
the alleged agricultural [resources of the great

interesting to confiding stockholders. The story 
comprises base betrayals of official trust, exam- 
ples of dishonest xzréed, the bonding of towns, 
cities, and counties by real estate gamblers, the 
placing of millions and millions of dollars of 
farm mortgages, and official ignorance of oli- 
matic laws that rigidly govern arid zone agri- 
eulture, an ignorance that it is not harsh to 
characterize as criminal under the cireum- 
stances. An article that will explain why the 
dividend-earning capacity of railroads, repre- 
sented by $298,000,000 of stock, ts imperiled 
must be a long one. * 4 

As preface: Ihave long hesitated to publish 
this work. Ihave gathered material for it for 
years while traveling in the West. When I 
first wrote it, several weeks age, the bull mar- 
ket was on. If published then it would have 
been denounced as a bear’s work. When Santa 
Fé and Rock Island stoeks broke, and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy tottered and then tum- 
bled, I held back the work, not wishing to ap- 
pear anxious to jump on disastrous conditions. 
When the railroad Presidents were apparently 
attempting to consummate the Chicago agree- 
ment, I refused to publishit, I did not desire 
to appear anxious to. thwart the betterment of 
the case by prompt restoration of rates—not 
that I for an instant believe that the restora- 
tfon of rates in the territory beyond the Missis- 
sippi River will plate the Southwestern system 
of railroads on a dividend-earning basis. Bui 
now that the stock market fluctuates, to-day 
np, to-morrow down, and the stoeks of the ya- 
rious transportation corporations that compose 
the Southwestern system are used as water- 
laden footballs to kick around Exchange by 
fractional-scalping brokers ‘and professional 
gamblers, the truth may as well be told. 

Toclear the deck for action: All talk rela- 
tive to the present fateful condition having 
arisen out of a flerce competitive rate war 
waged between the several corporations that 
compose the Southwestern system and the ben- 
efits sure to result trom a resioratien of rates 1s 
fallacious. The trouble lies deeper than that. 
The rate war ia not the disease, it is but the 
manifestation of a disease, and anether and en- 
tirely ditterent disease that is deep-seated and 
far beyond the skill of old-school railroad doc- 
tors to cure by the administration ef specifies 
onee of potent efficaey but now inoperative be- 
cause of mistaken diagnosis of the case. The 
disease, that threatens to result in total eol- 
Iapse, arose wholiy from overbuilding in a 
desert that is unproductive of freight. It 1s 
nei & competitive rate war, butcempetitive and 
wholly uncalled for construction that has 
caused the fateful conditions, + 

When considering the Southwestern railroad 
problem it must be ever berne in mind thas the 
Missouri Pacific Ratlread is eontrolled by the 
ablest railread wrecker on earth. This railroad 
has been used as a Weapon with which to beat 
down the stock of other and rival eerporations. 
Using it as aoclub Jay Gould struck down the 
Santa Fé. With it hecan smash the Rock Island 
and tne Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. As 
the Canadian Pacific is the piratical railroad 
among the transcontinental lines, so is the Mis- 
souri Pacific the corporate highwayman of thé 
plains that calls on other corporations to ‘stand 
and deliver.” Noman who has studied the life 
ot Jay Gould as a railroad manager and wrecker 
believes him to lack intelligence. He is the 
ablest wreeker of them all. 

To arrive at the position which he has 
reached requires more than brazen audacity, 
more than a gambler’s courage and nerve. To 
win in the games Jay Gould piays at it is essen- 
tial that one shoulda possess more accurate 
knowledge of the freight-produeing capacity of 
the region that the Southwestern system of 
railroads operates in and of the climate that 
rigidly controls agriculture west of the Mis- 
souri River than his antagonists. This knowl- 
edge Jay Gould undoubtedly possesses. He 
acquired knowledge relative te the plains when 
he controlled the Union Pacific and wrecked it 
to his great profit and to the humiliation and 
loss of confiding stockholders. He knew where 
the trans-Missvuri railroads were woak, and .he 
only of all the so-called great transporta- 
tion managers clearly feresaw the disastrous 
outcome of the railroad building craze that 
raged so wildly during the three years last past. 
Compared to Jay Gould, Perkins, Cable, Strong, 
and Adams are amateur and theoretical, rail- 
road managers. They are. sucklings at the 
fount of knowledge from which Gould was 
weaned long ago. ¢ is a man of finished craft. 
He isa mighty punter, and when he goes gun- 
ning he uses @ paraliel railroad as @ weapon 
with whieh to bag his game. 

As I have said, the story is long, I ask read- 
ers to be patient. Apparently irrelevant matter 
will dovetail, and I introduce it tu make the 
story plain, for the sake of contrast, and to 
emphasize the oriminaily ignorant mismanage- 
ment of vast properties that were intrusted to 
men whe were mistakenly supposed to inherit 
brains and executive ability as well as morality. 


THE COUR BELT.

It is the great stock-breeding ound 
of America. On it cattle and hogs and Lorses 
swarm. Every farm isa breeding ground, and 
on almost every farm cattle and hegs are fed to 
fatness, There mules are raised to supply the 
Southern market. Whisky is manufactured by 
the hundreds of thousands of barrels. In this 
belt are coal, iron, aud lead mines that produce 
freight by trainioads. The corn belt is the best 
marketin which te sell Eastern manufactured 
products that we have. The streets of ever 
market town are crowded with teams an 
wagons from the adjacent country. There is 
life and energy and snap throughout the region. 
In thie belt, if anywhere in the Weat, transpor- 
tation eorpertations should be prosperous. How 


is it? 


In answer I insert astatement drawn from 
Poor’s Railroad Manual of the principal articles 
% freight moved over the Chicago and Ailton’s 

ines: 
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The character of the freight plainly indicates 


that the railroads that operate in the corn belt 
roads. 
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rolied train loads of wheat, eats, and eorn, and 
yonder train loads of whisky, eoal, iren, and 
menufactured goods. And the passenger traffic 
was enormous, The air was hazy with smoke 
from motives and factory ehimneys. It was 
the o of transportation corporations, 
Day after day, year in, P hor out, enormous 
amounts of freight were offered for transporta- 
tion. Suseh May the land that the Chicago 
and Alton, the [iinois Central, the Rock Island, 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quiney, and the 
Missouri Pacifico Railroads operated in. The 
stock of these corperations ruled high in the 
markets of the world, They were very general- 
ly censidered to be investment stocks, and 
Trustees invested trust funds in them as confi- 
dently as they would have done in Government 
bends. All of the corporations that I have 
listed, save the Chicago and Alton, have built 
lines, mistakenly called feeders, into other and 
non-producing regious, and in every instance 
the so-called feeders have proved to be rayen- 
ous dividend-devouring suckers, and the steck- 
list shows this fact, 

The Chicago and Alton, managed by wise, 
clear-headed, and honest men, resointely re- 
fused to build a foot of road outside of the corn 
belt, and the stock of that road is never raided 
by bears, never tossed by bulla. When it rises 
in price it is because of increased earnings, er 
because of the shrinkage in interest rates, mak- 
ing a sure dividend earning and paying stoek 
more valuable. 


THE AMERICAN DESERT. 


Here is the land that the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quiney, the Reox Island, and the Missouri 
Pacific extended their lines {nto, and by build- 
ing caused the Santa Fé and the Union Pacific 
to build hundreds and hundreds of miles of 
feeders in the desert to protect th trade. 
West of the one hundreth meridian is the 
American desert, a grassy desert it-ia true, but 

tilladesert. It strétéhes southward from the 

eace River far inté Mexico. There has been 
no change of climate in this arid zone since it 
was first explored. Indeed, as it was 2,000 
years ago, so it 1s to-day, and 60 if will be 2,000 
years henee, There has never been, since the 
earliest authentic history of man, any change 
in the climate of an extensive area of the 
earth’s surface, and there can be none till wind- 
deflecting and moisturé-precipitating mount- 
ain ranges are leveled. 

Physically the Américan desert is arolling 
plain of high altitude that élopes upward 
teward the west. It 1s a land over which are- 
tic blizzards course in quick succession during 
the Winters, and siroccos sweep in Summer. It 
is a territory over which despondent men with 
hanging heads stalk slowly as they think of 
their gloomy future, and where other discour- 
aged men and anxious-eyed women live .in 
dug-onts or in shanties, and waste their small 
means in attempting to ereate homes, It is the 


on it nature bas written in living plants, ** Let 
KO agrioulturist enter here.” Itis a region in 
which men become aged and bowed with severe 
and lohg-continued and unrequited toil, and 
where women become prematurely. wrinkled 
and gray-hairéd through anxiety and sorrow 
and hardship and isolation patiently endured. 

At intervals of three or four years crops grow 
to perfect maturity within the desert ares. At 
long intervals, when the Mississippi Valley 
rain belt encroaches on the desert, two or three 
crops are made in succession. But in this era 
of low prices for agricultural produce—and the 
era has come to stay—agriculture cannot en- 
dure in a region in which the erop loss amounts 
to 33 percent. All intelligent men who possess 
knowledge of the climate that rigidly controls 
desert agrieulture know that the untrrigated 
land that is west of the one hundredth meridian 
does not produce, one year with another, two-- 
thirds of a full crop. I know that the region 
does not produee, year after year, one-third of a 
crop. AndI furtber know that the territery 
asa Waele ig worthless for agriculture. Such 
is the land, wholly unproductive of freight, in 
which the so-ealled great railroad managers 
expended many. millions of deliars to construct 
alleged feeders that are really suckers. 

Ten years ago the restléas migratory children 
of the Mississippi Valley agriculturists had 
settled Kansas (I select Kansas for illustra- 
tion purposes, because in that State the railroad 
building craze raged more wildly than in any 
others,) right up to the eastern edge of the 
“desert. At that time we who lived in Central 
Kansas were annually called upon by men who 
drove in wagons from the desert for gifts of 
corn and wheat and pork to aid to carry the 
arid-zone settlers and théir families through the 
Winter and till the next crop was made, and 
annually we gave freely. 

Ten years ago Kansas produced more wheat 
and almost a8 much corn as she now does. At 
that time two great railroads operated in Kan- 
sas. They were the Santa Fé and the Union 
Pacifico; the latter, when all 1s said and done, 
is by far the most valuable of all the trans- 
Missouri railroads. These railroads were ab- 
solute monopolies, For years I paid the Union 
Pacific 13 cents per bushél to haul wheat 185 
miles. Kansas then did not produce sufficient 
quantities of freight to enable both railroads to 
earn dividends on their stock by its earriaze. The 
Santa Fé, honestly built and then wisely man- 
aged, earned sufficient money to pay dividends 
on its stock. The Union Pacific, built by thieves 
and managed by robbers, never really earned a 


" 


eral, and paid them, too. 

These two railroads not only monopolized the 
Kansas trade, but they also monopolized the 
Roeky Mountain business from Wyoming to 
Mexico, and they earned large sums of money 
in the highlands. If Eastern Kansas and the 
desert could not then support two lines of raul- 
road, whatis to be expected when her railroad 
system has been expanded frem 2,427 miles in 
1878 te about 9,000 miles in 1888?

wood Cemetery yesterday. She was 102 years 
of age, having been born in Norwich, Conn., 
Dec. 17,1786. She came to New-York in its 
early days and lived in the lower part of the 
city with a family named Griswold as house- 
keeper, Afterward she kept a boarding house 
on Prince-street, where she had six or eight 
bearders, and besides doing all of her own house- 
work she washed and ironed all the linen 
for the Aspinwall Line of steamships. She 
was a very hard working woman through 
out her life. She was 4 sturdy chureh member, 
and for years belonged te the old Greene-Street 
Chureh. In°' 1863 she went to the Methodist 
Episeopal Church Home, in this city, where she 
spent the remainder of her life Her maiden 
name was Warren,.and rather late in life she 
married an Englishman named Tracy, @ union 
which she frequentiy spoke of regretfully. Her 
husband, however, died many years age. She 
never had any children and all ber friends have 
long since passed away. Heronly living rela- 
tive is a niece, a Mrs. Annie Ryan. 

Tracy was a very tall end extremely 
slender woman, .with large handa, of the old- 
fashioned Yankee ty pe. ith the exception of 
deafness, she maintained all her faculties up to 
six months tae and until two years ago she 
made hersel uite useful about the home, 
helping in the kitchen and going up and down 
Stairs with apparent ease. She was familiarly 
called ** Aunty” Tracy. 

Her one hundred and second birthday was 
celebrated at the bome, and she was congratu- 
lated by all the inmates, her rooms having been 
decorated in the national colors, of which she 
was always very proud. Her opinion of the 
girls of the nineteenth century was not flatter- 
ing to the latter. She thought they were 
trifling and afraid of work. 

About six months ago Mrs. Tracy began to 
fail rapidly aud she died of sheer old age on 
Thuraday. The funeral services were keld in 
the neat littlechapel of the Lome, Tenth-avenue 
and Ninety-second-street, yeaterday. The sery- 
iees were conducted by the Rey. Stephen 
Merritt, Restor of the Jane and Franklin Street 
Churches, assisted by the Rev. Deles Lull of the 
Asbury Methodist Episcopal Church. Besides 
the remainiag 114 inmates of the home, quite 
a number of friends whe had knewn Mrs. Tracy 
were present at the funeral, 

A few years ago an inmate of this heme died 
at the age of 117, and very reeently a woman 
died thera aged 109 years and 6 menths. The 
oldest inmate at presentis “Aunty” Bowler, a 
widew, now in her ninety-fourth year. She is 
as sprightly as a woman of 40 and has remark- 
able physical strength for one of her age.

[TWO BILLS THAL ATTRAOT 
MUOH ATTENTION, 
DEALERS IN CITY PROPERTY WATCH 

WITH INTEREST THE RAPID-TRANS- 

IT AND ANNEXATION SCHEMES. 
The two bills offered in the Legislature 
during the past week in relation to the proposed 
annexation of Brooklyn and other territory to 
this city and in relation to rapid transit, have 
aroused serious and general attention among 
réal estate men. Great variety of opinion de- 
veloped in regard to the details of each project, 
but upon the general prineiples involved in 
each there was hardly a division. The annexa- 
tion project is condemned by real estate men as 
cordially as the rapid-transit project !s praised. 
This statement of the situation is too blunt to 
do exaet justice in either case, Kedeeming 
features are recognized in the scheme of annexa- 
tion. The way the rapid-transit subject seems 
to be taking shape excites no little doubt and 


apprehension among earnest advoeates of that 
boon to the city. 

Plans of annexation are not of recent origin. 
Everybody has knewr for a longtime that they 





were cherished as a hobby in certain quarters. | 


They never made any appreciable impression 
upon real estate men generally, and when dis- 
cussed at all in the oftices or on Exchange they 
came up only a8 any whimsicel project is liable 
to be taiked about. They made fun, and were 
rarely @ matter of serious comment. Of course, 
local pride. was flattered over a scheme to ad- 
Vance the Metropolitan munieipality to a trout 
rank in respect to territory and population, but 
in general the project was regarded 438 too vis- 
fonary to call for close or critical inspection. 
Now that ig has really been formulated ina bill 
gravely propesing a realization of the pleasant 
dreams, opposition is taking shape. 

The canvass of taxpayers haa been necessarily 
incomplete, butit is sufficiently representative 


for the P peas of reaching an ave opinion, 
which found jexpression in the down-tewn 
offices for two days past. That opinion ia that 


this city has quite enough territory and popula- 
tion already for the present form of govern- 
ment. The condition of the streets, avenues, 
and pavemgients is cited to illustrate that re- 
form in- municipal administration rather than 
enlargements for the sake of the census should 
occupy the attention of those who are really 
ambitieus for the city’s welfare. Quantity is 
not in such demand just now as quality, accord- 
ing to this view. It is said that the physical 
condition and appearance of the city have 
breught it te the front as the most un- 
kempt and worst neglected of the g#reat 
cities. Conceding that the officials having 
in charge these matters are well-meaning men, 
who try to do their full duty, the argument is 
that they are already overburdened. The needs 
of the city are too much for men with me eg 
stricted powers and sueh fragile tenure otf oifice. 
As a straw to show the direction of public feel- 
ing in the matter, the bill lately offered in the 
Assembly for the eatablishment of an independ- 
ent Street Commissioner for the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards is cited. People in 
that section are represented ag tired of waiting 
for the Park Department or Board of Public 
Works te open streets which exist only on the 
city map, and otherwise to look out for the in- 
tereats of those. who would like to know by 
sight as well as by faith whatthey are buying 
and selling in real estate. 

But the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, it is said, have been treated with excep- 
tional consideration compared with the Twelfth 
Ward. When the upper wards were annexed 
the Twelfth Ward was in vourse of rapid devel- 
opment. The favors of the City Government 
were dispensed in that section, and it enjoyed a 
thoroughly phenomenal booni. Then came the 
annexation, and with it a transfer of official 
favors to the new wards, whieh they have quite 
steadily enjoyed ever sinve. Those wards have 
grown enormously in every material respect. 
A community numerous enough fora large city, 
more populous than some of the States, has set- 
tled there since the annexation, and as a result 
of offieial benefactions. Meanwhile parts of the 
Twelfth Ward, in a section wholly south,of the 
Harlem River, have relapsed aimost into a wil- 
deruess. This proves, according to the view of 
those who use these illustrations, that even a 
cowparatively small annexation, 89 far as pop- 
ulation and diversity of interests were con- 
cerned, overburdened the city officials, who in 
trying to do for the new comers neglected the 
old, and is now in turn informed that it was a 
thankless task to help the new wards, for the 
more they received the greater became their 
needs. Now they demand a small government 
of their ewn at the expense of the whole city. 

The annexation project to be feasible must 
carry with it, its eritics think, a change in the 
form of muaricipal gevernment. At present 
the Mayor and the other officials, to 
whose care the physical requirements of 
the city are intrusted, no sooner begin 
to get an adequate conception of what 
should be done thun they have te make way for 
new officials. This is not the casein any of the 
large cities of egg Compurison has been 
made with Paris by friends of the project. Bat 
in that eity the streets and publieimprovements 
are under the charge of the Prefectof the Seine, 
an official who is allowed many years of ex- 
perience in his office, thus aequiring an ade- 
quate grasp of whatis needed, and correspond- 
ing ability to lay out intelligent plans, Gener- 
ally throughout Europe, moreover, the large 
cities have not been made by @ sudden ax- 
gz'iomeration of populous adjoining towns, but 
they represent rather the slow growth of cent- 
uries. New-York 18 comparatively a young 
city. The experiment of ruling the present re- 
atricted areu has not yet been successful enough, 
it is urged, to warrant such an immense exten- 
sion as the annexation project implies. 

‘Those parts of Broeklyn which are much in 
need of improvement would naturally at once 
become clamoreus tor it, i¢ is thought, if the 
annexation project were carried through. As 
the Twelfth Ward has been neglected for the 
sake of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, which are now aiscontented and iImpa- 
tient, it is to be presumed real estate men 
think that such attention as public improve- 
ments in Brooklyn would get would be bestowed 
solely upon the more populous sections, That 
would check development ana there would be 
more diseontent, threatening a collapse of the 
entire system. It would be much safer and 
wiser, it is urged, to take the prudent course, to 
make special effort to improve thestrects, pave- 
ments, water fronts, wharves, anu means of 
transportation witnin the present city limits, 
than to run into any sach hazardous experi- 
ment as that proposed, which might breed dis- 
satisfaction on ali sides, and which offers no 
substantial benefits any where. 

The above seems to be the average opinion of 
property owners about annexation. Asto rapid 
transit, every One hopes that. Mayor Grant's 
bill may be the means of prempt and detinite 
aetion. Tne bill, ae far as reported, appears to 
follow the suggestions to the Mayor from the 
Rapid Transit Committee of the Real Estate 
Exchange. Now that the Arcade and Metro- 
politan projects have encountered adverse de- 
cisions from the courts, there seems to be noth- 
ing serious in sight except the Mayor's bill. It 
is generally believed that the Dill embodies an 
honest expression of the Mayor’s views. 
Whether it will be found practicabie or not will, 
of sourse, depend upon its strength against legal 
difficulties and assaults. Any bill proposing a 
means of adequate rapid transit will surely en- 
counter the organized epposition of the city 
transportation companies. It is acoordiagly 
felt that the need of an aroused public sentiment 
to sustain the Mayorif his bil) shall seem to 
open the way to relief is of the utmost impor- 
tance at this time. Against any lesser support 
1ts enemies may well be feared. 

Business on the Exchange during the week 
Was quiet, and much of the property of- 
fered did not change hands. Among the pri- 
vate sales Edward T. Young sold for 8t.

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FELLOWS DISOUURAGED, 


PROBABLY’ NO MORE BOODLE TRIALS— 
_FULEGRAFF’S FAILING MEMORY. 

There will be in all probability no more 
“poodle” trials in this city, the acquittal of 
Thomas B. Kerr last Friday indicating how 
weak is the testimony which the prosecution 
has to rely upon in order to convict. The great 
expense te the ‘county, including as it dees the 
long time consumed in obtaining a jury, the 
absorbing oceupation of the District Attorney’s 
offiee to the neglect of other scarcely less im- 
portant cases, the calling of a speeial term of 
court, all to legally vindieate an alleged crimi- 
nal from blame, is not regarded by the public 
prosecutor a8 a good investment. 

Judge Daniels held court for a short time yes- 
terday in order to permit the three persons who 
were arrested for engaging in the neisy demon- 
Btration in the court room on Friday to explain 
why they should not be punished for contempt 
ef court. Chauncey Kerr, the former defend- 
ant’s brother; Ernest Quinn, his confidential 
clerk,and Henry J. Connell, the guilty ones, 
pleaded their relationship to Mr. Kerr in ex- 
tenuation of their offense, but Judge Daniels 
drew his lips together and leoked very stern. 
The exeuses were not sufficient, he said, and 


then he fined each man $25. This paid, the 
oftenders went forth with a mor eenduring re- 
spect for the dignity ot the Supreme Court. 

District Attorney Fellows came down to his 
oftice with mingled feelings concerning the re- 
suits of bis work. He was naturally by no 
mneans content, but he accepted the inevitable, 
and this, with hig severe cold, is calculated to 
make him uncomfortable to-day. He said that 
he had not yet made any arrangements con- 
cerning the extraordinary term of the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer which continues this week. 
« After such 4 verdict as that of last night,’’ he 
said, “the matter to be brought before that 
tribunal must be given more. than an hour’s 
thought.” He added that Mr. Kerr's acquittal 
did not, a8 popularly supposed, relieve nim en- 
tirely from the Distriet Attorney's office, for 
there were still indictments against him. He 
was indicted with Sharp, Foshay, Richmond, 
and Keenan for bribing Fuligraff ana Duffy. 
Thus he may Rave to answer in a suit brought 
with Duffy as the witness for the State. Kerr 
is still under $40,000 bail, the District Atterney 
said, and the discharge of his sureties would be 
opposed. 

Still, it was evident that Col. Fellows was di 
couraged, and it Wil be probapvly many months 
before Mr. Kerris cailed again tothe bar. In 
regard to the trials of Cleary and McQuade, 
which will vcour late in the Spring or the Sum- 
mer, Col. Fellows said that nothing definite had 
been arranged. MoQuade would probably be 
arraigned on June 1Sin Baliston, but nothing 
had Bh even remotely settled concerning 
Cleary. The District Attorneys in the counties 
where these trials are to take piece aro in no 
Sense anxious to study up tha testimony for 
presentation to the jury, and therefvre will rely 
upon Col. Fellows, so that when the cases are 
called there ts a probability that the public 
prosecuting office of this county will be trans- 
ferred to Saratoga County about the beginning 
of the season. 

Concerning Fullgraff, Col. Fellows as much as 
admitted that the District Attorney’s office was 
at his mercy. . He is still under bonds to appear 
whenever desired by the prosecution, but his 
usefulness in the Aldermanic cases is at an end. 
“The State,” said the District Attorney, “has 
practically relieved Fullgraff from all necessity 
of testifying in other cases after he had given 
his evidenee in the trial of Jaehne. That is, he 
was premised immunity for turning State’s evi- 
dence, and he gave thatevidence. Hence he is 
in no danger of going to prison. In regard to 
his memory, of course that is @ thing of un- 
known quantity, and the court could not pun- 
ish him for refusing te testify when he declares 
he does net remember vertain important: facts, 

Fullgraff was loitering about the District At- 
torney’s office most of the morning. While he 
did not care to express himself as pleased with 
the verdict of the night before, he did net seek 
to give anything else than a smile of satisfac- 
tion when the subject was mentioned to him. 
When he was informed that his lack of memory 
had indubitably acquitted Mr. Kerr, he said: 
“Yes, my memory is very bad, and there seems 
to be a rapid failing of it, so that [ cannot pow 
imagine what there may be left of itat the next 
trial. There is one thing about which [ am very 
sure, however, and that is if I had understoed 
what was before me when I confessed I should 
have gone to State prisonin consequence. IfI 
had been an Irishman like Duify [ should not 
have to be made a scapegoat of.” 

It was genérally known that Fuligraff had 
gone to 8t. Paul, Minn., and had there started 
in business, but the informer has had hard luck 
since he left New-York. ‘‘Before I came here 
last year,” he told a TIMES reporter, “I was 
compelled to give a power of attorney to my 
joint stock owners in the corporation in which 
[had put all my money. While I was away 
these men used the power of attorney in such a 
way ithat they [bankrupted the concern and de- 

rived me of every dollar I hadin the world. 

‘nere is to be an assignment sale March 22, and 
itis doubtful, being detained here, whether [ 
can attend it. Consequently I shall have to be- 
gin my business life again, as poor as I was 30 
years ago.”

There is no doubt, added Mr. Hughes, that 
the health offielails made an unwarranted and 
arbitrary use of the pewer vested in them, and 
that Mr. 8mith ana hie family suffered greatly 
because of 1t. For this reason the agent laid 
formal complaints before Sir Ambrose Shea, 
Governor of the Bahamas, and last week an ae- 
knowledgment was received, announcing that 
the papers would receive due consideration 9s 
soon as the Gevernor returned from a gunboat 
cruise around the-islands. Mr. Hughes says 
that no such trouble had ever oceurred before, 
and it is very unlikely to oceur again.

‘THE UNION’S RESOLUTION TAKING EFe 


FECT—DETROIT ATHLETIC CLUB AF- 
FAIRS—A BILL TO LEGALIZE BOXING, 
The resolution which was passed at the 
meeting of the Board of Managersof the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union of the United States, held 
in Washingtom on March 2, is already having 
its effect upon the athletes who had been barred 
from eompeting in the union’s games by whas 
has been known as the union’s boycott resolu- 
tion passed Aug. 25,1888. That resolution de- 
élared that all athletes who competed undet 
the rules of the National Association of Ama- 
teur Athletes of America should be barred from 
competing in union games. By the resolution 
passed on March 2 athletes so barred will nayo 
an opportunity to apply to the union 
for remission of penalty until April 15 next. 
This |s the host important step which 
has been taken in athletics for some timo, and 
the result will be watched with interest by 


those who are powerful in this branch of sport. 
It is evidently the purpose of the union to al- 
low to all athletes who have been thus barred 
from its contests ap opportunity to beeome re- 
instated, so that it cannot be again charged 
against the union that the athletes have been 
made to suffer by its action last Fall. The 
committée appointed to look after the applica- 
tions for remission of penalty reports that 
several have been received. Applications 
should be made to F. W. Janssen, Post Office 
Box 125, this city, 

All persons interested in atnletics who at- 
tended the Amateur Athletic Union’s meeting 
in Detroit last year were very favorably im- 
pressed with the Detroit Athletic Club, under 
whose Managewent practically the games were 
given. and the rapid growth of that organization 

as been the subject of much favorable com- 
ment in athletie circles, [ts membership list, 
numbering 500, comprises the names of De- 
troit’s first young men, who have been the pio- 
neers 1n popularizing athletic sports in their 
city. An annual meeting of the club 
was held last week. In his address 
Presi@ent F. W. Eddy expressed great sat- 
isfaetion with the club’s present standing and 
bright prospects. It has been the policy of the 
governing, members to develop all possible in- 
terest in every branch of amateur ataletics, and 
to this policy is attributed the brilliant suc- 
cesses Of the organization. The limit of mem- 
bership has been reached, and it is now pro- 
posed toincrease the membership to 800, and 
alse raise the amount of thé annual dues from 
$10 to $15 or $18. The club has a well-equipped 
clubhouse, and is looking forward to the time 
when it willown itsown grounds and be upon 
a firmer finapeial basis than it is at present. 
The officers elected are as follows: Presiadent— 
F. W. Eddy; Vice-President—F. BE. Snow; Secra- 
tary—A. M. Parker; Treasuror—G. J. McMechan; 
Captain—N. G. Williams, Jr.; Directors—T. B. 
Preston, F. Joy, E. H. Neison, and W. C. Johuson. 

The recent election in the New-York Athletic 
Club showed in the contest between Mr. Otto 
Ruhl and Mr. Walter G. Schufler for the office 
of Vice-President that while Mr. Ruhl is one of 
the most popular men in the club, receiving 
mere votes than any opposition candidate has 
ever received heretofore, the majority of the . 
Members favor pushing vigorously the athiet- 
ics In the organization to the front. The fight 
between the supporters of the two men nar- 


rowed down from a question of popu- 
larity to the oné of making the ath- 
letic feature more important than the 


social side, and it resulted in a victory for 
those whose object in the club is to make 
everything subservient to athletics. Mr. Runl’s 
name was proposed for the office of Vica- 
President against his will, and he says he ts 
pleased with the result, as he only consented 
to run on account of his friends. Mr. Rubi is 
somewhat dispieased at the coloring which hag 
been put upon an interview he had with a mem- 
ber ef the Manhattan Athletic Club. The sub- 
ject discussed was the present prospects for an 
amicable settlement of the differences between 
the Amateur Athletic Union and the National 
Association of Amateur Athieties of America. 
Mr. Ruhl, who is the Secretary of the A. A. U., 
denies the existence of the N. A. A. A. A. as@ 
lawful athletic body, and says that when the 
A. A, U. is ready to reeognize the N. A. A. A. A., 
then will be the time for considering plans for 
bringing about a union of the two national 
associations, 

The differences between the two athletic or- 
ganizations contesting iu the courts for the title 
of National Cross-Country Asso¢iation are 
merely a phase of the strife between the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union and the N. A. A. A. A. The 
annual championships of both cross-country as- 
sociations are set for Saturday, April 27. and 
this will make it impossible for the athletes of 
the rival associations to meet. 

A bill to legalize boxing competitions in New- 
Jersey when given under the auspices of a 
recognized athletic club will be introduced into 
the New-Jersey Legislature this week, at the 
instance of the Scottish-American Athietic 
Club of Jersey City and New-Jersey Atbietie 
Club of Bergen Point. This moveon ihe part 
of these two clubs is the resuit of the polices 
interference in the boxing competitions 
of the Hillside Athletic Clab a_ short 
time ago. The two clubs. referred to 
are of high standing, particularily the 
Scottish-American Athietic Club, but it 
is doubtrul if they will succeed in 
their attempt. Under laws which now exist in 
New-Jersey and this State amateur boxing 
competitions held under the auspices of a 
well-known athietic club will be allowed if the 
contests are plainly for scientific points only, 
and are so managed that there is no danger ef a 
knock-out blow being struck. Tne champion< 
Ships of the Varuna Boat Club of Brookiyn, 
heid during the Winter, are illustrations of 
pretty exhibitions of what is generally termed 
the “manly art of self-defense.” Inthe box- 
ing championships of the Amateur Athletic 
Union to be held this week there will be mans 
contests, and they will be very lively, but they 
will all be friendly, and the most scientific ath- 
letes will be given the decisions by the 
judges. Knoek-outs will be prevented, 

The entry of Patrick Cahill of the Seottish- 
American Athletic Club of Jersey City in the 
boxing championships of the Amateur Athletic 
Union will give to the contest between middle- 
weights an especial charm. Cahill is the chaw- 
pion amateur boxer in his class, and ts a tine 
athlete, as has been demonstrated repeatedly in 
previous contests. 

The next meeting of the Amateur Athletic 
Union will be held March 23, the date of the 
union’s second annual boxing, wrestling, and 
fencing championships, which will be held in 
the Metropolitan Opera House. Two new clubs 
have applied for admission to the union—tne 
Scottish-Americans of Jersey City and the New- 
burg Athletic Club. The eleetion of these te 
membership wiil increase the number of clubs 
belonging to the union to 33. 

The Buffalo Athietic Club has leased Lisder- 
tafel Hall, at Washington and Mohawk streets, 
Buffalo, for a term of yearg, and will convert it 
into @ gymnasium, secohd to none in the 
western part of this State. The membership of 
the club is new about 325.

Tho celebrated feast te which he 
invited his brother Lucius cost 3,000 ses- 


tertia, or £40,350. Suetonius relates that 
it consisted ef 2,000 different dishes of fish 
and 7,000 of fowls, and this did not ex- 
haust the bill offare. His daily food was 
luxurious and varied beyond precedent. 
The deserts of Lybia, the shores of Spain, 
and the waters of the Carpathida seas were 
diligently ‘searched té- furnish his 
table with dainties, while the savage 
wilds ef Britain had to bear their parti 
replenishing his larder, Had he cdaved 
Jong Josephus says that he would have ex- 
hausted the wealth of the Roman Empire 
itself. Alius Verus, another of these 
werthies, was equally profuse in the ex- 
travagance of his suppers. It is said that 
a single entertainment, to which only @ 
dozen guests were invited, cest 6,000,000 
sesterces—6,000 sestertia, that is—or near- 
ly £48,500, History relates that his whole 
life was passéd eating and drinking in 
the voluptuous retreats of Daphne or 
at the Iluxurious hanaucty of -An- 
tioch. So profuse, indged, whs the 
extravagance of these times that 
to entertain an Emperor was io face 
almost certain ruin; one dish alone at the 
table of Heliogabalas is said to have cost 
about £4,000 of our money. No wonder 
these imperial feasts were lengthened out 
for hours, and that every artifice, often re- 
volting im’ the extreme, was used to pro- 
long the pleasure of eating, or that Philox- 
enus should have wished that he had’ the 
threat of @ erane with a delicate palate all 
thé way down. ' One dees not like to asso- 
ciate the-name of Julius Cesar with habits 
of lew gluttony that would disgrace a prize 
fighter, and yet, if our memory does not 
play us false, even he did net disdain to 
take emetics to return to his banquets with 
& keen appotite.—Zhé National Review.

Tur Puystcat TRAINING OF THE AMERI- 
GaN SOLDIER,—If asked in what does the 
physical training of tie American soldier 
consist, the writer should be compelled to 
answer thas, other than a modicum of 
drill, there ia none. To laymen this dec- 
latation may be astounding, but it is not 
the less true. The dangerous and difficult 
duty which igils to our treops upon the 
Western plains is not, properly speaking, 
physical training, which should precede 
and fit. them. for that service, In recrea- 
tive.exereises we are, toe, sadly deficient. 


With the exception of an occasional game 
of bastball; in which possibly 3 per cent. 
of the command participate, how rarely do 
We see our enlisted mén tygage in any 
out-door sports or pastimes! As Yor educa- 
tional exercises, “none ‘are prescribed. 
Swimming, which is both recrtative 
and educational, and shou!d be comptilsory, 
is seldom practiced, évén wwhen the oppor- 
tunity offers. Thé newly-joined recruit is 
put through thé “setting-up” apd squad 
drill for a week or two, by which time he 
gets his Springtteld rifle, and, ewing to the 
scarcity of men, often goes on ettard befers 
he Has learned to salute Bropery- This 
scarcity is ptincipally due to the amall 
companies and scattered condition of onr 
little army, ahd, in part, to the large nuin- 
ber of men émployed on extta_and daily 
duty. The latter practice ‘is tife bame of 
thé service. The soldier's former occupation 
is entered upon his descriptive list at the 
time of enlistment, and, if a carpenter, 
blacksmith, tinner, brickmason, plumber, 
painter, or teamster, the post Quartérmas- 
ter has him detailed on extra or daily duty 
in that capacity befere he has learned to 
depress his toes. If a farmer or baker, he 
becomes the victim: of the pasi Treasurer 
and passes his enlistment in the post gar- 
dén or bakory. A clérk, and his own 
Captain captares him, to make out the coin. 
pany papers, unless, indeed, the post Adju« 
tant forestal him and put the man at work 
upon the post returns. This officer, if Ad- 
jutant of his regiment;is on ‘the hlert for re- 
cruits with musical tastes (whom hé assigns 
to the. regimental band) and printers, The 
pest Surgeon laysin wait fer twoor more 
quiet men of neat appearance and negative 
qualities for hospital attehdants, ahd those 
who are net detailed as company cooks and 
kitchen assistants become the prey of the 
post police officer, and pass their days in 
diggimg ditches and raking dead leaves. 
Our soldier is evérything but a soldier. 
Verily, instead of the device of crossed 
eannen, sabres, or riflas, by which the sey- 
eral arms of tlie servi¢e ate distinguished, 
he should bear a shorel salient athwart a 
raké rampant, as insighia of his profession 
or occupation!—2ie United Service.

ToBacco AS A DISINFECTANT.—Tho habit 
of smoking is not one that commends Ptself 
te every person. With those who abstain 
from it we find no fault; but for that great 
number in the community who indtige in 
the weed it may be interesting te know, as 
the result of scientific inquiry, that tobacco 
is not quite so black as it is frequently 
painted. Tobacco may not rank as a public 
benefacter, but, from what has recently 
been disclosed, it may lay claim to be some- 
what of the nature of a general sanitarian. 
There is a popular notion, especially among 
the smoking portion of the community, 
that tobacea smoke acts as a disinfectant; 


this elaim, however, is, we believe,- not 

enerally supported by medical men. 

ut it has now béen shown, from the 
investigations and experiments of an Italian 
Professor, Dr. Vincenzo Tassinari, assistant 
at the Hygiene Institute of the University 
ef Pisa, that tobacco smoke is to a certain 
extent an anwihilater of disease by its ac- 
tion upen the ¢grewth ef bacilli. Dr. Tassi- 
hari has takén great pains to demonstrate 
its utility in that direction, and constructed 
special apparatus for the purpose. In order 
to imitate as closely as possible the process 
going onin the human mouth duting the 
inhalation of smoke, Dr. Tassinari passed 
tobacco smoke through a horizontal tube 
into a chamber kept meist by a bunch of wet 
cotton Wool suspended in it and containing, 
besides, a ‘culture’ or growth of ~ gap 
o 
tobaceo smoke. He used in his experimenta 
the vatious qualities of manufactured to- 
bacco most generally smoked in Italy—that 
is to say, the large Virginia cigar, the large 
Cavoar cigar, the smali Cavour cigar, and 
the best cigarette tobacce. ‘The action of 
all these was tried severally upen seven 
knewn kinds of bacteria—namely, the so- 
called cholera bacillus, the cattle distemper 
bacillus, pus coseus, Finkler-Prior bacteria, 
the bacilli of typhus and pleuro-pneu- 
monia, and finally, tho bacillus of blue 
pus. We say advisedly, the “se-called 
cholera bacillus,” Hecause its existence is 
net yét positively preved. “The results 
obtained by Dr. ‘Tassinari were most 
remarkable, and amply repaid him fer his 
trouble, the experinionts showing unmistak- 
ably that tébacce smoke considerably re- 
tards the dévelopment ef some varieties of 
bacteria, while it effectually prevents the 
development of others. Dr. Tassinari car- 
tied his investigations further, actually 
fixing the length of time during which the 
devélopment ef bacteria is prevented. By 
comparing experimentally the growth of 
thé same micro-organisms when not ex- 
posed to thé retarding action of tobacco 
amoke with their development when so 
exposed, it was found that the smoke 
ef the large Cnvour cigar, for im- 
stance, délayed the development of 
pus bacilli for 72 hours, and of cattle- 
distemper bacilli for a hundred hours, and 
that the same smoke prevented the forma- 
tien of cholera and typhus bacilli entirely 
in fact, acted as a gormacide. Similar re- 
sults were obtained in the experiments with 
other desetiptions of manufactured tobac- 
¢o. Pr. Tassinari attributes this annihilat- 
ing effect of tebaeco smoke upan bacteria 
to the action of the chemical elements con- 
tained in it. He proposes to carry on fur- 
ther experimeuts with regard especially to 
the action of tebacce smoke upon the bacil- 
lus of tuberculosis, and if these should prove 
as conclusive as those he has made with the 
micro-organisms named, consumptive pa- 
tieuts may be benefited from a hygienic 
point of view. At any rate, the highly-im- 
portant results of the curious observations 
of Dr. Tassinari, while they are of great in- 
terest fo laymen, both smokers and nox- 
smokers, deserve that careful attention of 
the medical profession which the, will no 
doubt receive.—Chambers’s Journal.

questions, men are apt to take cunning 
hrases for answers; and that the limita- 
ion of our faculties, in a great number of 
¢éases, renders real answers to such ques- 
tions not merely actually impossible, but 
theoretically inconceivable. Philosophy 
and history having laid hold of me in this 
eccentric fashion, have never loosened their 
grip. I have ne pretension te be an expert | 
in either subject; but the turn fer philo- 
sophical and historical reading, which ren- 
dered Hamilton and Guizot attractive to 
me, has not only tilled many lawful leisure 
hours, and still more sleepless ones, with | 
the repose of changed mental oecupation, 
but has not infrequently disputed my preper ;

science. In this way I have feund it 
sible to cover a good deal of ground in 
the territory of philesophy; and all the 
more easily that I have never cared much 
about A’s or B’s opinions, but have rather 
eng tg to know what answer he had to give 
to the questions I had to put to him—that 
of the limitation of possible knowledge 
being the chief.

‘earnest, conscientious, and, it must be 
m injudicieus pioneer ina great 
task,” and Mr. Ford enters some protest. 

ainst * the wholesale and indiscriminate 
charges of interested metives” that have 
Sean kaduats against him. For many of 
the changes and omissions Sparks, he says, 
is not to be Sepmee for his correspondents 
often misled him wilfully as well as unin- 
tentionally; his copyists and proofreaders 
were liable to err; while in other 
instances Nay pe he depended upon a printed 
version the letters were mutilated before 
they reached his hands. But Mr. Ford 
ofters no excuses for those changes of dic- 
‘tion which Mr. Sparks felt called upon to 
‘make in the letters ro ‘beeause Wash- 
ingten himself late in life carefully cor- 
Pe pe some of his earlier letters. He suf- 

eauy Zegrett that in consequence of this 
/petion by Sparks the “young Celonel of a 

rginia regiment serving inthe colenial 
wars writes with the ame maturity of 
‘style and thought asthe President of the 
-established Republic.” 

The plan adopted by Mr. Ford is the re- 
verse of the Sparks plan. He has desired 
toreturn tothe original whenever it has 
been possible, and thus to five the letters 
“as they were first written by Washington, 
with ali their uncouth construction of sen- 
tences, curious use of werds, old style of 
capitalization, and frequent abbreviations, 
the varieus spellings of proper names, even 
of words in ordinary use, and the awkward 
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punctuation, se often calculated to confuse 
and mislead.” While admitting that in 
adopting this course he may have erred as | 


much in ene directien as Mr. Sparks did in | 
another, heis able te plead “the uire- 
ments of the modern historical method, de- 
manding fuliness and accuracy of detail 
even to an. extreme, not to mention the 
serious obstacles that any middle course 
would have entailed.” : 

But the distinctive merit of the new edi-. 
tion must be its fullness, since it is asserted 
that fer every letter eeneee by Sparks ten 
are now available. r. Ford has, however, 
encountered some obstacles. In acknowl- 
edging the assistance he has; reeeived from 
owners ef eriginal letters, he states that 
many rebuffs have at the same time re- 
warded his researches; he has in fact 
“been denied access to some very important 
collections of Washington letters.” Possi- 
bly when this edition has been completed 
fin all the splendor of its 14 volumes the 
persons who manifested this spirit may be 
sorry and ashamed. 

At the point where the present volume 
closes Washington had written his last let- 
ter to Gov. Dinwiddie frem the Indian 
frontier. aving the army, be then retired 
to Mount Vernon, stricken with fever and 
dysentery and fer four months was unable 
to resume his command. These were his 
days as a young Colonel in the Virginia 
colonial army, and the letters show him in a 
more interesting light than those which 
readers usually see. A long letter to the 
Earl of Loudoun cleses with a paragraph 
that is exquisite for its old-time courtesy. 

« And now, my Lord, how to apologise to your 
lordship fer assuming a freedom which must 
(at any rate) give you trouble, [ kaow not, un- 
less an affectionate seal to serve my country, 
steady attachment to her interests, the Aonor of 
arms, and crying grievances she plea nen J 
under, will plead an excuse, till I am so happy 
as to have an opportunity of testifying in per- 
son how much I admire your lordship’s char- 
aeter, and with what profound respect I nave 
the honor to be,”’ 


A letter to Gov. Dinwiddie after the de- 
feat of Braddock contains the follewing ac- 
count ef that celebrated engagement: 


““When we came te the place we were at- 
tacked (very unexpeetedly) by abort 300 
French and Indians. Our numbers consisted of 
about 1,300 well-armed men, chiefly regulars, 
who were immediately struck with such an in- 
conceivable ic that nething but confusion 
and disobedienee of orders prevailed among 
them. The eers in general behaved with in- 
comparable bravery, for which they greatly 
suffered, there being nearly 60 killed and 
Mg on Ay large proportion out of the number

“The Virginia cempanies behaved like men 
and died like soldiers; for I believe eut of three 
companies that were on the ground that day 
scarce thirty men left alive. Capt. Peyroney and 
all his officers, dewn te a Corporal, were killed; 
Capt. Polson nad almost as b @ fate, for only 
oné of his escaped. In short, the dastardly be- 
havior ef the ony an 19 troops (so called) exposed 
those who wore inclined to do their duty te al- 
most certain death; and, at length, in despite 
of every effort to the contrary, broke and ran 
as sheep before houads, leaving the artillery, 
ammunition, provisions, Baggage. and, in 
short, everything a prey to theenemy. And 
when we endeavored to rally them, in hopes of 
regaining thé ground and what we had left 
mpoa it, it was with as little auceoss as If we 
had attempted to have stopped the wild bears 
of the mountains or rivulets with our feet, for 
they would break by in spite of every effert 


that could bo m to prevent it.” 
The Eesakbees of ep following z e 
from a letter to his elder brother, John 
longs surely to the youthful years of 
ashington:

Yet the volume is one that takes a 
place by good right in every library well 
appoin with works on_the fine arts. 
ery properly the many Flemish artists 
whe pushed their fortunes in France re- 
ceive attention, nor are the great Italians 
forgot who were invited by suecessive 
kings to decerate their palaces and 
lay a foundatien for native art. 
Maria de Medicis, wife of Henry IV., 
was active in patronage ef Flemish 
artists as wellas Italian. The great quan- 
tity of Rubens pictures now in the Louvre 
owe their existence to this Queen. In the 
course of time Flemish overcame Italian in- 
fluence and impressed its mark on native 
painters. To the sixteenth, seventeenth, 
and eighteenth centuries Mrs. Stranahan 
devotes 125 pages, but to those of this 
eentury 355. The proportion is none too 
large for our own epoch, since France has 
never been so prolific in the fine arts as 
since the revolution. 

In the review ef modern work Mrs. Strana- 
han even saysa good word fer the lmpres- 
sionists. ‘‘ The strangest effects are seen in 
their figures and portraits, in the sacrifice 
of form, which coler given in ‘patch’ in- 
volves.” ‘Perspective is the great difficalty 
of their strong lightsand modeling can hard- 

be effected without gradations of shade. 

t is, indeed, a difficult problem with whic 
they struggle, fer unyielding science does 
not supply to artists the eelors of nature. 
Implacable, she imprisers them within lim- 
its, affording them neither nature’s height 
of lights ner nature’s depth of shadows.’ 

‘This reduced scale, this lowered key, renders 
absolute reality of eolers impossible to paint- 
ng. But it seftens harshnesses and sharp 
brilliancies afd leaves the essential expression, 
the reality of impressien, still attainable. 
Struggling for this in a higher degtee, perhaps, 
than these manacies ef science will allow, 
many ef these artists show all the qualities 
required for true art. In rendering their sub- 
jects they are both moved and moving, im- 
‘pressed and impressing, and have a knowledge 
of the laws of color, of even its con- 
trasts, complements, and irradiations, ana 
wuder asky dulied by cloud or fog often pro- 
duce unquestioned effeets, but colors in fuil 
sunlight are bafflingte them. They see and re- 
produce blues in the shadows, and in many of 
their landscapes light blue and purple besome 
the predominating hue; but it is true that at the 
distance all falls into place, the blues 
become mist or simply distance, the pinks 
lightly tinged by some refracting medium—and 
all ia, indeed, a pleasing landscape.”’ 

Although mever very easy as a writer, 
Mrs. Stranahan has abstained from fine 
writing, preferring to make plain state- 
ments or reflect the criticiem of Frenchmen 
asin the abeve quotatien. Only in the 
last few pages is she tempted into ernate 
periods. er beok is am extremely useful 
and well-balanced history of modern 
French painting. 


A PHILOSOPHER AS POLITI-

Those who know the writer of “The 
Philosophy of the Unconscious” merely as 
the auther of the most widely read philo- 
sophical work in German of the present 
epoch, but are not very familiar with that 
work itself, may be surprised te learn that 
he writes a great deal for periodicals in the 
German Empire and Austria en current 
political affairs. He has just reprinted in a 
volume of 400 pages a number of essays on 
the internal questions that have agi- 
tated Germany between 1881 and 1887, 
the pelitical parties, economical reforms, 
trade regulations, socialistic and relig- 
ious troubles, free trade and protection, 
and matters of corresponding import. This 
takes a goed half of the book. As an intro- 
duction he has reprinted papers on military 
and political points during and just after 
the war with France, and as a conclusion 
he has added a section on ‘‘ The Present 
Political Situation of the World,” in which 
he discusses with great acuteness the situa- 
tion of Germany over against France, then 
at ater length the position of Russia, 
and finally the value of the British Empire 
as am ally or foe in the coming confliet. 

But those who have read ‘‘The Phileso- 
phy of the Unconscious” will easily recog- 
nize that there is nothing incomgruous in 
ven Hartmann’s exoursiens inte the field of 
tgp politics. For that work differs 
ote colo trom the ordina Fox age ce 
preduet of the German mind, being greatly 
influenced by modern advances in science, 
and having for one of its strongest charac- 
teristics a material practical spirit in con- 
tradistinctien to the dreamyj atmosphere 
ef German metaphysics. Itis, in fact, a very 
physical philosephy in which the super- 
natural merely appears as manifesta- 
tions of laws which we do not yet un- 
derstand, but may hope to some day, when 
bert will be discovered to be very simple 
and natural. Von Hartmann is the pos- 
seasor of that rare thing among Germans—a 
yore icuous and net inelegant style, which 

n all probability accounts for the vast pop- 
ularity of bis ‘Philosophy of the Uncon- 
scious’ rather than anything very novel 
which he has added to the positions as- 
sumed by Schopenhauer. This gift stands 
him in good stead when writing on politics 
and pelitical economy, and, since he prints 
in Roman letters instead of the German 
“*black letter,” his essays are particularly 
t be commended to foreigners who are not 
strong eneugh in German to read the works 
of less skillful men. In many respects these 
essays and leading papers resemble similar 
efforts of Englishmen, those which appear 
in the lighter monthlies and fortnightlies, 

or in such weeklies as the Saturday Keview. 

The last part, which deals with the most 
‘recent European politics, will naturally 
‘find more readers than the ehapters on the 
workings of parties and principles within 
the German Empire. Von Hartmann is a 
Bismarckian in arn agg so much so, in- 
deed, that he sounds as if he were reflect- 
ing the opinion of the Iron Chancellor.

hether von Hartmann is im direct 
relations with Bismarck or not is of small 
importance; he is a very able adjutant in 
the upper press who makes it his pleasure 
if not his duty to strive by arguments to 
convince foreign readers and the diseon- 
tented in Austria and Germany that it is to 
the profit of the surrounding nations te 
stand neutral if they will not join Ger- 
many in assimilating the provinces torn 
sepa the will of the inhabitants from 

'rance. He argues for the league of na- 
tions against Russia and France, the twe 
bugbears of Bismarck’s dreams. 

“Should the Bismarckiin stateeraft succeed 
in uniting all the European powers except Rus- 
sia and ‘ance, the latter countries weuld at 
last perceive the uselessness and jmpotency of 
the ruinous inerease of their milifary establish- 
ments, and from seeing the resultiessness of 
their projects weuld begin to diminish their 
preparations for war, beeause the peaseful 
eharacter of the European League would guar- 
antee them against the need of defending them- 
selves. Then, of course, the partners in the 
League of Peace would fellow proportionally in 
lessening their war establishments, and the 
long-desired and dreamed-or disarmament of 
Europe might becomes reality. But the de- 
fensive powers of the European League would 
always have to hold an unquestioned supert- 
ority to the combined forces of the aggressive 
natiens,-otherwise Europe would be precipi- 
tated once more suddenly into an epoch of 
wars.” 

Whatever may be theught of von Hart- 
mann as a politician, whether he be a 
simple philesopher, uttering naivetés 
mixed with maxims the most positivist, or 
a tool of the Prussian statesman, his book 
is full of light on the internal and foreign 
policy of Germany. An abridged trangla- 
tion into English would be an axcellent 
thing to‘have. While some of it isof no 
interest.save to Germans, and there is much 
repetition, a good half of the book is worthy 
of a foreign dress.

A HANDY KEFHERENOE BOOK. 

THE ENOCYOLOPZAXDIO DICTIONARY. A New 
aad Original Work of Reference to all the Worda 
inthe English Language. Full Accountof Their 
Origin, Meaning, Pronunciation, and Use.

When one loeks at a dictionary of the 
present day, in which the resources of 
typography have been taxed, the question 
comes why we might not always have had 
such potent aids to legibility and economy 
of space. Fashion rules bookmaking for 
the appearance of the page as well as the 
covers of a book. It used to give publishers 
the shivers to suggest that many kinds ef 
type could be used in the same column 
without loss of grace or dignity, and the 
fashion that was proper to a work of litera- 
ture made itself felt in books which were 


nothing mere than tools for the reader and 
writer. Yet the early printers understood 
well enough the paventags of meng heovy 
and light agence fog a d and fine letters. 
‘We en’ be said to be returning to their 
wise ordering of pages rather than _invent- 
ing anything radically new. The Encyelo- 
pedic Dictionary, whick is now brought to 
a homcasien after nearly ten years, has the 
benefit of the revival of common sense with 
regard to typography, and presents a vast 
arent of information within reasonable 
mits. 

Each bound volume is a quarto ef from 
800 to 400 pages, arranged in seven paris, 
two volumes to a part, and offers a page 
cecanere with much wisdom in such a way 
as toshow at aglance the word that issought. 
A word like “above” has its compounds 
“ above-board,” ‘‘above-deck,”  ‘‘above- 
ground” net only separate, but in the same 
bold-faced types. It is treated under A as a 
Lists icemgtoine under B asan adverb. But the 
Various senses under this sub-division are 
given in paragraphs to themselves, with 

ollowing lines well indented to keep them 

clear, and matter of less immediate impor- 
tancein ‘‘ agate’ types of greater; or less 
breadth oof face, sometimes small 
eneugh to be _ called ‘ diamond.” 
Italics of different calibre are also 
used. The consequence is that the column 
(there are three to ,the page) is very open 
with jndentations and incomplete lines, 
thus making it easy for the eye torun 
up und down to seize the main word or the 
word in that Syueaist sense which may be 
sought for. Pictures are introduced not 
unfrequently, and diagrams, calculations, 
and quotations ia verse are given with a 
wise allowance of space. This makes the 
Encyclopedic Dictionary far less fatiguing 
to use than works that follow the old method 
of crowding information into the least pos- 
sible space, yet wasting a good deal of sur- 
face by keeping to bigger type. Im all like- 
lihoed the needs of the daily journal have 
had much todo with the modern develop- 
ments in this regard. 

This Dictionary makes a specialty of 
archaic, obsolete, and dialectic words, par- 
ticularly those of Scotland found in Burns 
and Walter Soott. It tries to condense 
@ ‘great deal of the information of a 
oyclopedia without losing sight of its aim 
as a dictionary. The number of words 
given is said to be 180,000. It may be 
safely recommended for its handiness and 
cempleteness, for its large stock of Ameri- 
can terms, modern, technical, and scien- 
tific words, and for the thorough 
scholarship that has presided over 
nearly bag department. The work has 
been put through, slowly but well, by 
Dr. R. Hunter, who began his work in 
1872 and eSaght out the first half volume, 
(Vol. [., Part I.,) in 1879. He was as- 

isted by John Williams, M. A., late scholar 
of Trinity, Oxferd, and 8S. Herrtage, B. A. 
Many ethers contributed work on special 
prs bag and are duly mentioned in the 
Rreuace published with the iast velume. 
‘This also contains much that is interest- 
ing about lexicons and special dictionaries. 
as Well as an appendix with brief lists of 
elassical words, proverbs, and quotations 
in living and dead tengues.

JERUSALEM'S HOLY PLACES 


QUARRELS OF OHRISTIAN 
SHOTS OVBR THEM. 

THE PORTE OBLIGED TO EEEP THE 
PEACE BETWEEN CONTENDING FAC- 
TIONS—SPURIOUS HOLY RELICS. 

Discussion over the proprietorship of 
the holy plaees in Jerusalem, beginning with 
the Crusades, never will have an end. The fol- 
lowing article from the Levant Herald and 
Eastern Express, notwithatanging its Islamitisb 
coloring, will be found of intérest: 

“The greater part of the Jews tn Jerusalem 
are those who have been expelled frem Russia 
by. that delightful Government which Mr. 
Robert Lowe (before he became a lord and 
learned oecasionally to hold his tonguc) called 
the ‘‘father of the fatheriess and the defender 
of the oppressed.” Krouted, imprisoned, and 
murdered, and the remnant thrust across the 
Russian frontier, the poor creatures have come 
in hundreds to Jerusalem enly to find them- 
selves worse off than ever. And the joke of it 
is that the very Russian Government which 
created their banishment is new daily using 
them as a convenient pretext fer fastenixg 
grievances on the Turkish authorities. Holy 


Russia first expels her Jews and then pretects 
them. It is ingenious and eharavteristie. 

“If the Jews do not appear to advantage in 
Jerusalem, neither do the Christians. /Lalesting 
is the rendezvous of all the Christian sects, and 
the Moly City with its hely plaees is the point 
to whioh they ail converge with the greatest 
perseverance, and where their deadly hatred of 
each other is most apparent. They each havea 
share in the holy pinces—that is te say, in the 
places which are held to be hely because they 
pre identified with some notable event in Chria- 
tian history—which the Turkish Government 
has allowed them to divide between them. 
Each sect mMagnities the holiness of its own par- 
ticular holy places, aad decries these of ail 
other seets. Thus the Latin Chureh attaehes 
much importance to the 14 ‘stations of the 
cress’ extending along the Via Deleross, 
through which Our Saviour carried his cross 
to Golgotha. They have accerdingly marked 
eaeh station by a stone in the wali with ay 
inscription thereon. The Greeks, however, 
think nothing of these stations, and having be- 
come tke owners ef a house in which the niath 
station is markea@ they have proeeeded at once 
ame! and triumphantly to efface the Latino 

nseription. The Latins, however, have got 
ever With them in ayother place. The Greeks 
have made a saint of Longinus, the Roman 
soldier whe is reputed to have pierced our 
Baviours side and then to have repented and 
beeome a Christian, aad they have set upa 
chapel to him. But the Latins declare him to 
have been bo saint at ali, assert that he was 
never heard of till the fifth century, and when 
they have their processions they contem ptucus- 
ly pass the Chapel! of &t. Longinus without even 

aying him the compliment of stopping before 

t as they do befure all places of reputea 
sanctity. 

“The struggle over these holy places is very 
bitter. There sre even opposition holy places. 
Thus the Latins possess what they hold to be 
the Garden of Ge‘hsemane, which they have 
fenced and planted, and the very olivestones 
whereof they sell at a great price to the faitn. 
ful to make rosaries withal But the Greeka 
have set up another Garden of Gethsemane otf 
their own bard by, and Latins and Greeks each 
deneunce the garden of the others as a swindle 
and imposture. As to the more important hely 
Places, which are agreed upon as genuine by 
all the sects—such as the place of the Holy 
Sepulchre—these are oecupied in common. in 
the chapel of the Holy Sepulchre itself for 
instance—a narrow place in which there 
is barely room for three people to stand—therse 
burn 43 silver lamps. Of these, 13 Delong to 
the Latins, 13 to the Greeks, 13 to the Armec- 
nians, and 4 to the Coptie Christians. Even 
here the sects weuld fight but for the Turkish 
authorities—indeed they de fight; and the most 
edifying of all the sights that the Chureh ef the 
Holy Sepulchre has to afferd is that of the stolia 
armed Turkish guard, seated smoking inside 
the poreh to prevent the Christians fromeutting 
each other’s throats over their diiferences. 

“ These quarrels are not eceasional, they are 
perpetual, and take place over tae most ridicu- 
lous trifles, so that the Turkestan Government 
(now represented by Reouf Pasha, the most 
popular Governor Jerusalem has had for many 
years,) is daily driven to its wit’s end to under- 
stand and to sompose the most childish dia- 
putes. One ef these squabbles has resently 
raged with great virulence. At Bethlehem, 
over the spot reputed te be the birthplace of 
our Saviour, there stands a church. Formerly 
it belonged te the Greek Christians alene, but 
some years ago the Armenians and Latius 
were admitted to a joint propristorship, which 
they still enjoy. Now, in this cbhureh there 
18 @ plaee seovered by ao straw mat and over 
this atraw mat a terrible battle has been wage. 
Tbe Latins, so far as I can gather, complain that 
in some manner their right of way is interfered 
with by the mat to an extent whieh on inquiry 
proved to be 18 inches, The Armenians dee¢lare 
that they will rather perish than move the mat 
or have it touched, Both parties here appealed 
tothe Pasha. The Pasha’s common-sense sug- 
gestion that 18 inches shall be cut off the mat 
has been treated with derision by both sides, 
aad the dispute seems iikely to continue for- 
ever, and to da to the stock of grievances 
which one seet is here always storing up against 
the other. Meantime the Turkish soldiers have 
to be posted in the church with fixed bayonets 
to keep the peace between the Ohristians. 

“The most remarkable feature avout all tbis 
is that the disputes are waged over Prmmeteney 
in or pssession of holy places, all of which are 
of doubtful authenticity, while seme of them 
are undoubtedly spurious. The Holy Sepul- 
chre itself is, as recent researches made by 
pious men have shown, in ali probability not 
that tomb eutside of the city ‘wherein was 
never man yet iaid,’ which it professes to be. 
The late Gen. Gordon, who lived here long in 
order to investigate these very matters, was 
convineed that the real Golgotha and the real 
Sepuichre lie outside tae present wall, near 
to Damascus Gate. And, to crown all, it is moat 
doubtful whether the spot now sovered over 
with the split marble slab which all pilgrims 
devoutly Kiss, containsany hewn sepuichre at 
all The same doubt covers almost every one 
ef the holy places. But it is of no consequences 
atall. The melancholy truth is that ali theses 
holy places are a matter of commerce. Haeh 
one of them is 4#n annuity to the sect to which 
it belongs. besides bringing to it an increase of 





importance and lee ger Therefore aoly piaees 
are waltiplied and will centinue to be muliti- 
plied go long as the faithful eontinue their re- 
spect for and their offerings to them. 

“The Protestants are, [am glad to say, the 
least quarrelsome among the Christian sects rep- 
resented here. That is partly perhaps because 
they are least numerous, but largely because 
they have no special holy places of their 
own andno pilgrims. They are troublesome, 
however, in another way. A numberof well- 
meaning, foolish people subscribe meney in 
Engiand for missions. The missienaries—ex- 
cellent men in seme ways, but bigoted and 
fooiish—being thus provided with cousidera 
able funds, feel that they must door try tode 
something fer the money. So they try tv 
make converts from among the Jews and 
Mohammedans to Protestantism. They never 
succeed. They have been over thirty years at 
work here, and they cost, as I am credibly in- 
formed, net less than £14,000 a year. I will 
undertake te say that in return for the £400,000 
thus sunk they cannet show five grown-up bons 
fide honest converts. They may think this sut- 
ficent; but £80,000 per convert seems to me to 
be dear. They de indeed get hold eccasionaliy 
of a child and train it up to eall itself Protestant; 
and they are so very zealous and endowed with 
80 little diseretion and good manners as to thrust 
themselves and their dogmas upon the Mussul- 
man population in a pushing, persistent way 
that is always impertinent and often insolent. 
One of these days, I fear, some Mosiem will 
resent their pushing intrusions as any one of us 
would resent the intrusion into our house in 
Engiand of a Moslem who had come from Syria 
to eonvert us tolsiam. Then there will be a 
* question’ and troubles of aillkinds, I deciare 
that an Englishman can do nothing more mis- 
chievous to humanity, and to his own country 
in particular, than to subscribe money to a 
missionary society. 

“There is, indeed, one undeubtedly authentic 
holy piace in Jerusalem. Itis the ‘ Es-3akhra,’ 
that stone whieh has been held sacred from time 
immeworial, the rock on which was written the 
Se and unspeakable name of God, on wuich 

elohizedek and Abraham sacrificed, and which 
is revered a8 much by Moslemas by Jew and 
Obristiac. This isin the Haram esh sherif, a 
large open plateau, which contains the Mosque 
of Omar and the Demeof the Recx. Italso does 
wndoubtedly include the spot on which 
Soiomon’s Temple stood; but as to 
which part of tke plateau that temple 
occupied no two authorities are agreed. The 
mosque is a splendia structure, as simpie in de- 
sign as it is rich in ornamentation, and tre- 
mendous sub-structures in the rock beneath the 
Ppiateaw show beyond a doubt that here wore 
once grand and vast buildings. 

“ Altogether Jerusalem is a melaneholy men- 
umentofthe departed atness, not enly of 
the Jewish, but also of the Christian faith.”

TINTS, STYLES, AND FABRIOS. 


—_ 
The streets and windows of the shopping 
quarter present an odd panoramas at: this edge 
of Winter. Though Dame Nature, and all the 
othe? ladies, are yet in their Winter suits, 
Spring novelties are appearing in the shop win- 
dows, side by side with the beautiful Winter 
goeds which are still unsold, and likely to re- 
main s0,unless bought upas bargains to be 
kept for next year’s use. 
While both the merchants and their customers 
feel somewhat defrauded by this curious Winter, 
the fermer are bravely meeting the new season 
half way, and the latter are rewarding them by 
enthusiastic admiration of the displays, and ap- 
parently by liberal purchases. 
Delicate shades in wool goeds, fanciful de- 
signs in thecutand trimming of ready-made 
dresses and wraps, the large variety of robe er 
bordered dress patterns, the continued use of 
green, with black and yellow more conspicuous 
than ever before, are the leading features in the 
Spring exhibits. 
All the infinitely varied shades of nature’s 
painting are reproduced, net only as heretofore 
in the expensive brocades, but in fine wool 
goods, which appeal more successfully to the 
popular purse. These all appear with borders 
ef every width, from an inch te three feet, 
wovev in the goods or- embroidered upon it. 
Gold, silver, black, or any or allof these com- 
bined with the color of the goods, and proba- 
bly with light tan, from the favorite border- 
ings. The Persian border imterwoven in the 
fabric, and often of rainbow coloring, ia seen 
every where, as also the silver side bands, 4 new 
interwoven border less than a quarter ef a 
yard wide, resombling bands of siivery satin 
ribbon of different shades, and varying in width 
from a whole inch to a sixteenth. 
This border is particularly pretty on a white 
cashmere, the silver bands shading into all the 


downy greens and browns of young apple 
leaves. There is a special assortment of white 
weol goods. White cashmeres with colored bor- 
ders, fine white challies with half-yard borders 
of clover and grasses, im natural and unnatural 
colors, are alike lovely, while the white challies 
with line, or rather outline, figures in brown 
or black have a purity of tone that almost 
rivals the broken white. A white challie strewn 
with single spears of ripened blue grass is one 
of the daintiest of these. A baby-blue and 
white cashmere in large mixed plaid, to be 
combined with plain white, offers a pretty suit 
to some younger sister just peeping over the 
débutante’s shoulder. Among the most beauti- 
ful examples of the delicate shading are a 
group of eashmeres, old-rose, and a light and 
dark sappbire green. These have a border of 
heavy embreidery in which the color of the 
goods predominates. Camel’s hair goods are 
shown remarkable for beauty ef color, of fin- 
ish, and bordering. The most striking of these 
lave @ quarter-of-e-yard band, always much 
lighter than the goods and of a shining, silvery 
texture. In this banc are woven, in some 
darker shade, oak leaves three times the natural 
size. Fawn, pearl, green, gray, and all the 
tints of these appear. There are borders ef 
great pond lilies and branches of roses; the lat- 
ter, in silver and dark gray, form a deep border 
around the bottom, with narrower berders for 
trimming the drapery and bedice. A cream and 
green is noticeable, and the former ‘rage,’ 
terra cotta, is among them, but modestly in the 
background, though in these finely-finished 
fabrios it is redeemed frem its usual startling 
ugliness, . 

A dark green, in heavy cloth, and a vivid 
scarlet have wide borderings of silk interweven 
in Persian style; the green, of green, silver, and 
tan, the scarlet of pale straw, Violet and searlet; 
thrown over the scarletis a magnificent silken 
sash of the same coler. Both robes are of Ori- 
ental splendor. In another elass of goods, soft, 
and falling easily into graceful foids, the entire 
skirt of the dress will be interwoven witb sil- 
very leaves and flowers, the drapery being 
plain; or a plain pattern will hare embroidered 
material for side panels. Here, again, a green 
and silver stands out boldly among the many 
combinations. The very heavy green cloth, 
with thick raised embroidery of white, or white 
and green, looks better in the window than it 
will em the street, but will make a handsome 
carriage dress. A pomegranate tuxon cloth has 
the silver side bands. In some more homely, or 
* nomey,” patterns is seen a revival of the ola 
Balmoral skirt—a green cloth with a border of 
black and dull red, a scarlet with the broad 
stripes of gray and blue, separated by narrow 
ones of green ana yeliow. The French flannels 
are here as usual, and gay as ever. A dark blue 
has big searlet glebes, crossed by a white spray. 
Ared, like the pulp of a biack-heart cherry, 
makea an effective background for stripes and 
dianionds and zig-zag lines in gold and blue. 
The sateens, Chambrays, and other wash goods, 
though shown in profusion and in beautiful 
colors and designs, are not as interesting as they 
will be a menth later. Black goods of all kinds 
are selling very eheap. : 

The brocades hold their place of honor in the 
shop windows, which they convert into verita- 
ble art galleries. Over & Diack ground are 
Beattered gay little bouquets; a curious wall 
paper pattern is in solid rose, white, and gola; 
# peculiarly rich and striking effect is given wf 
a deep garnet and pink stripe, brocaded wit 
long, slender, white leaves, and combined with 
white and delicate vine sprays of pale green. 
A salmon and a pearl have giant rosesin these 
shades, but sueb oe pes of color may not 
be reproduced in black and white, 

The India silks are scarcely less bewildering. 
A .white is striped with three-inch ribbons of 
pale blue, overrun with sprigs of bogonia, 
whose flowers, the warm little hearts, have lent 
their scarlet to the leaves. Upon the scarlet 
stripes of another white the bogonia appears 
the peculiar blue of the marsh Hag. A trans- 
parent white ground upon whieh have fallen 
here and there large, careless bunches of corn- 
leaves and grass flowers in colorless water-gray, 
has the exaet color tones of the white wild flag. 

But the prettiest dress material in any dis- 
mer is a giacie, or tamesé sloth, shown in sey- 
erai quiet shades, with a slightly-raised woven 
border of white silk in narrow stripes and large 
leavea. One the shade of yellow, one of gray 
linen, are special favorites with the ladies. 
* Isn’t it lovely!” ‘Oh, dosee that beautiful 
thing!” “How exquisite!” And certainly for 
delieacy of texture and entire elegance of «ffest, 
nothing has been brought out for a long time to 
equal these goods. 

‘aillé francaise, in deep, strong yellow lights 
the shop windows asthe marigoids do a coun- 
try bouguet. Even the gentlemen are attracted 
by the remarkable color grouping, and linger 
for a second look. A Nile-green silk, over 
which trails a garland of pale pink roses, 
teuches a pink glowing through white. and gar- 
landed with June pink roses. Flowers, too nat- 
ural to be artificial, trail over gauzes and dra- 
pery nets of every design and hue, Masses of 
canary-colored gauze, adorned with a new spe- 
cies of goldenred and with yellow ribben, are 
piled in artful proximity to a white gauze and 
pearl ;fan and @ bouquet uf yellow pansies in a 
vase. A erushed raspberry net is caught up 
over India silk of the same shade by 
large welvety leaves exactly matching in tint. 
The La Tesca net bas large aquare meshes. A 
gauze whieh comes in white and in lovely 
shades of blue and green has narrow stripes 
and tiny leaves. One plaim black is barred with 
yellow; anetker has large leaves outlined in 
embroidery of Autumn colors, The colored lace 
edgings are specially pretty, fime and dainty in 
material, patterm, and color. A green and a 
black edged with straw color are two of the 
large assortment. 

The continued prevalence of green, which has 
now been the leading celor for at least a year, 
is a phenomenon of fashion for whieh the gen- 
eral public should be duly grateful, for ne color 
is so pleasant to the eye. A)) the ugly shades 
of last season, including a violent light green, 
which no one ever saw in wood or field, have 
been eliminated. All the tints now are faithfully 
copied from nature, and so innumerable and in- 
describable are they that there would seem 
to be nothing in nature thayis not copied. Yel- 
low is the strongest rival ef green this Spring. 
The latter color is partieularly striking in some 
of the ready-made goods. A misse’s dress is of 
bright orange, trimmed in blaek braid, with 
full half vest of biack, and odd little jacket. 

A child’s dress in brown, with yellow-brown 
olka dots, combined with plain brown, is styl- 
sh, and a pearl faille, with fanciful trimming of 

black velvet in plain papels and bands of Gre- 
cian design, is remarkabie for its elaborate con- 
struction. A pretty item is ite full front shirred 
at the walst. Salmon, too, is a favorite coler, 
especially for the theatre waists and jackets, 
which every woman who looks at them eovets. 
Two ef the prettiest of the waists are, ome, a 
ateel-gray silk plaited to the turn of the bust, 
the fullness below confined by a folded belt, 
with fringed end, and steel buckle; collar and 
euffe of gray and white brocade, the siceves 
having a wide top piece fulled in irregular gath- 
ers upon a plain, narrow under piece and putied 
high on the shoulder. The other is a crushed 
strawberry, with groups of shirring running 
from shoulder to shoulder,in rounded lines, 
following the snape of the. throat; below the 
yoke thus formed broad plaite run diagonally 
from the armholes to the middle line ef the 
waist, filling the space from yoke to belt, collar 
and cuffs of gold brocade, the little round ouffs 
turning back overa sbir waist; the sleeve 
stands high above the shoulder, and just below 
is shirred across the top. One of twoexquisite 
jackets is of reseda green surah and velvet; one 
of its triple vestsia of velvet, the top one. an 
oddly-fashioned fédora of the surah. The other 
jacket is of black, with vest and yitegn 4 cuffs of 
white. * Oh!” sighs one poor girl as she loeks 
at them, “* where is the womar who ceuldn’t be 
pretty in those?’

A bonnet of green net is covered with white 
sweet peas. Last season’s universal use of 
tinsel will scarcely be repeated, put gold, in 
lace and beads, combined with white, black, 
and green, accentuates the yellow éffects in 
dress materials. A close-fitting bonnet has a 
low erown of gold and black, edged with folds 
of green velvet and a front trimming of green 
with black leaves. Another, the same shape, 
has a crown of gold lace with folds of yellow 
velvet, and the front trimming is a bunch of 
white ostrich tips softly tin with yellow. A 
white silk evening bonnet has minute gold 
beads strewn over it in indefinite pattern, crépe 
lisse és fluted around the edge and puffed high 
in front; looped in with the ecrépe lisse is nar- 
row gold braid, while a heavy gold cerd heads 
the ruching arbund the edge of the bonnet, and 
is tied in a big bow at the side of the front puff. 
A crown of opaque white beads has a white 
aigrette setin loops of black velvet and white 
satin, with strings of the velvet. 

A pretty little bonnet is of black lace; show- 


cluster of violets and buttercups, the latter as 
yellow as the Summer sunshine.

If the sippers did not prefer waxed floors to 
carpets, Low pretty they wouldzlook on the 
handsome velvets and Brussels! Plumes of 
golden rod waving over a ground of wood- 
brown shading to rea-brown in the border will 
brighten some old leather-furnished library. A

The performance of the Saint-Saéns 
variations on a theme by Beethoven, by Juseffy 
and Rosenthal, at the Brooklyn Phiiharmonio, 
was an excellent’ example of what fine effects 
can be produced by two artists playing on twe 
pianos. The Musical Courter has recently been 
urging the production of music for two pianos, 
and has printed exeellent lists of compositions 
ef this kind. Why could not some enterprising 
eoncert manager induce Rosenthal, Joseffy, and 
Aus der Ohe—or the genial Ansorge—to bring 
forward the triple concerto of Bach? This 
would be an exhibition of piano playing far out 


of the common, and would create great interest 
among musie lovers. 

The Brooklyn Philharmonic duo is to be com- 
maended on the score of unsonventionaiity. Con- 
cert programmes have begun to be an endless 
round of symphonies, piano and vielin con- 
oertos. To break this charmed cirole oeccasion- 
ally isa good thing todo. The performance of 
Schubert’s octet by the Beetboven Quartet and 
the organization of the New-York Reed Club 
should be praised en this account, if on nother. 
There are many compositions by the great 
masters which are almost unknown to the mass 
of eoncert patrons. Let us hearsome of these 
occasionally. Te be sure, they are not the 
leftiest music in existence, but they are fully 
worthy of serious eonsideration by all lovers of 
musio, and it would add freshness and renewed 
interest to the coneert season to bring sowe of

How frequently one hears two persens dis- 
cussing a singer, one saying, “I think he sings 
weil,” and the other, ‘‘I don’t think so.” After 
that they smile eourteously andwlepart with 


the conviction that a man has aright to his 
be oe which is indisputably true. But 
whether a person knows how to sing or not is 
nota question of epinion, but a matter of fact. 
As to the wsthetic vaiue of a singer's work 
there mayebe diiferent estimates, founded on 
the different views that are held as to the mean- 
ing ef the song—or rdéle, if it be in opera. ven 
here, however, the ultimate truth is the same, 
for there ean be but one correct interpretation 
of. @ song or a part, and the person who is ac- 
quainted with that interpretation will have no 
great difficulty in rightly estimating the value 
of the singer’s work. 

The difficulty here is to arrive at the true con- 
ception of the réle or song, forin regard to this 
there are always differences of view, and strong 
arguments can often be brought forward in sup- 
portof eharacterizations unlike in spirit and 
embodiment, Butin the technical department 
of singing there is norvom for such discussions, 
The rules of proper vocal method are well estab- 
lished, and are accessible to any students. The 
results which follow disregard of the rules are 
always the, same, and once peinted out can 
never fail té escape notice afterward. 

One of the gravest of all fanits 1s singing out 
of tune, because it is evidence ef a radical defect 
in the musical organization. People who sing 
outoftune are unaware ofit. This ignorance 
1s proof positive of an imperfect ear, and an 
imperfect ear is only another name for an im- 
perfect musical perception. Singing out of tune 
is frequently the direct result of forcing the 
voiee beyond its natural power. An artistin 
singing will never do this, because the false in- 
tonation will warn him of his misdoing. Patti, 
who is the perfection of vocal technique, never 
sings out of tune, because she never forces her 
voice; and it would be impossible tor her to 
sing out of tune from any Other cause. 

A courteous correspondent writes to ask what 
are the vocal defects of acertain male singer 
frequently mentioned in these columns. Ope 
of them is singing out of tune, though it sela 
is the result of fercing the voice, Fraulein 
Bettaque and Frau Moran-Olden sing false trom 
this cause. The male singer in question has 
improved decidedly in his intonation since he 
first came here; put heis still tar from being 
perfect in this respect. 

Has the courteous correspondent ever noticed 
that this male singer frequeatiy gives utter- 
ance te one or twe fine sonorous notes, and fol- 
lows them with ene which appears to be muf- 
fled and confined? It sounds as if he had swal- 
lowed his voice. Andthat is just what hap- 
Dens. Ask any seompetent teacher whether 
some voealists do not occasionally swallow 
their voices. This male singer, moreover, can- 
not voealize at all on certain vowels. Any at- 
tempt to sustain a note on the o or u with the 
umlaut results in a harsh and disastrous vocal 
explosion, as if some one had struck the singer 
&@ violent blow on the breast. 

Those are some of the prominent faults ef a 
singer whose work is often so good in volume 
and quality of tone and always in sineerity that 
one @an pardon many trespasses. But let those 
who have opinions aboutsinging remember that 
technically it is @ mechanical process. By the 
aid of the laryngescope the movements of the 
vocal organs have been studied and those move- 
ments which produce the best results are known. 
They can be and are taught by the best teaeh- 
ers of singing; and this inatruction is what gives 
&@ singer & correct Vocal methed, founded on the 
laws of nature. A violation of these laws can 
be at once detected, and there can be no ques- 
tion of opinion about it.

In speaking of the ‘performance of one of 
those minor works which are rarely heard, the 
London Daily News has the follewing: 


** At the Crystal Palace Mr. August Manna intro- 
duced on Saturday for the first time in England the 
tuneral mareh composed by Berliog for the last 
scene of ‘Hamlet.’ Of the cireumstauces under 
which this work was written not one of the pub- 
lished biographies of Berlioz, so far as we are 
aware, says a word. All that is known is that the 
words belong to three slight pieces called ‘ Tristia,’ 
and that the score 18 dated * Paris, Sept. 22, 1848,’ 
that is to say, ashort time after Berlioz’s return 
trom England and from the concerts which he con- 
ducted here under the auspices of Jullien. Further- 
more, the march is prefaced by the last lines in 
Shakespeare's tragedy, in which Fortinbras, Prince 
of Norway, bids four Captains bear the body of 
Hamlet ‘like a soldier to the stage,’ and ‘for his 
passage the soldier’s music and the rights of war 
speak londly for him.’ The stage directions then 
indicate ‘A dead march,’ whieh Berlioz has now 
supplied, and alse ‘A pealof ordnance is shot off,’ 
@ quaint idea for which, as we understand, the com- 
poser has duly provided in the full score, although 
on saturday at the Crystal Palace the salvo of 
musketry was mercifully omitted. It was also at 
first intended to dispense with the choir, but Mr. 
Manne eventually restored their extraordinary part, 
which ¢ensists only of a prolonged ‘Ah!’ graduat- 
ing from forte to piano, and repeated five or six 
times. The march is a brief but highly-effective 
ace of musio, its second subject being of avery 

eautiful character, and as the whole dies away toa 
double pianissimo, the idea of the faneral proces- 
sion being — lost to hearing in the distance 
is thoroughly realized.” ia 


They have great treats in the way of chamber 
music in London. One of the daily papers of 
the great metropolis has the following account 
of a recent performance: 


“Dr. Joachim made his rentrée at the Popular 
Concerts last night, and when, accompanied by the 
remaining members of a now familiar quartet party,

ascended the platform violin in hand, he was ac- 
corded an especially warm reception. Part of this 
was doubtless due to the fact that within a few 
days will be celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of 
his début at Pesth on Mareh 14, 183%, and some of 
thé veterans among the audience may likewise 
have called to mind that within the present moath 
(on March 28) will also occur the forty-fifth anni- 
versary of his tirat ome in England at Bunn’s 
benefit concert at Drury-Lane. The programme 
last evening does not demand detailed notice. Dr. 
Joachim, who was in his best form, played soles by 
Mpohr, and led in his own admirable fashion the 
secoud Rasoumowsky quartet.”

ALEXANDER AND HIS BRIDE. 


Vienna Dispatch to the London Times. 

The news of Prince Alexander 6f Batten- 
berg’s morganatice marriage with Fraulein 
Amalla Loisinger,a singer at the Darmstadt 
Court Theatre, has caused no little sensation at 
Pressburg and Prague, where the bride, who 
was born at the former town en the 18th of 
April 1865, has numerous friends, Mlle: Loi- 
singer is of humble origin. Her father, who died 
ashort time age, was valet to the Austrian 
Field Marsnal-Lieutenant Martin Signorini, and 
her mother, who is atill alive,is a native or 


Bruneck, in the Tyrol. She received her music- 
al trajning at Pressburg, and made her first ap- 
pearanee in public at a concerts in Vienna in 
1880. In 1883 she took ap her residence at 
Prague, where she and her mother ocotpied a 
modest apartment in the Carolimenthal suburb. 

There she lived for two years, continuing her 
studies and eccasionally singing at cuncerts. 
Her rich and oaptivating voice, her beautiful 
face, and her blameless life soon made her a 
general favorite, and, although disinclined to 
enter on a theatrical career, she yielded to her 
mother’s wishes, and, early in 1885, accented 
an engagement for the town theatre at Trop- 
pau, in Silesia. From April 16 to May 17 in the 
same year she played at Linz, where she ap- 
peared with great suceess as Eva in the ** Meis- 
tersinger,” and Zerlina in ‘‘Don Juan,” and in 
several ether parts. From Linz she went to 
Leipsic, and then to Darmstadt, where she ob- 
tained a permanent engagement at a salary of 
4,000 marks, (equal to £200,) for the first year, 
5,000 marks for the secend, and 6,000 marks for 
the third year. She has ere brether, whe holds 
the rank ef First Lieutenant in the Austrian 
Army. 

Tbis romantic marriage must needs remind 
one of the excitement which prevailed at Ber- 
lin a year ago over the projected betrothal be-, 
tween his Higness and the Princess Victoria of 
Prussia, and it seems to show that Prince Alex- 
ander hada been forced to recognize that insep- 
arable obstacles had been raised to his vaion 
with the sister of the present Emperor ef Ger- 
many. It also renders probable the report of a 
betrotbal between Princess Victoria and Prince 
Oharles of Sweden, and finally, it is of some po- 
litieal importanee as regards Bulgaria, for, in 
the epinion of many, Prince Alexander’s mar- 
riage with Fréulein Lolisinger finally seals his 
renunciation of the Bulgarian crown. . 

Some, however, will, no doubt, attribute the 
marriage to decply-woundeda pride. For seme 
time after the Emperor Frederiok’s aéath it was 
rumored that Prince Alexander and the Princess 
Vietoria would be privately marriedin England. 
The Prince himself was led to hope this, and it 
is said that he was greatly mortified on tinding 
that no plans for realizing his wishes were being 





seriously entertained.

There has been 
considerable talk latterly to tne effect that the 
Adjutant-General would de wisely in detailing 
€ol. Clark’s command for guard or provost-guard 
duty on theday of the eentennial celebratuon. 
A parade of the uniformed militia of New-York 
State with the Seventh Regiment eliminated 
would be like the play of ‘“‘Hamiet” minus the 
melancholy Dane. The Seventh has an inalien- 
able right to wear its distinotive dress, aecord- 
ing to the law and the regulatiens, and there is 
lituie likelihood of the regiment being deprived 
of the proud privilege of leading the line in the 
approaching parade, and all the less, in view’ot 
the significant faet that the 30th of April wili 
be the last public appearance save one of Col. 
Clark in command of the organization of whieh 
he has been Colonel for the unexampled period 
of @ quarter of a century. 





The Washington centennial celebration 
has proved a veritable harvest time to the out 
fitters and dealers in military goods in this city. 


‘“* We have not been 80 busy as we are at pres- 
ent since the war,” said a leading merchant in 
Grand-street. ‘‘ Orders are pouring in upon us 
so rapidiy that we are obliged te work night 
and day to get the goedsreadyin time for the 
great parade on April 30. The erders come 
from allover the country and cover everything 
in the shape of uniforms and equipments. 
Bands of musieians and drum and fife corps are 
equipping themselves atan astonishing rate, 
and we have beea compelled to decline many 
of these orders to enable us to complete con- 
tracts with States and regimental organizations. 
The National Guard of New-York alone is en- 
listing recruits atthe rate of something like 100 
men a month; ana it looks very much as though 
a halt woula have to be called pretty soon if the 
legal limitation of 15,000 enlisted men is not to 
be exceeded. ee 

“There is an uncommon demand for silk flags 
and stands of embroidered coiors. Three sets of 
these have been ordered by the Chief of Ord- 
nance, Gen. Varian, for the provisional regi- 
ments of separate companies ef infantry in the 
Third and Fourth Brigades, and several of the 
régulariy-organized regiments in New-York 
City and Brooklyn and the western part of the 
State are also to be furnished with new colors. 
A considerable ameunt of extra work is like- 
wise entailed in restoring the State serviee uni- 
forms to their original style, particularly in 
those organizations where white trimmings 
were used instead of the regulation light-biue, 
and these ehanges must be made forthwith, in 
complianee with orders from General Headquar- 
ters. The last third of the new regulation over- 
coats are now im process of manufacture and 
will be completed and issued within & month. 
Then there is a contract for 12,000 pairs of 
white-duok leggins, which is held by afirm of 
Connecticus manufacturers, which is to be filled 
during the same interval. When tl -se articles 
are isaued the National Gur 2 of New-York will 
be completely equipped for active service for 
ithe first time in the histery of the organization. 

“The rush for new uniforms is by no means 
confined to the volunteer soldiery. Pretty 
much every regular officer who stands any 
show of being assigned to take part in the cen- 
tennial celebration, whether in the army or 
navy or marine corps, seems to have been in- 
specting his wardrobe, and the books of the 
military tailors are beginning to be fairly bur; 
dened with orders for dress ceats and suits 
From ali appearances the organizations taking 
part in the 30th of April parade will be the 
most uniformly and best dressed body of troops, 
as @ whole, ever got together on this continent.” 


“The Sixty-ninth Regiment is in dead earnest 
in its determination to secure a new armory,” 
said a veteran Captain of that organization. 


**Col Cavanagh has awakened to a realization 
ef the crying necessity for larger and better 
quarters, and the Board of Officers of the regi- 
ment are a unit with him in thatrespect. The 
present armory over Tompkins Market barely 
affords roem for the regiment to turn 
ground in; such a thing as regimental 
drills is an impesaibility, while a parade 
of the entire organization is entirely out of 
question. It can’t be done. The Sixty-ninth is 
growing stronger every day in numbers, and 
we need more room and must haveit. We pro- 
pose to push our claims, and when we do begin 
to push they are not likely to be denied, The 
acheme generally favored among the officers at 
the present time is to build the new armory on 
the site of the market, taking as much of the 
adjaceat property as may be necessary to af- 
ford adequate quarters for the regiment for 
drill sheds and administration buildings, But 
I am of the opinion that it will finally be found 
expedient to locate the new structure further 
uptown.

WHITE. HOUSK DOMESTIOITY.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—There is an air of 
domesticity about the White House now, and 
some of the signs of it are pleasantly comment- 
ed upon by the gossips, who always find tne Ex- 
ecutive Mansion an interesting subject. The 
window ledges of the room on the north front of 
the mansion formerly occupied by Mrs. Cleve- 
land are now utilized as resting places for an 
Alexandra bottle and a comfortable-looking 
white pitcher filled with milk and carefully cov- 
ered with a fringed napkin. 

The length of time allowed to elapse between 
the President’s inauguration and his receptien 
to the diplomats on Thursday morning has 
proved a fertile seuree of comment in the 
corps, where punetiliousness in all matters 
of official etiquette is proverpial. A récent 
example of the fineness with which the line is 
drawn by certain members of the diplomatie 
corps in matters relating to official etiquette 
is illustrated by their failure to appear at 
Mrs. Cleveland’s last Monday evening recep- 
tion beeanse of a clerical error in the direction 
of their invitations. Mrs. Cleveland, desirous 
of having thé aiplomatic eorps attend her last 
iofermal evening reception in a body that she 
might thus bid adieu to each and all, gave in- 
structiens that written invitations for that 
evening be sent them. By some means the 
clerk intrusted with this duty, instead of direct- 
ing the invitations to the Ministers Pienipo- 
tentiary in person, sent them in each case to 
the Secretaries of the various legations. It 
happened in several cases that the Secretaries 
were absent, and though the eommunications 
bore on the envelope the stamp of the Execu- 
tive Mansion, they were allowed to remain un- 
opened on the desk of the legation with such 
other papers as it was the duty of the absent 
Secretary to personally supervise. In two 
cases where such communications were opened 
by the Ministers they were ignored because, 
though is was apparent that the error of the 
direction was simply clerieal, the foreign repre- 
sentatives chose to consider that a slight haa 
been put upon them, and that therefore by an 
acceptance of the invitation their dignity 
would be compromised. 

Senator McMillan, whe suceeceds Senator 
Palmer from Michigan, has been in the city this 
week, and if current reports are to be relied 
upon has spent the greater portion of his spare 
time in eonversations with real estate brekers 
and discussing the merits of the available 
houses suitable for entertaining in the lavish 
manner purpesed by his family for next season.

HOTELS, MEN-OF-WAR, AND 
THE CATAOOMBS, 

STORY OF A ROYAL DURE—PICTUR< 
ESQUE NATIONALATIES—CITTA VEC~- 
CHIA VISITED—A TALE OF HORROR. 

Marva, Jan, 30.—Malta at last, in all the 
freshness and brightitess and beauty of 

that rich sunny Winter which is only a 

Summeér that has not yet come of age. 

Well may this favored spot be such a popa- 


lat Winter resort for visitors from all parts 
of the world, for it, and it alone, ss:ems toe 
enjoy the boon of eternal sunshine, The 
south of Italy is weil-nigh as cold as Eng- 
land itself at this season, as any one whe 
journeys across the Abruzzi in December or 
January will find out to his cest. Sicily, 
except in the very middle of the day, is 
little, if at all, better, The “Isles of 
Greece”—these on the west coast, at least— 
might as well be the Isies of Orkney or 
Shetland so far as temperature is con- 
cerned, when the ‘“‘freezing Bora” comes 
rushing down the Adriatic in its might 
from the snew peaks jof the Austrian Tyrol. 
Even along the coast of Africa, where ua- 
traveled readers picture to themselves ‘‘a 
scorching sun parching forever 4 bare and 
burning desert,” the rain is falling in tor- 
rénts and the sky is as gloomy as if the sun 
had suddenly become bankrupt and all nat- 
ure Weré holding a meeting of his creditors. 
But from whatever point ef the compass 
you may reach Malta you find there a tull- 
ness of warmth and light. 

The great harbor of Valetta is at present 
as gay as a naval review with British and 
foreign iron-clads, and the town itself is 
filled to overflowing with the crowds of 
visitors that have been drawn hither by 
the august presence of that admirable 
Prinee of whom an English workman once 
said, (With a very pithy distinction between 
the popularity of his beyhood and the 
countless scandals of his riper years,) 
‘Ged bless Prince Alfred, but the devil fly 
away with the Duke of Edinburgh.” I 
never hear the Duke’s name. mentioned 
now without instantly recalling a story 
told me by an old messmate of mine 
about an incident that oecarred during his 
Roval Highness’s ecean eruise with the, 
English naval squadron as Captain of her 
Majesty’s steamer Galatea. 

While the squadron was lying off the 
Australian cdast, the Admiral in command 
of it invited all his Captains to dine with 
him on board of the flagship, and at the 
appoitited Nour they were alf assenibled 
upon her quarterdeck in full uniform, ex- 
cept the Captain of the Galatea, i. ¢, the 
Duke of Edinburgh himself. While they 
were all looking toward the vessel in the 
expectation of seeing a boat lowered, and 
wondering what could have happened to 
delay the Duke, a shore boat was seen ¢om- 
ing off frown the land, in the stern sheetsof 
which sat the missing Dake himself in 
plain clothes and with a cigar in his mouth. 
At this flagrant vielation of etiquette the 
other Capiains exchanged significant 
glances; but as if even this were aot 
snough, it was soen apparent that he did 
not even mean to make amends for the 
flelay by going at once to his own vessel 
and putting on his uniform, but was com- 
ing straight aboard the oe just as he 
stood—plain clothes, cigar, and all! 

Then those whe steod nearest to the Ad- 
miral—a sturdy seaman of the old schoei— 
saw his weatherbeaten face harden ali at 
once like suddenly congealed metal, as he 
turned and gave orders to man the yards 
and to fire a royal salute, thus retaliating 
upon the fret-and-easy Duke by recéivin 
him with all the extra ceremony due to 
member of the reigning family. That the 
rebuke had told was qnickly evident, for 
even at that distance the witnesses of this 
strange seene could perceive that his Royal 
Highuess. gave a start and moved uneasily 
in hisplace. Bat on he came toward tlie 
flagship nevertheless, as if determined to 
brazen it out. He came hastily up the side, 
(all the other Captains dotting their cocked 
hats to him as he did se, in order to in- 
tensify the formality of this ‘‘ royal” fe- 
ception,) and stepping up to the Admiral, 
sald with a very unsuccessful affectation of 
perfect ease, ** Well, I Suppése We Can go to 
dinner now—there’s nothing to keep us 
waiting, is there?” é 

The old Admiral drew himself up like a 
tower, and bowing with an airof stern eour- 
tesy answered coldly: ‘‘Parden me, your 
Royal Highness, i am waiting for the Cap- 
tain of the Galatea.” Despite his Assumed 
coolness the Duke colored up to his very 
eyebrows, and going back into his boat 
witheut a werd pulled off at once to the 
Galatea, from'which he speedily returned 
in full uniform, to exhibit a much more 
stibdued démeanor, not only during the 
whole of that évening, but threughout the 
entire remainder of the cruise. 

Thanks to the presence of this truly great 
man, Valetta 19 now (as I have already 
said) crowded with even more than its usual 
proportion of English and American vis- 
ifors, arid the hotels até so craimed as to 
retall the story 6f the Yankes “ drumther” 
who, finding no vacant place for him ina 
Western hotel, ended by requesting the 
proprietor to “shove alwell-secured pole out 
of your second-floor window, and | guess ]’l1 
roost tipdn that.” My reoni—which is situ- 


ated im a little fuurret, forking off 
trom the top of one of the chief 
hotels—can only be reached by one 


of these narrow, dark, corkscrew stone 
stairs familiar to us in the old feudal eas- 
tles of Western Europe. Theré béing fio 
ntimber ever the deor and the stairs being 
datk euough eve in the daytime, I never 
leave my chamber without a deep inward 
misgiving as to the cuances of my ever find- 
ing my way back to it. To deseend this 
stair at night unaided by lamp or candle is 
the most perilous feat of mountaineering 
that I have ever acconiplistied, atid I have 
alféatly beguti to despair of Bey igating suc- 

buy 4 chart of the 
hotel) the countless intricate channels that 
lie between my apartment and the dining 
room. 

But these and niahy greater disadvan- 
tages would be amply compensated by the 
magnifitert view that I command from 
queer little loophole of a window, which 
might almost have satisfied the far-sighted 
cabin boy in Thackeray’s fameus song, whe 
saw at one glance *' Je-rusalem and Maddy- 
gascar and Nerth and South Amérikee.” 
The prospect extended not only over the 
gréater part of the town of Valétta itself, 
but far beyond it across the whole interior 
of the island, over ridge and hollow, field 
and village, mght up to the crest of the 
proad yellow siope behind which the quaint 
little toy tewn of Citta Vecchia (old city) 
lies basking in cloudless sunshiué on the 
ed¢e of the bright bine sea. 

One new feature appears in the landseape 
since I last saw it several years ago, viz: 
the railroad connecting the two towns, 
which runs its riarrow, datk-bfown line 
athwart tho pale sandy yellow of the 
parched uplands like a ‘‘bar sinister’ 
across soine bright heraldic escutcheon. 
By the weeds that cling to the sides of its 
tiny embanktient and the rust which has 
gathered apon its single line of rails, I 
should judge that it is not much traveled 
at present, Buttbisis hardly te be won- 
dered at, tor the many visitors who have 
only a day ashore at Malta before going 
further usually tind quite enough to occup 
them in the panoraina of Valetta itself, 
‘without etirting ene step beyond the huge 
massive ramparts that cemplétely encircle 
the town.

Flags of all nations waving against the 
clear blae sky—the masts of steamers, mer- 
chantmen, and small craft of every kind 
bristling over the shining waters below— 
painted beats flitting like dragonflies across 
the snrooth, bright striaee, aiid in’ the 
midst of all, lying hike castles upon the 
blue, sinny sea, the great iron-clads them- 
selves, silent and motion{éss-as a tomb, but 
all ready to let loose their hidden thunders 
if need should be. 

Suddenly the distant boom of a gun 
draws my attention to the open sea beyond 
the harbor mouth, and fespy two men-of- 
war boats about half a tiie out from the 
shore, with thé British union jack flutter- 
ing gayly at their sterns. A second 
boom, a puff ef smoke from the bow of the 
foremest boat, and a jet of white spray 
dashed up from the smooth water several 
hundred yards beyond it show that the 
créws are indulging in a little private gun- 
néry practice—a sight which at once re- 
called to my mind an exciting bat by no 
means agreeable adventure of my ewn upon 
the southwestern coast-of Norway. I 
swum a considerable distance out to sea, 
ahd was just thinking of turning back 
when a loud bang overhead atid the 
splash ef a cannon ball into the water 
so neat me as.to spatter me with its spray, 
showed that the fort en the clifi above me 
was commencing its afterneen ball prac» 
ties. Worse still, it soon became evident 
that in place of aiming steadily in one 
direction, (which would have allowed me to 
gét ont of the litte of fire in a few moménts,) 
the gunners were firing wildly all ever the 
place and plumping ball after ball into the 
sea, now to the right ef me and new to the 
left, till [hardly knew which way to turn. 
The only thing to be dene was to dive and 
conie up again nearer to the shore, and then 
t6 dive agaif, and so on until I got tear 
ehough to tlie base of the ¢lifis fo be safe 
from the distant and very random gun that 
oie fort was sullenly firing from their sum- 
mit. 

But another panorama of a widely dif- 
ferent kind awaits the adventurous trav- 
eler at Citta Vecchia, on the ether side of 
the island. The journey thither, whether 
you go by carriage or by train, is not par- 
ticularly enlivening. You are enveloped 
all the Way in such acloud of dust that it 
makes you feél as if the firmament itself 
Were a gigatitic pepperpot with the lid oif. 
Threugh this hot, priekly whirlwind you 
dimly catch a few passing glimpses 
of several. unpleasantly-suggestive Lng- 
lish burial grounds, half a dozen na- 
tive villages all exact! alike and 
equally dirty, a number of scrupulously- 
filthy monks, (who will soon let you know, 
unless you keep well to windward of them, 
what the ‘‘ odor ef imag 1 means,) and 
every mile or so a dingy Maltese tavern 
eouspicuously announcing itself with a 
disregard of truth which cannot be too 
deeply deplored, as “‘The Half-way House.” 

ut when you réach your journey’s end 
you will—if you are wise—waste ne time 
over the tawdry little votive chapel with 
its trumpery offerings, or the alleged scene 
of §t. Paal’s shipwreek in the Bay of San 
Paolo, or the questionable “antique fe- 
mains’ in the town itself, of any of the 
othet fooleriés screamingly pressed pon 
your notice by those gréedy and claimorous 
guides wko must certainly have been jack- 
als or prairie wolves in. a previous state of 
existence and seem to have changed for the 
worse by their transmigration. Instead of 
fooling away time and money upon these 
bawling fascais, ask at ofce for the Cata- 
combs, and go straight to the entrancé of 
them withont losing a mement. — 

A Lyre yore old Maltese with a bald 
head and long gray beard ey much like 
the figure of ‘Sime’ on the covét of an 
almanac) leads yon down a flight of stone 
steps and unlocks a low plank door, reveal- 
ing a black tomb-like hollow. In another 
instant you have left life and daylight be- 
hiad you and are grouping yeur way 
through a gloomy labyrinth of narrow un- 
derground passages (which leak doubly 
spectral beneath the fitful light of your 
guide’s lantern) amid a silence so deép and 
awful that you almost statt at the wnh- 
natiral loudness ot your own footsteps, the 
sound of whith is sent whispering far along 
the unseen galleries of this great sepulchre 
in a thousand ghostly echoes. 

But more’startling than all are the tokens 
of human life which meet you in these grim 
solitudes at evéry turn. Hollowed cells 
where beds have been, niches bla¢kened 
with the smoke of lamps, roughly-carvéed 
saints and crosses, steps werh down by 
passing feet, and rade tombs with half- 
effaced inscriptions, tell of those evil days 
when thousands of Christian fugitives 
seught refuge here beneatir the carth, while 
slaughter, and fire, afd plunder, afid out- 
rage, aad all the horrors Of Mahonutieda 
conquest were sweeping like a whirl win 
over its surface. But scareely have you 
traversed half a dozen of these under- 
ground streets when your guide suddenly 
turns back, and if yoti ask him why ho will 
es you—in a hoarse whisper befitting tho 

orror of such a tale teld in such a place— 
that not many years ago a schoel teacher 
atid three of his pupils, who had come here 
for a holiday, wandered deéper into. this 
awful duhbgeon ahd Were néVver seen again. 
Dante himself could picture nothing more 
hideous than the going dewn of this happy 
group alive inio the grave; the gradual 

ying away of theif merry voites in the 
eternal darkness. The fitst chill of horro 
on finding théniselves lost; the frantic rus 
hitliet atid thither, hoping against hepe 
that the right path mig t still be found; 
theslow exhanstion strength and life, 
and the final sinking dewn amid the gloom 
te perish by the lingering Sgony of thirst 
and hutger. And then; perhaps, thé last 
sutvivor of the ae leit arr like a 
starving Wild aithong the corpses o 
his comrades. But itis noi good to dwel 
upon such nameless. horrors, which are 
better forgotten, if indéed any man who 
hae once seen them could ever forget them.

THE DANGEROUS WORK OF 
THE HARDY COLLEOTOR. 
LIVES LOST IN SECURING RARE PLANTS 
IN THE SWAMPS—RIGKS OF LOSSES 
IN THE BUSINESS. . 


If we in America are faitly wild about 
orohits, in England there fs an orchid mania. 
It is supposabie that for some rare specimens 
the personal fisks taken by collectors enhance 
the Vaiwe of the orchids. An English enthusiast, 
writing on Ooo] Orchids” in Longman’s Maga- 
zine, describes the season for orchids: 

“Twenty years ago nearly all the great 
nursérynien in London used to send ont their 
travelers; but most of them have dropped the 
practice, They are satisfied with cerrespond- 
ente, who forward o shipment from time to 
time. The expenses of the collector are heavy— 
eyen if he draw no more than is due—and the 
temptation vo mate up a fancy bill cannot be 
résisted by somie weak mortals. Then, grave 
losses are always probable—in tho ease of South 
Americana importationis certain. Ithas not hap- 
pensd ence but a hundred times that the toil 
ot menths, the dangers, the sufferinge, and the 
hard money expended ge to absolute waste. 

“* Pwensty or thirty thousand plants or more 
an honest man collects, brings down from 
the mountains or the ferests, packs carefnily, 
aad sbips. The freight alone may reach from 
£300 to €800—I. have personally kloWwa tu- 
stances where it exteeded £590. @ases ar- 
rive in Eegland—aad not @ living thing therein! 
A steamship company may reduce its charge 
under such cireumstances, but again and aguin 
if will occur that the speculater stands out of a 
thousand pounds elean when Mis boxes ave 
opened. He mag ope te recover it on the nexh 
Cargo, but that is stillia@questiton of luek. No 
wonder that men whose business is not confined 
to orchids witadrew trom the risks of importa- 
tien, returning toe roses and biles and daffy- 
Gowndillies with a Dew eathusiagm. 

‘‘Taere ia another point aleo, which has vary- 
ing foroe with different characters. The boss of 
life among those men who ‘go ent collecting’ 
has beep greater, proporticgately, than in any 
class of which I have heard. In former times, 
at least, thoy were chosen hephasard ong in- 

lligent and trestworthy employes of the firm, 

rustworphiness Was a grand peiut, for reasons 
hinted, honest youth, not very strong per- 
haps in an English climate, went bravely fersh 
into Lhe unhealthiest parva ef unhealthy lands, 
where food ip very. scarce, very, very 
teugh; where he was wet through @ay after 
day tor weeks ata time; where ‘tne fever,’ of 
varied sort, comes as regulatly as sunday; 
where from month to menth he found 
ne one with whem to exchange a 
word, I could meke out a sbtartlipg 
list of the martyrs of orchidology. Among Mr. 
conges 8 colleetors alene, balkenberg perished 
a anama, Endres at Bio Hacha, Wallie in 
v or, Schréaer in Sierra Leone, Arneld in 
the Ofinoee. Sir Trevor Lawrenge mentiens a 
case Where the zealoug explorer ‘ waded tor a 
fortnight Ms 4 to his middle in mud,’ searehing 
fer a pliant he had heard of. I have not ideati- 
tied this instance of devotion, but we know of 
rarities which would dewand perseverangs and 
sufferings almost equal to secure them. If em- 
ployers could tind the heart to tempt a fellow- 
creature lato such risks, the chances are that it 
Would prove bad business. Fer to discover a 
new and valuable orchid is only the first step in 
a commercial enterprise. It remains to secure 
the ‘article,’ to bring it safely into a realm that 
may be called civilized, te pack it afd superin- 
tend its transpert through the sweltering low- 
land to @ shipping piacé. if the colieetor sicken 
after finding his prize, these ¢ares are nevlected 
more or iess; if he die, al eomes to a fall stop. 

“Thus it happens that the importing business 
has been given up by one firm after another, and 

© enterprise threatens te become a monopoly. 
For the last five years this econcera has re- 
stricted its operations—compafatively—keeping 
but 10 travelers empleyed, or 12 on occasion. 
But l understand that this ‘reduction of out- 
put’ has now ceased. At the beginning of the 
new year the regular atafl of collectors will 
number 20, quartering the orchidiferous regions 
of the world, like heunds after game. So much 
fer the business part of our subject. 

“Odontoglossums, as I said, belong to America 
—to the mountainous parts of the Gentinent in 
general. Though it would be wildly rash to 
pronounce which is the leveliest of or- 
chids, no man with eyes woula dispute 
that Odontoglossum e@rispum is the royal 
family of this genus,and Odontogiossum ¢ris- 
pam Alexandrw® the reigning Queen. She has 

er home in the States of Colombia, and those 
who seek her make Bogota their headquarters, 
If the collector wants the broad-pstaled va- 
riety he goes about ten days te the seuthward 
pefore commencing operations; if the narrew- 

uotesad, about two dayste the north—on mule- 
ack, of course. His first care on arrival in the 
velen vor % —whieh is uuexplored groand, if 
such he can discover—is te hire a wood, that is, 
@ tract of mountain clothed more or less with 
tifiber. I have tried to procure one of these 
‘leases,’ Which must be odd duenmenis; but 
orchid farming is a close and secret business. 

« fhe arrengamens concluded in legal form, 
he hires natives, 20, or 50 er 100, as cireum- 
stances advise, and sends them to cut down 
trees, building meantime a w en stage of 
sufficient length to bear thé plunder expected. 
This is used for cleaning ana drying the 

lants brought in. Aiterward, if he be pru- 

ent, he fellows his lumbermen to see that their 
indeience does not shirk the big trunks, which 
give extra trouble naturally, though they yield 
tne best and ljargest return. Isis a terribly 
wasteful process, If we sstimaie that a good 
tree Ras been felled for every three seraps of 
Odontoglossom which are now established in 
Europe, that Wil be no exaggeratien. Amd for 
many years past they have been arriving by 
hundreds of thousands annually! But there is 
no alternative. A European cannet explore 
that green Wilderness vvethead; if he could, his 
aécumulations would be so slow and costly as 
to raise the oceeds toan impessibie figure. 
The natives will not climb, aad they would tear 
the plants to bits. Timber has no Value in those 
parts as yet, Dut the day approaches when Goy- 
eranient miust interfers, 

“The average yield of Odontoglossum crispum 
per tree is certainly not morg than five; iarge 
and smati - togetiier, Oncé upon a time 
Mr, Kerbach recovered 53 at ene felling, 
and the incident has grown into a legend: two 
of (hre6é is the ustal number. Upén the other 
hand, 50 or 60 of Odoatogiossum gioriosiim, 
comparatively worthless, are often secured. 
The cutters receive a fixed price of sixpence for 
each. orchid, Without referenée to species or 
quality. 

“When his concession is exhausted, the tray- 
eler overhauls the preduece earefully, throwing 
aWay those damaged pideds which would fermént 
in the long hot journey home,and spoil the others. 
When ali are clear and dry, he fixes them with 
copper Wire on sticks, which are. nailed across 
boxes for transpoft, Long experience has laid 
down rules for 6adit detail #f this process, The 
sticks, fof examplé, aré Linéeh iff diameter, fit- 
ting inte boxes 2 féet 3 inches wide, 2 fest deep, 
neither more nér Iss, Then the long tile of 
mules sets out for Boguta, perhaps 10 days 
march, 6ach animal carrying two buxes—a bur- 
den ridi¢ulousiy light, but on such tracks it is 
dimension which has to De considéred. "On af- 
rival at Bogota the casés are Onpacked and ox- 
amined fur tire last time, restowed, and cofti- 
signed to thé tmuleteefs again. Ih six days 
they reach Honda dé Magdatens, Where, utitil 
lately, they Wwére @inbarked oa rafts for a voy- 
age Of 14 days to SaVanilla. 

“At the present time an Ameri¢an company 
has established a service of flat-bottomed steain- 
ere, Which cover the distances in seven days, thus 
reducing the risks of the jotrney by one-half. 
But they are still terfibie, Not # breath of wind 
stirs the air ad that 66as6n, fer the ovllector can- 
hot choose his time. Thé botes are piled on 
deck; even the pitiless sufishine is fot s0 
deadly as the stewing neat below. He 
has a store of blankets to cover them, 
en which he leys @ thatch of palm 
leaves, and all day long he souses the pile with 
water; but too well thé poot fellow Knows that 
ruisolvef is busy dowh wélow. Another anxiety 
possesses hits too, it may very Well be that on 
arfival at Santa Marta he has te wait days iff 
that sweltering atmosphere for the Royal Mall 
steamer. And when it comes in his troubles do 
net sease, for the stowage of the presious 
carge ls Vastly importan On deck it will 
almost certainly bé injtired by salt water. In 
the bold it will ferment. Antidships it is apt 
to be baked by the engine fire. While Sure I 
learn that 267 oases Lave been lost by this latter 
mishap, a8 i® supposed. So utterly hopeless is 
their condition that the owner will tot co te 
the expense of 6Verhauling them; they lie at 
Beuthampton, and to anybody who will tale 
them away all parties concerned will ve 
grateful. 

“Phe expense of Prapeting this ch eee a 
reader muy judge from the hikts given; tne 
Royal Maii Sompeny's auerge ‘of freight from 
‘Sata Marta is #750. I evuid give an incident 
of the same @lass Yost moreé startling with refer- 
enee to Phalsnopsis. It is prepertoadd that 
the most enterprising of assurance companies 
do not see their way to accept any kind ef risks 
in the orchid trade; importers must bear all the 
burden. To mé it seems sirpfising that the 
plants can be seld s0 oheap, sli things consia- 
ered. Many persona think Sn hope se prices 
will fali, atid that may probably tappeu with re- 
gard to some genera. But the shrowdest ef those 
very shrewd men whe conduct the business all 
look for arise. 

“T have been speaking hitherto of @plombian 
Odontégiassums, which are recdunéd among the 
hardiest of their elass. Along With thein, in the 
sane tentperature, grow the cool Vallias, 
which propabiy are the most difficult of all t6 
transport. There was oucsé 4 grand consignment 
of Masdevalliia Schiimii, waich Mr, Roez! dis- 
pocseee op his ows account It contained 

7,000 planta of this species, represeuling at 
that time a fortune, Mi Roesl was the livk- 
lest and most experien of collectors, Sud he 
took special paihs with this unique shipment. 
Among 27.000 two little bits survived when the 
were opened; -the agent hurried them off 
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a delicate constitution; but no collecter is so 
rash or so enthusiastic as to tey that adventure 
again, now that its perils are understood ; 
no employer is so reckless a8 fo args him. 
true variety of Odontoglossum Mail: stands 
rouch same case, To secure Shigve ane 4 
e 
torrent and on the face of a precipice alternately 
for an uncertain pertod of time, with a river to 
cross avout every And he has to br 
back hig loaded mules, or Indians, over the 
samo pathiess waste. The Roraima Mounrata 
begins to bs regarded as quite easy trave! for 
the orchid hnuter nowadays.

“Lycaste also fe a @e6nus peculfar to America, 
such a favorite among those who know its 
merits tiat the spécies Lyeaste Skinner is eallod 
the ‘drawing foom flower.’ Prof. Retchentach 
observes im his “etperb volumé that many 
people utterly igndrant of otehids grow this 
platt im their miseellaneons Coilection. TI 
pi oe ef it without préjtdice, fer to my mina 
tie bloom fs stiff, heavy, and poor in evict. Bat 
there are treméndous gs a In the first 
piace, Lycaste Skinaert alba, the pure white 
varfety, beggars all description, Its ¢reat flow- 
Gr seémhs to be sculptured m the stiowiest of 
tratisparent marbis. That stolid, pretentious 
air which offends one—offends mé, at Teast—in 
the colored examples becomes virginal atgnity 
in thiscase. Then, of the normal type there 
are more than a hundred Variations recognized, 
some with lips as deep In tone and as smooth in 
texture as velvet, of all shades from maroon to 
brightest crimson. It will Be understood that I 
aliade to the common forms in depréeiating 
this species. How vast is the difference between 
them their commercial value shows. Plants of 
the same size range from 3s. Ga. to 35 guineas. 
“Lycastes are found id the woods, of Guate- 
mals especially, and I have heard no such ad- 
Ventures ii the gathering of them as attended 
the Qaoentoglessums. Easily ebfained, easily 
transported, and remarkably casy to grow, of 
Cceurse they are cheap. A man mrast really 
‘give his mind to it’ to kill a Lycaste. This 
counts for mach, ne doubt, in the popularity of 
the genus, bus it has plenty of either virtues. 
Lycaste Skianerl opena in the depth of Winter, 
and ail the rest, I think, iu the dnll months. 
Phen, they are profuse of bloom, throwing up 
half adozen spiites from a single balb, and the 
flowers last a prodigioustime. Their extraordi- 
nary thickness in every part enables them to 
withstand bad air and changes of temperatare, 
so that jadies keep them on a drawing room 
table night and day for mouths without change 
perceptible. Mr. Williams names an instanés 
where a Lyeaste Skinneri, bought in full bloom 
ou Feb, 2, was Kevt ina sitting roam till May 
18, when the purchaser took it baek, still sound. 
I have heard eases More surprising. Of species 
somewhat less common there is Lycaste aro- 
matica, a little gem, which throws up three or

“Tam acquainted with no flower that excites 
such énthuéiasm among [adios who fancy 
Mrs. Liberty’s style of toilet; sad experi- 
ence tells me that 10 commandmetits or 
20 will not restrain them from appropriating it. 
Lycaste cruenta is almost 48 tempting. As for 
Lycaste leticantha, an exquisite combination 
of paié green and snow white, it ranks with 
Lycaste Skinnef! alba asa thing too beantifdl 
for werds. This spéciés has not been long Intro- 
duced, and at the momiént it is dear “pro- 
portionately. But thos6 who know it 
Wil we delighted to tearn that a large 
consigtiment will be put upcnh the market short- 
ly. ‘Thete is yet another Virttie of the Lyéaste 
which appeals to the expert. It tends itseif 
readily to hybridization. This most fascinating 
pursuit attracts few amateurs as yet, and tte 
proféssionals have fittie time or inclination for 
exveriments. They naturally prefer to make 
sich ¢fosses as are almost certain to pay. 
This it €Omiés about that the liybridization of 
Lytastes has beeh attempted bat récently, and 
none of thé seedlings, 40 far as I Can learn, have 
flowered. They have been obtained, however, 
in abundance, not only from direct crossing, 
but algo trom alliance with Zygopetalum, An- 
gtloa, 4nd Maxillaria. 

“The gents Cypripedium (lady’s slipper) 
is perhaps Moré widely svattered over the 
giobeé than any other class of plant; I, 
at feast, ami acqtiainted with none that 
appreaches if. ‘rom China “to Peau— 
nay, beyond, to Torres Straits, from Aréh- 
angél—but it is wiser to avold these gemi- 
poetic descriptions. in brief, if wo except 
Africa and the temperate parts of Australia, 
thére is ho large traet of country in the world 
that does Wot produce Cypripediums; and few 
authorities doubt that a larger aéquaintance 
with these redlms will bring them under the 
rule. We havé a spécies if England, Cypri- 
pediuni calceolus, by HO Means Insignificant; it 
can be purchased from the’ dealers, but I have 
not ehanced to hear where it is found, and the 
reader can look up that question as easily as 
America furnishes a variety of species which 
ought to be hardy—théy will bear frost 
below zero; but. our Winter damp is in- 
tolerable. Mr. Godseff tells me that he has 
Seen Cypripedium spectabvile growing like 
any water weed in the bogs of New-Jersey, 
where it is frozen hard, roots and all, for sev- 
eral months of tlie year; but very few survive the 
season in tlliis country, oven if protected. Those 
fine specimens so cotimon at our Spring shows 
are imported in the dry state. 


“From the United States also we get the charms 
ing Cypripedium eandidum, Cypripedium parvi- 
florumw, Cypripedium pubescéns, and wmauy 
mere less important, Canadg and Siberia fur- 
nish Cypripedium guttatum, Oypripedium 
macranthuim, and others, I sawin Russia, and 
brought home, a maguificent species, tall and 
stately, Lygty be gréat gelden flower, which is 
not Known ‘in the trade;’ bat they all rotted 
gradually. Therefore I dy not recommend these 
temperate varieties, whieh the inexperienced 
are aptto think 80 easy. At the same vost 
others may be bought, which, cOming from the 
highlands of hot countries, ate used to a moder- 
ate damp in Winter. 

“Fofemost of these, perhaps the oldest of 
cool orchids in cultiVation, is Cypripedium in- 
signe, frem Nepal. Every one knows its original 
type, whieh has grown 80 common that I re- 
marked @ healthy pot at a window-gardening 
exhibition some yeara ago in Weatmiinster. Oné 
Inay say that this, the early and familiar form, 
haé DO Valué at preseht, so may fine varieties 
have’ beer itttrodticéd. A reader tiay form 4 
notion of the diffefénos Whén I state that 


a stnall plant of exceptional merit seld 
for 30 guineas a short time ago—it was 
Cypripedium insigne, but glorified. Whis 


ranks among the fascinations ef orchid culture. 
Yott may buy alot of some common kind, im- 
rted, at a price represonting eeppers for each 


hndividual, and among thela may appear, when . 


they cemeé to bloom, an eccentricity whieh sells 
for £100 or wore. The e6xpéerionéed collecter 
has a volume of such legends, 


“There is another side to the question, truly, 
but it does net personally interest the class 
which Iaddresa, ‘To make a cheice among hus 
berless stories ef this sort, we may take the if- 
stance. of Cypripedium Spiecerianum. Mr. 
Spicer was a tea planter iff Sylhet. Hse 
sent to his mother, who had a liking 
fot orchids, some plants of Cypripedium 
insigne. The lady grew them on and breugns 
thet to flower, When a certain piece displayod 
sueh curious and beautiful ¢haracteristics that 
she asked Mr. Veitch to look at in He was de- 
lighted to pay 70 guineas down and varry off 
the treasure. Cypripediums propagate easily, 
no more examples came into the market, and 
for some years this levely species was a prize 
tor Dukes and milhonaires. But in the mean- 
time Mr. Sander had sént to explore the whole 
country side, acre by aeré, round the planta- 
tion, aud ai length he suceeeded. His collector, 
Mr. Forsterman, got on the track, but in the 
very moinent of triuniph a tiger barréd thé 
way. his cealies bolted, and nothing would per- 
suade them to go further, 

“Mr. Forsterman was no shikari, but he felt 
himseif cali¢éd upon te uphold the ease of 
sciences and the honor of England at this junct- 
ure. In great agitation ho went tor that feline, 
and, in short, its skin and its story Were con- 
apietious Attractions of bis éottage in the after 
years. Thus it happened that on a certain 
Thursday a amalil pot of Cypripedium Spiceri- 
atium was sold, as usual, fot 60 guibeds; On the 
Thursday following all the World could buy fine 
plants at @ guinea.”

HARRISBURG, Mareh 16,—‘‘ Freeze to death if 
you want ta You will likeit. But den’t let any- 
body fetch you teagain. That will almost kilt 
you.” ? 

That was the etrange remark made by Capt. 
R. L. Zely ef Untontown, who gravely had de- 
clared that in the terribly rigorous Winter of 
1839-40 he was “actually frozen to death,” 
which declaration he supplemented with the 
above remark. 

“The first show of that season,” said the -Cap- 
tain, ‘fell the firat week in Octeber, 1839. The 
last anow of the season came on May 16, 1840. 
Between thése two dates there wasn’t less than 
six fest of snow on tlie level all the time, and 
where the wind had fnll sweep 20 feet was no 
uneommon thing tosee. We had eight months 


of uninterrupted sleighing and the thermometer 
for tivé Mouths was at no tithe higher than 20° 
above zero, while most of thé time it sported 
betwéen 15° and 20 Beloy,

“This was in Maine, L 
some lumber that year up in the Piscataquis 
country, and it was necessary in February, 
1840, for me to go up into that region and look 
after my interes t was a tong peurmey, bus 
the sleighing was like slags, and Lhad one of 
the best horses that ever lived. If he hadn’t 
been I wouldn’t be here to-day to tell what 
occurred to me on that trip. 

“ The second day of my journey the weather 
was as cold a 20° below zero couid make tt, 
and was gradually getting colder, I knew I 
Would réach erie of those queer little villages 
common to thé Maine backwoods early that 
evening. There I intended to satay all night and 
drive on next morning to the heuse of the 
agent of the lumber property, 12 miles further 
along. I reached the village and found that 
there was no tavern there. Accomodations 
were offered me at a private house, but I was 
informed that Ieould notebtain a drep of water 
for my herae in the entire settiément, There 
had been no rain ginee Winter set in, and there 
wasn’t a well or a spring anywhere ia the re- 

lon in which there was a drop of water. 

he nearest water was ip the Piseataguis River, 
nearly three mile igtant, to ‘whick what 


stock there was in the village was driven 
every day to drink, and enough water 
was carried back in ,bueckets to keep 


the personal wants of the villagers sup- 
pliedy My horse was badly in need .f water, 
and I conldn’t think of letting him go all night 
without adrink. 80 Late my sepper at tne 
Village house, and, finding that I must drive on 
to the river if my herse was to have his much- 
needed drink that night, | made up my mind 
that I might as well keep right on to the agent’s 
as to drive back to the village after watering 
wy horse, 

“It wasa starlight night, but the air was 
filled with that peculiar frozen mist frequently 
noticeable in high, frosty localities. As we 
neared the river this haze beoame more dense, 
until finally it was witli difficulty thatI eould 
see anything ahead of moe. It was almost like 
passing through a stormofscaly ice. Sudden- 
ly —I was thinking that we must be almost on 
the margin of the river—there came a crackling 
sound, a loud splash of water, and the next see 
ond my horse was floundering ahout in water, 
which also eovered te sicigh, and the robes 
and myself up to my waist. In that thiex bank 
of i¢y mist the horse had plunged into the river 
below where I had been told te cross, and had 
broken through the thin ice that bad formed sinee 
the ice had been cut away that ¢vening to give 
the cattle from the village a place to drink. ‘fhe 
water splashed about by the horse soon drenched 
the rest of me, and in léss time than I can tell it 
I was costed with a rapidly-thickening armor of 
ice. I guess my neble beast mast have floun- 

ered at least a minute in that hole before he 
hew exactly what had happened. When the 
situation didcome to him hse beeame quict, 
threw his fere feet up, and lodged them both on 
the ice with aconcerted blow like & trip ham 
mer. The ice was thick, but bemeath that blow 
an immense cake was broken off and carried 
down under the edge of the ice below. The 
herse swam onward, dragging the sleigh 
with it, through the rapidly-freezing slush. 
Once more he pounded the ice ahead of him 
with his powerful fors féét, atid again the ice 
yielded. During all this time I-was sheuting 
tor help I might, at the first breaking in of the 
horse, have turned and leaped back to shore, 
but I did not colleét my thoughts in time. It 
Was DOW too late, and even if it had pot been I 
was so stiffened by the casing of ice that f 
couldn’t have moved to save myself from 
death. The horse kept on, and, strange as thé 
story may seem, broke a channel fer 50 feet 
across that river and drew tho sleigh out safely 
on the other side. Then he started off at the 
top of his spéed toward our destiiation. He 
6000 strutk the road, and away We went. 

“Tknew that although one danger was es- 
caped a greater was before us, and I urged the 
horse On. My sleigh robes afid my élothing had 
frozen 60 solid that if I had been incased th fron 
I could not have been moré motionicas. My 
horse was naturally jet black, but his 1oy coat- 
ing made him stand out evén againat that 
frozen mist like & spectre horse. 1 could not 
move even my hands. We were not yes half 
way to the agemt’s house when I found myself 
arowitg drowsy. I could no lenger use my 
voice. Thé clatter ef the horse’s hoofs and the 
creaking of the runners on fhe icy road 
suunded to me like thunder claps and weird, 
Kideots criés. f knéw that I was freez- 
ing, but I lapored hard to reuse my will and 
fight with it againat my fate. The stars looked 
like great Goals of fire, although, before they 
could bé séen but dimly tlireugh the peewilar 
haze. The trees, théir branches covered with 
snow, took on the shapes of gigantic and fan- 
tasti¢é ghosts. Still, I presetved all my powers 
of reasotiing. Finally, I found myself growing 
dcliciously Warm. An indescribable languor, 
attended With pleasant visions, took pessession 
ofmé. Iheard éweet strains of music, where 
before only tumult and startling ories had 
assailed ttiy oars. Still, tnowing what all this 
méait, I made one more mental effort to shake 
off the deadly spell. That was all. 

“I don’t khow how far [ was away from my 
destination When I thus froze to death, but [ 
was after a time made aware that I was being 
called back to éxistence by suffering stich tort- 
ure as the victim of the rack might feel. 
Greatér ageny I could not feel. Suddenly at 
my feét the pricking of a million needles as- 
sutilted my flesh. Torturing me at that spot a 
moment, until I writhed in agony, it dashed 
quickly up iy legs, stopping an instant hero 
ana there, a8 if gloating over my misery, ana 
then éraWied with awful pain siowly upward, 
untili§ séémed that tiny jets of the flame were 
being biewn into my body, heart, and brain. 
The intensity of this agony Was not éonstantk 
If it had been I must have died again. It came 
in toftifing waves. Egeh wave was a trifle less 
furious than its predecessor, until at last the 
storM Was passed and I found myself a weak, 
speechless, liinp, and helpless mortal lying on a 
robé before the fireplace of my friend the agent. 

“ He had brought me back fo life, but, as true 
as I tall fou, I did not feelit in my heart at the 
time to thank him for doingit. When I was 
strong énough to bear ithe told me that soon 
after going to bed he was aroused by the peval- 
iaf and loud neighing of a horse. He got up 
and looked out of the window. He saw a sight 
that startied bim—a ghostly horse, with a 
guoatly sleigh and 9 Bhostly river—in the road 

éfore his door. 8 soon as he could recover 
himself he hurried out. Discovering that the 
horse's driver was dead, he carried him into the 
house and laid him on the fluor, and then reeog- 
nized mé in the driver. Knowing that even if 
he eould resuscitaté me nothiag eeuld be done 
toward it until the robe and clothing were 
thawed away, he made the fire blaze ana har- 
ried out te the rescue of the faithful horse that 
had reasoned with himself tnat bre must step at 
the oat House hé came to on that terrible night, 
and that my life depended on it. 

“By the time the horse was cared fer I was in 
shape to be brought Wack to life, if it could 
be done. I was stripped and rubbed ‘briskly 
with snowwater for more than an hour before I 
gave any evidenge that I might be called back. 
Then auother hour was. spent in the same 
treatment, when a spoonful of brandy was 
poured down my throat. After that eirculation 
of my blood began, and sedid the agony I 
deseribed. That suffering continued for ar 
hour, and then I was pronounced once more 
alive. And that coming back over the bouna- 
ary makes me aché yet whenever [ think of if. 
I didn’t mina the dying. That, in feet, was 
rather a pleasure. ut the coming to life! If 
ever I freeze to death again I want it known 
that the man who recuscitates mé does so at 
his peril.”

THE CENTENNIAL PARADES 


GREAT MILITARY AND OIVIO 
DISPLAYS. 
THERE WILL BE SOME INTERESTING 
INDUSTRIAL FEATURES — MILITARY 
BODIES FROM OTHER STATES. 


Public interest in the features of the cele-, 
bratien of the centenary of the inauguration of 
George Washington has apparently thus far 
been confined to the reception of President Har- 
rison on April 29 and to the great military pro- 
cession on April 30, when 60,000 soldiers, of 
the regular army, the State militia, and the 
Marine Corps, with the Loyal Legion, and the 
Grand Army of the Republic will give a sug- 
gestion of the offensive and defensive power of 
the United States. It is intended that this pro- 
cession, by its fermation, will give an object 
lesson in history, the forces of the States being 


ut in line in the order in whieh the 13 original 
tates ratified the Constitution, and in which 
the other States were admitted to the Union. 

But a display no less interesting, and per- 
haps more important, is that which will take 
place on May 1. It is an industrial parade, in 
which many mercantile and trades organiza- 
tions, secret, benevolent, religious, and civic 
societies, the police, the volunteer firemen, the 
Bons of Veterans, and other assoesiations have 
already decided to take part. The arrange- 
ments for this parade are in charge of a sub- 
committee of the Centennial Committee, of 
which Col. & V. Cruger is the Chair- 
man. It is the wish of this sub-committee 
to make it something more than a mere oivioc 
gathering of individuals or organizations. They 
seek to present on the istof May a picture of 
the industries, the manufactures, the arts and 
aciences of this country. To accemplish this 
result it is essential that manufacturers, pro- 
ducers, and others lend their hearty oo-opera- 
tien to the committee. Philadelphia in 1876 
set an example in this respect which was the 
marvel of the period. New-Orleans, 8t. Louis, 
and Boston have followed with corresponding 
displays more recently. 

New-York, with ite manifold resources, can- 
notafford to be distaneed by its sister cities 
and business rivals. It is believed by Col. 
Cruger and his associates that it is only neces- 
sary to make the situation clearly known to the 
business community of New-York and its vicin- 
ity to secure a display whieh shall surpass any- 
thing of the kind which the country has seen 
heretofore. As an illustration of what is de- 
sired, the suggestion of a leading firm of choco- 
late manufacturers is cited. These gentlemen 
propose to put into the parade twe or more 
* floats” as may be required, on which shall be 
represented the entire process of cocoa manna- 
facture, ne with the cocoa palm in its 
native growth and terminating with the per- 
fected preduct of commerce, 

Col. Cruger’s committee is desirous of con- 
ferring with our manufacturers and tradés on 
this subject. Full details of the proposed eivie 
and industrial parade can be obtained from the 
committee at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, Parlors 
G and H, daily from 9 A. M to 6 P. M. 

From the State of Delaware the military or- 
ganizations which will take part in the centen- 
nia} parade, April 30, according to advices 
received from Adjt.-Gen. R. B. Kenney, will 
be the First Regiment, infantry, nine compa- 
nies, Col. George W. Marshali eommanding, 
ana Troop B, First Cavalry, Capt. Thomas B. 
Rice, Tne infantry organization, iuclusive of 
band, will number about 425, the mounted 
troop 40 officers and men, These organiza- 
tions will arrive in New-York on Monday, April 
29, at about 2 o’clock P. M. and will leave for 
home on Wednesday, May 1. In addition tothe 
foregoing Gov. Benjamin T. Biggs and staff ef 
14 officers will parade mounted. The Governor 
and staff, together with the General Assembly 
of the State of Delaware and its officers, will be 
quartered at the Grand Central Hotel. 

Adjt.-Gen. Howard of Maryland informs Col. 
Cruger’s committee that the Fifth Regiment, 
infautry, Maryland National Guard, 400 elfi- 
eers and men, bas been detailed by the Gov- 
ernor and Commander-in-Chief as an escort and 
repregentative of the Maryland troops at the 
centennial celebration. Ihe regiment will 
leave Baltimore about noon on Sunday, April 
28, arriving in New-York on the evening of the 
same day, and start on its return journey to 
Maryland on the following pele pte 

Adjt.-Gen. T. S. Peck writes that Vermont ex- 
pects to send its entire National Guard to the 
centennial celebration. It is known as the 
Vermont Brigade, under command of Brig-Gen. 
William L. Greenleaf, and consists of the First 
Regiment, intantry, 10 companies, Col. Julius 
J. Estey; First Battalion, infantry, 2 cempa- 
nies, Major Joel C. Moulton; Fuller Light Bat- 
tery, 4 guns and about 50 norses, rBrevet Col. 
Levi K. Fuller. These, with the Governor ana 
staf, will represent the Vermont eontingent, 
and number about 770 officers and men. They 
will leave Vermont onthe morning of the 29th 
oi April, taking the steamer City of Lawrence 
at New-London, Conn., and reaching New-York 
on the morning of the 30th, marching from the 
steamer to the position assigned them in line.

SHE WILL NOT ACT AFTER THE CLOSE 
OF TRE PRESENT SEASON. 

Mrs, William J. Florence will retire from 
the stage atthe close of the present season of 
herself and her husband, which will end in 
Brooklyn during the week of April1l. She will 
go to Londen for a rest, and from there will 
make a trip to Paris, where she will remain 
during the Exposition. She will return to New- 
York next Fall, but will not resume her pro- 
fessional career. 

This decision has been brought about fora 
variety of reasons. The formation of the Jeffer- 
son-Florenee combination would prevent Mrs. 
Florence from acting next season, as the reper- 
tory arranged for the combination affords no 
opportunity for the utilization of her peouliar 
dramatic talent, s9 that her retirement for a 
year has been made necessary by the action of 
her husband in joining Mr. Jefferson. Should 
this combination not meet with sufficient suc- 
eess tO warrant its continuance another season 
Mr. Florence has determined to travel in 1890-91 
with but two plays, “Dombey and Son,” and 
* Heart of Hearts,” both of which have proved 
to be remarkably successful with him this year, 
and in neither of which Mrs. Florence has 
any part. Taking these ngs into censidera- 
tion, with the fact that Mrs. Florenee has been 
acting every season for the past 36 years, and 
has fairly earned the right to a long rest, Mr. 
Flerence and his wife have decided that the 
proper time has come for her to retire perma- 
nently from the stage, and the laay will accord- 
ingly never be seen in public again after her 
Brooklyn engagement. 

Mrs. Florence’s maiden name was Malvina 
Pray, and she is a sister of Mrs. Barney Will- 
iams, When Mr. Florence married heron Jan. 
1, 1853, she was a dancer, and used to appear 
between the aets in Wallaek’s Theatre. On 
June 8 ef that year Mr. and Mrs. Florence 

ade their first appearanee together at the Na- 
tional Theatre in this city in a sketoh called 
“The [Irish Boy and Yankee Gal,” whieh 
proved a great success, and in which they made 
@ great deal ef money through the country. 
They went to Londen in 1856, and played an 
engagement of 50 nights at Drury-Lane, where 
they did @ great business, making a tour after- 
ward through the English provinces. 

Their position was now established on the 
American stage, and ever since they have been 
standard attractions at all the first-class thea- 
tres in this country. Mrs. Florence's Yankee 
Gal was a fine piece of charaeter acting, which 
is still remembered with pleasure py the old- 
time playgeers. Her Polly Ecoles in ‘* Oaste” 
is remembered as a delicieus piece of eomedy 
acting. Of late years her greatest success has 
been won in the character of Mrs. Gilflery, a 
modern Sor eacagee of Mrs. Malaprop, in “ The 
Mighty Doilar.” Her husband, however, has 
ouidistanced her in the race fer histrionic 
honors, and, though they have continued to 
travel together, she has had no part in some of 
his best plays. Mrs. Florence has a great ye! fer 
tation among lady theatregoers for her fine 
dressing, and is regarded as one of the most 
elegant and tasteful dressers on the Ameriean 
stage. 


OPPOSED TU THE LAW. 


MERCHANTS WILL CONTEST THE NEW- 
JERSEY PORT WARDEN ACT. 

A bill has been approved by the New- 
Jersey Legislature in regard to Port Wardens 
which is calling ferth muoh criticism from 
merchants interested in vessels landing on the 


Jersey coast and the west side of the Hudson 
River. The aet, in part, says: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, 
except the Warden appointed under this act, te as- 
sume te act as Port Warden, or assume to perform, 
or perform under any name or title, any work, serv- 
ive, or duty of any kind or descriptien which such 
Port Warden may perform or which it may be law- 
ful for any owner, consignes, or other person to re- 
quire such Port Warden ane oe or to undertake 
the performance of any of the duties presoribed in 
this act or pertaining to the said office, whether or 
not the Port Warden has been notifiedjor requested 
to act; and it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to employ, aid er suffer any ether person 
than the legally-appointed Warden to perform any 
of such duties; and it shall be aleo unlawful for 
any person or persons to issue certificates of sur- 
veys on vessels, vessels’ materials or goods dam- 
aged, with the intent to defeat or defraud the pro- 
visions of this act, aud any persen or persons vVio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, on con- 
viction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$500 or imprisonment at hard labor fora term not 
exceeding one year, or both, and further, shall for- 
feit and pay to the Warden of the county in which 
such violation shall occura penalty of $100 for 
each offense, to be sued for and recovered by the 
said Warden* of such county, or his suc- 
cessor in office, under his Be er name and 
title, in any court of civi urisdiction of 
this State; and further, that it shall be 
lawful for the Vhancellor, on petition duly verified 
by a Port Warden duly appointed, representing that 
any person is performing the duties of Port War- 
den, or is acting as such, erin any way interfering 
with the duties of such Port Warden, or in any 














act, to issue a peremptory injunction againet any 
— person, restraining and enjoining from so 
acting.” 

The act especially affects vessels landing 
cargo or lying under repairs at Jersey City or 
Hoboken. Marine surveyors, referring to the 
act, assert that the unlimited powers it gives 
are now conferred upon Port Warden Stanton 
of Hudson County, who is said to have had lit- 
tle experience in maritime affairs. The act 
affects masters, owners, and agents of vessels, 
in that it forbids the examination ef hulls and 
eargoes by marine surveyors representing their 
interests. The law is claimed to be unconstitu- 
tional. It will be contested in the courts,

ABSURD GAMA LaWs. 


AN EFFORT TO REPEAL 8OMEB OF CON- 
NECTICUT’S STATUTES. 

HakTrorD, March 16.—An effort will be made 

during the current session of the Legislature to 





. Seoure a modification of the game laws now in 


force inthe State. The Revised Statutes which 
were adopted two years ago contain 132 sections 
relating to the protection of fish and game. 
More than 100 of these acts refer to the catch- 
ing of fish in the rivers, lakes, and ponds of the 
State. In most instances it is private legisla- 
tion that has been spread out on the statute 


book, thé laws in question being for the protec- 
tion of individnals and corporations owning the 
reservoirs and lgkes or controlling the streams 
designated by the statutes. 

The main complaint, however, relates to the 
injustice of the game law. Within a week the 
Superior Ceurtin this city has confirmed the 
‘penalty imposed by the lower court on & res- 
taurant manager here for furnishing a game 
supperfor the Veteran Hariford City Guard 
sinee the Ist of January, although it was clearly 
showr that the game came from New-York, 
The law goes so far as to prohibit the having of 
game in one’s ession between the lst of 
Janaary and the lst of October in each year. 
During the game period it is also an offense 
punishable by fine to export game from the 
State. The birds whieh the law is intended to 

rotest are woodcoock, quail, and partridge. 

6 hunting of rail in New-Haven and Fairfield 
Counties, and also in Litchfield County, 18 pro- 
hibited trom Jan, 1 to Aug. 20, but in ether 
counties ef the State the protective period is 
extended to Sept. 1 forrail. Gray squirrels are 
given the same protection as woodcock and 
partridge. The absurdity of this provision will 
be seen from the fact that the hunting of squir- 
rel will not pay the sportsman for the shot used. 
The wholesale market price through the season 
will not exceed 5 cents apiece for them. 

Heavy tines are imposed for shooting game 
out of the seasen, The maximum fine for shoot- 
ing rail even 1e $20 fr each bird. Under the in- 
terpretation of the laws relating to partridge 
the farmer is not allowed to give permisrion to 
a@ neighbor to snare on his land. The right rests 
solely in the owner. An opposite decision was 
given by a doughty Justice of the Peace in one 
of the Hartford County towns, Lieut. A. G. Carr 
of Simsbury, during the Fall, which brought 
upon him the ntmost antagonism of the Con- 
rnectieut Association of Farmers and Sportsmen 
for the Protection of Game and Fish. It was 
this society also that won the suit against the 
restaurant proprietor here for furnishing a 
game supper. 

The farmers throughout theState were threat- 
ened at the outset of the session with the enact- 
ment of a law prohibiting snaring at all seasons 
of the year, but that was going to an unreason- 
able length, as the majority of farmers in the 
Legislature would be driven to retaliatien 
should such an ensetment be attempted. Re- 
peals of various sections of the law will be 
asked for this session, including the objectiona- 
ble provision which makes it a punishable 
offense to havé game in one’s possession between 
Jan. 1 and Ooct.1. The whole matter will be 
heard before the Agricultural Committee on 
Thursday, March 21.

LOSS BY NON-PAYMENT OF DIVIDENDS 


WILL NOT INTERFERE WITH IT. 

BALTIMORE, March 16.—The work of the unil- 
vorsity in Baltimore goes on undiminished. The 
loss of $175,000 a year because of the non-pay- 
ment of dividends on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad stock has not seriously affected the 
institution. An emergency fund of $100,000 
has,tided over all difficulties, although money 
will be needed in the future. The rise in Balti- 
more and Ohie stock gives hope of an early 
dividend. The university owns 300 acres of 
land, whieh was brought inside the city limits by 
the recent extension of the boundary lines. This 
property will become Valuable as building lots, 


and it will soon be laid out in streets and 
avenues, President Gilman is sure of the uni- 
versity’s security against financial embarrass- 
ment.

THE PRESEN1I PROSPHOTS AEE 
BRILLIAN1. 

THE NEW FORTY-FOOTERS DESORIBED— 
AN UNPRECEDENTED SPREAD OF 
CANVAS—YACHTING NOTES. 

The outl@ok for a brilliant season of 
yachting this year is indeed an extremely 
bright one. The pleasant weather of the past 
few days makes it appear that the predictions 
of weather-wise men for an early Spring will 
prove correct, and already yachtsmen are plan- 
ning for getting their craft ready to be put into 
commission unueually early. The headquarters 
of the various yacht clubs are changing the un- 
interesting appearance they have borne during 
the Winter months for an air of liveliness and 
animation which eomes with the preparations 
for Summer pleasures. It is true that the 
prospects do not possess the charms attending a 
coming international race for the coveted 
trophy first won by the old yacht America, but 
there are features which will make the season 
especially interesting. ° 

First comes the grand naval parade on April 
29 as a part of the centennial inaugural cele- 
bration, in which a number of the leading steam 
yachts and water oraft of al) descriptions will 
participate. The land lubbers will not parade 
until the following day, and yachtsmen will do 
their utmost ‘to make their display quite take 
the enthusiasm out of those who will makea 
demonstration on land in this city. 

In a distinetively yachting sense, however, 
real interest on the part of leading yachtamen 
will be centre on the performances of the 
new yachts which will be launched with the 
hope of their beating the yachts in their re- 
spective classes. This will be the case partiou- 
larly with the 40-foot sloopsa and cutters which 
are being constructed on designs drawao by well- 
known rival designers. The system of the 
classification of sailing yachts in vogue in this 
country at present is reully the foundation on 
which is based a new craze which will be intro- 


duced this year with the new 40-footers toa 
greater extent than ever before on this side 








of the ocean. The ruling fashion iu 
the construction of these yachts is to 
crowd on an unprecedented spread of 


canvas, to get all the power and speed pes- 
sible and still have the yachts remain in the 40- 
foot class. The present system of classification 
eneourages this and the result will be boats pat- 
terned after the type of the Itchen ferryboats 
to be seon in Southampton waters, thus los- 
ing more than ever the identifying points of the 
American sloop. The 40-footers will be wider 
and deeper than those of: last year, will have 
longer boums, bowsprits, and gaifs, more hoist, 
and will hence carry more sail. 

Edward Burgess, Boston’s noted designer, will 
have eight new 40-footers on the water; Mr. A. 
Cary Smith designed a 40-foot cutter for Mr. R. 
P. Carroll of the New-York Yacht Club; Mr. 
MoVey, yachting editor of the Boston Herald, is 
having one built en his desigus at Salem, Mass., 
and Mr. William Gardner, the naval architect of 
this city, has designed one for a member of the 
Seawanhaka Corinthian Yacht Club, which is 
building at Ayers’s yard, South Brooklyn. Be- 
sides these wili be the Minerva, designed by 
William Fyfe, Jr., the Seotch designer, who 
made the plans on which was built the invinci- 
ble Clara, that has had such a successful career 
in her trials with English and Scotch boats. The 
Minerva will try her speed with the new boats, 
and itis as yet an unknown quantity to most 
yachtsmen. 

The quiet struggle for superiority between 
the designers is a fascinating and important 
phase of yacnting. Mr. Gardner is as yet com- 
paratively unknown in his art, aithough this 
does not signify that his work will not preve 
successiul. He has reeently completed a course 
in naval architecture in England, and will in- 
troduce some new features in the plan of his 
voat, which will bea cutter, pure and simple. 
It will have a long, light overhang at the astern 
long clipper stem, with elaborate scroll and 
carved. figurehead. The main saloon will be amid- 
ships, steerage aft, with winding staircase, and 
a stateroom aft with two berths and sofas, and 
a dressing room adjoining. A dressing room 
will be on the starboard side, forward of the 
main saloon, anice chest and pantry en the 
port side, andin the forecastie will be three 
berths and a hammock to accommodate four 
men. The interior woodwork wili be of dark 
wood, paneled. Itis Mr. Gardnec’s ambition in 
the design of this boat to beat Burgess, and he 
is going te try and do this in rough water and 
strong winds. He will not orowd on as much 
Canvas as Will be spread over most of Burgess’s 
new yachts, but says he does not think this will 
interfere with fast sailing in light winds on ao- 
count of bis sail plan and design of boat. 

Itis thought by many yachtsmen familiar 
with the designs of the new yachts in question 
that they will not prove satisfactory. The re- 
sistance of a vessel up to a certain point varies, 
practically as the beam varies, and stability, er 
the power to carry sail, is increased faster than 
the resistance by an increase in beam. Oonse- 
quently an inerease in beam has given the new 
boats a greater proportion of power than the 
older ones. How far this rule holds good ts not 
known as yet because previous experiments in 
resistance did not include such extreme propor- 
tions of beam. The same iaw holds good 


in regafd to draught and stability, so 
that inoreasing either draught or sail up 
to a certain limit te an advantage 


in match sailing where, as it is here now, the 
taxon sallis very small. Already there is talk 
in Eastern yachting circles of putting a greater 
tax upon sail, and if this is done here the idea 
of the new 40-footers will not have its present 
importance. The English use as their classifi- 
cation a combination of sall area and leneth, so 
that one long boat with single sails can eom- 
pete with a shorter boat with larger sails with- 
out a time allowance, 

The new 40-footers cest about $8,000 each 
and their design will probably be in demand 
as long asa large spread of canvas is encour- 
aged by a light tax en sail area, but should the 
sail area be taxed heavily the prevailing opin- 
fon is that the desire fer an unprecedented 
cloud of canvas, or, more aceurately, to obtain 
all the power possible en a given length, would 
give way to a desire for a more comfortable 
boat, which could be built with the same 
amount of money expended in the present craze. 

The two 70-fgot sloops Katrina, designed by 
A. Cary Smith and ewned by E. 8 and H. D. 
Auchincloss, and Shamrock, designed by J. R. 
Maxwell and H. Winterington, and owned by 
Mr. Maxwell, will reeeive their share of atten- 
tion on aecount of their match race to be sailed 
before the June Regatta of the New-York 
Yacht Club. 

The Larchmont Yacht Club has sent com- 
Munications to the New-York, Seawanhaka 
Corinthian, Atlantic, and Oorinthian Yacht 
Ciubs of this city, lnviting them to join the 
Larchmont Club in considering the desirability 
and feasibility of concerted action between the 
clubs whereby the necessity of frequent meas- 
urement of racing yachts may be avoided. It is 
thought that the appointment of a competent 
person to act as offieial measurer for all would 
bea great convenience and saving of expense 
to yacht owners andarelief to regatta com- 
mittees. It 1s suggested that the measurer 
when called upon to measure a yacht shall 
include in his measurement all the elements 
necessary fer the ciassification of theyacht and 
the determination of her sailing measurement 
under the rules of all the participating clubs, 
and that the measurer shall give a certificate of 
the result of such measurement to the owner of 
the yaeht, and acepy thereof to the appropri- 
ate officer of each participating club. The 
Larchmont Yacht Club does not propose the 
adoption ef any common Measurement, nor any 
interference with or ehange in the rule of 
measurement adopted by any club, but merely 
that one person shall be the responsible meas- 
urer for all the participating clubs, and that his 
eertificate bhall be acovepted by all such clubs. 

The twenty-second unnaal regatta of the 
Columbia Yacht Club will be held Tuesday, 
June 18 It will be sailed over the olub’s 
straightaway course, froin the clubhouse at 
Kighty-sixth-street, and Hudson River te Yonk- 
ers and return.

A NEW STEAMER LAUNOHED. 
WILMINGTON, Del., March 16.—The Sandy 
Hook, an iron twin-screw passenger steamer

SPORT WITH ROD AND GUN 


TROUT EXPEOTED TO PROVE 
UNOSALLY PLENTIFUL. 

THE VERY WICKED WAY OF THE LONG 
ISLAND POACHER—BREEDING ENG- 
LISH PHEASANTS WITH SUCCESS, 

Anglers hardly realize that the early 
trout season is rapidly approaching and that 
only three weeks are left for the protection of 
the finny beauties in this State. Indeed trout 
may be caught now in New-Jersey without vio- 
lation of the law, but no stories of remarkable 
eatches have yet come from the neighboring 
Btate. 

There are not many trout left in New-Jersey, 
and the streams that once contained thousands 
seem to be almost exhausted. In a few spring 
brooks and ponds of cold water nice speeimens 
of the attractive fish can yet be founda, The 
Jersey anglers, however, have these places well 
marked, and on the first pleasant day of the 
year the fisherman steals forth threugh back 
lets, with his rod concealed ina paper wrap- 
ping anda box of wormsor flies hidden away 
in an inside pocket. He often whips outa fine 
mess, but that day’s tishing usually ends the 
sport, as afterward few trout are found. Last 
season & small boy was made happy by catching 
&@ pound and a half trout while fishing for shin- 
ere in a spring-fed pond nos 25 miles from this 


city and within sight of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road trains, 


It takes a good deal of skill to coax trout to 


Tise to a tly incolad weather, but the experts 
can doit. Harry Pritchard, who for years sold 
flies and rods at Fulton-street until his death, a 
year ago, was an exceptionally guceessful cold 
weather fly caster. venin a snowstorm he 
would tess the flies so artistically that the 
trout could not help jumping to them, and he 
would filla basket when other fishermen were 
casting in vain. is 

The members of the various fishing clubs on 
Long Island are expecting excellent sport at 
the opening of the trout season on April 1, and 
there will be the usual rush down the island. 
Fey, St a their predictions upon the fact that 
the Winter has been so open. There has been 
comparatively little ice and the fish have been 
enabled to procure plenty of food during most 
of the cold months. Last year the blizzard 
froze up the ponds and streams and the snow 
packed in the swamps and woods so deeply that 
1t required the sun of many days to thaw it all 
out. This Spring the nigh water will run oat 
quickly, unless more snow should come. 

The south Side Club is the best knowam of the 
anglers’ organizations on the island, and its 
presence is claimed to be second to none. It 
bas @ membership of 100, and would nave 
treble the number if the membership was not 
limited. Among its members are A. 8. Hewitt, 
George Browne, G. P. Wetmore, Charles F. Im- 
brie, Henry R. Hyde, RB. F. Cutting, Dean Hoff- 
man, W. Kendall, W. K. Vanderbilt, and 
George Clarke. Some ofits members are ex- 
pert fly coasters. 

Anotber well-Known club is the Suffolk, whose 
clubhouse 1s situated near Yaphank. Charies 
F. Strong, J. L. Cadwallader, Henry Fearing, 
and Peter Townsend are among its most en- 
thusiastic members, 

Mueh of the fresh and spring water on the 
isiand is leased by private parties. August 
Belmont has a Sa near Islip, and Austin Cor- 
bin one near Babylon. Green’s Creek, near 
Sayville, is leased py Cnaries Fk, Imbrie, and in 
times past has contained niee tish. Their food 
is of the best, shrimps and shell fish, as well as 
fatworms and minnows. There are very few 
ponds on the island now where trout will flour- 
ish Dut have been secured by anglers. Some- 
times the private preserves are opened, and in 
these places tbe angler, at the first of the sea- 
son, is sure to obtain a few fine trout. 

The great trouble that falls upon ail owners of 
Long Island streamsis that specimen of hu- 
manity known asthe poacher. He abounds on 
Long Island, and each year he beeomes bolder. 
The poacher “ stands in” often with the village 
and town autherities, and it becomes almost 
Ls sy eer to prosecute him suecessfully when 
he is detected. Just before the season opens he 
sallies forth with nets, and, securing the trout, 
keeps them alive in a secluded spring till April 
1, when he sends them to this city, where the 
best market prives are given and the demand is 
always good. The result is that the best of the 
fish are taken, and the angler must put up with 
the small ones remaining, 

In the forest preserve, to which Oneida 
County has reeently been added, trout cannot 
be taken till May 1. The streams in this sec- 
tion, hewever, are rarely in a condition for ang- 
ling before that time, and not till near June are 
they just right. Indeed, Decoration Day is the 
time when the anglers start out in numbers for 
the Beaverkill, Willowemar, and Neversink 
Rivers, the Sand Pond, and Baleam Lake, 

The Florida fishermen have been having ex- 
cellent fun with sheepshead, kingfish, channel 
bass, and bluefish, but no word of the tarpon 
has been received. Last year tarpon were taken 
as early as January, and about this time the 
fever was at its height. It has been .a disa 
poilntment to many that the king of herring hus 
net been plenty, as never befors has such fine 
tarpon tackle been made or such quantities of 
it purchased. Many have gone South tor the 
express purpose of taking a tarpon, and several 
English anglers came over to try the sports. 
However, tlf® unusual prevalence of other 
game has in part made up for the searcity of 
the tarpon. 

The experiment of propagating English 
Pheasants in this country 1s proving a success, 
and 16 Das been shown that the birds will do 
well in distriets where they can be properly 
protected. The Jekyl Island Club, owing to 
the situation of its grounds on an ieland, re- 
gore & wonderful increase in its pheasants. 

eventy-eight birds were originally brought 
over from England. From these birds eggs 
were obtained. They were placed under com- 
mon barnyard hens to be hatched out, and a 
thousand young were obtained. When large 
enough they were turned loose and grew rapid- 
ly. One hundred more pheasant hens are to be 
brought over from England. I is believed that 
in @ short time the club will have good pheas- 
ant shooting. 

Furtber north trouble has been found in 
raising the birds, both from the severity of the 
climate and from outside hunters.

PROVISIONS OF THRE WILL OF MR. WILL- 
IAM J. A. FULLER. 

The will of William J.,A. Fuller, filed for 
Probate yesterday, is a rather unusual docu- 
meat. Mr. Fuller died in Paris Marchi1l. Tha 
will was executed Noy. 28,1888. It was wit- 
nessed by William F. Abbett, Leon Abbett, 
Theodore F. Miller, and L. D. Blanchard. The 
Exeocutors are Daniel F. Appleton, Leon Abbett, 
and Frederick H. Man. . 

It directs that no inventory of the estate be 
taken. Mr. Fuller’s body, it provides, shall be 
cremated at an expense not to exceed $50, of 
which $30 is te be spent for cremating and $20 
for taking the body to the erematory. None of 
the testator’s relatives, it is requested, shall 
wear mourning. 

The children are forgiven all indebtedness to 
the father. Anna K. Ridgway is te receive 
$500, and Henry Schmidt and William Fuller 
Abbett are to save Mr. Fulier’s half of the law 
library of Abbett & Fuller. The daughter, Kate 
Fuller, is to have all of Mr. Faller’s property in 
Paris, at 40 Rue Quai d’Orleans, and an annuity 
of $2,500. Mrs. Elizapeth ©, Fuller is to have 
the use of the heuse 117 East Thirty-fifth-street, 
this city, and all the furniture, pictures, and 
personal eo. in it, and is te be paid an an- 
nuity of $3,000. The Executors are to take all 
the rest of the estate in trust for the benefit of 
the children. 

Mrs, Fuller can live in the house at 117 East 
Thirty-fifth-street or let 1t, furnished or unfur- 
nished, as she may wish. Ifin case she lives 
there, any of the children live witn her, they 
are to pay $10 a week euch toward the house- 
hold expenses. Each married child living with 
her is to pay $10 a week for husband or wife 
and $5 for each child. This money is to be 
— by the Executors from the estate in their 

ands, 

The will itself provides that the estate shall 
be divided into as many parts as there are enil- 
dren, with the exception of the daughter Kate. 
A codicil executed Feb. 8, 1889, revokes this 
provision as to the sons William M. Fuller and 
Bayard ©. Fuller, who are to receive instead 
$9,000 in bonds of the Jersey City News Com- 
pany. Bayard, however, is to receive his legacy 
only on condition that a J eh orig d note for 
$2, and another for $2,500 shall be settled. 
If these notes are not settled their total is to be 
taken out of the legacy.
